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CONSTITUTION  OF  1873. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Education. 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  a  thorough  and 
efficient  s^^stem  of  public  schools,  wherein  all  the 
children  of  this  Commonwealth  above  the  age  of 
six  years  may  be  educated,  and  shall  appropriate 
at  least  one  million  dollars  each  year  for  that  pur¬ 
pose. 

Section  2.  No  money  raised  for  the  support  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be 
appropriated  to  or  used  for  the  support  of  any  sec¬ 
tarian  school. 

Section  3.  Women  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
upwards,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  of  control 
or  management  under  the  school  laws  of  this  State.

COMMON  SCHOOL  LAWS. 


A.— DISTRICTS. 

I.  That  a  system  of  Common  School  Education 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  deemed,  held,  and  taken 
to  be  adopted,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  in  all  the  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  and 
every  township,  borough  and  city  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  or  which  shall  be  hereafter  erected,  shall 
constitute  and  be  a  school  district,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  (a). 

II.  That  all  boroughs  and  townships  now’  con¬ 
nected  in  the  assessment  of  county  rates  and  levies, 
shall  hereafter  be  separate  and  independent  of  each 
other  in  the  assessment  of  said  rates  and  levies, 
and  for  school  purposes  ;  and  the  respective  town¬ 
ships  and  boroughs  so  separated  shall  elect  their 
own  assessors  and  other  officers,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  exercise  the  same  powers  and  authority 
as  are  now  exercised  by  towmship  assessors  gener¬ 
ally,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  in  relation  to 
the  assessment  of  county  rates  and  levies.  (6) 

I.  COXSOIilDATED  DISTKICTS. 

III.  That  school  districts  wdiich  are  composed  of 
cities  or  boroughs,  divided  into  wards  for  school 
purposes  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
be  constituted  as  follow’s,  to  wdt :  Each  ward  shall 
retain  its  school  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
and  elect  a  separate  board  of  directors,  Avho  shall 
exercise  in  their  respectiA^e  limits  all  the  powers 
and  duties  of  school  directors,  as  regards  the  erec-

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tion  or  repairing  of  scliool-lioiises  and  lots;  and 
shall  also  lev^y,  asT^oss,  collect,  and  dislnirso  in  and 
upon  their  respective  Avards  all  taxes  rendered 
necessary  to  the  i)roper  exercise  of  the  forej^oin^^ 
powers;  but  all  other  powers  and  duties  pertain¬ 
ing  to  school  directors,  which  are  conferred  or  en¬ 
joined  by  this  act,  shall  be  exercised  in  such  city 
or  borough  by  a  board  of  controllers,  composed  ot* 
the  directors  of  the  several  wards,  who  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  perform  all  the  duties 
belonging  to  boards  of  directors  in  single  districts, 
with  the  exception  contained  in  tliis  section  : 
Provided^  That  whenever  all  the  boards  of  direc¬ 
tors,  in  any  such  city  or  borough,  shall  voluntarily 
execute  deeds  of  conveyance  to  the  board  of  con¬ 
trollers  for  all  the  school  i)roperty  belonging  to 
their  respective  wards,  and  shall  certify  the  same 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  tlien 
and  in  that  case,  such  city  or  borough  shall  there¬ 
after  compose  a  single  school-district,  in  the  same 
manner  as  districts  not  divided  into  wards  ;  but 
the  number  of  directors  thereafter  elected  in  such 
city  or  borough  shall  be  three  for  each  ward,  (a) 

1.  The  object  of  uniting  all  the  wards  of  a  bor¬ 
ough  or  city  into  one  controller  district,  is  evidently 
to  promote  the  grading  of  the  schools,  and  the  ele¬ 
vation  of  the  course  of  instruction  by  means  of  a 
High  Common  School,  and  to  increase  the  economy 
and  efficiency  of  the  local  administration  of  tlie 
system.  Laws  pertaining  to  this  subject  will  be

IV.  That  upon  petition  of  not  less  than  twenty 
taxable  inhabitants  of  any  township  or  townships.

desiring  the  formation  of  the  territory  upon  which 
they  reside  into  a  separate  and  independent  com¬ 
mon-school  district,  and  setting  forth  the  bounds  of 
such  proposed  district,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  the  proper  county  shall  appoint  commissioners 
to  view  the  premises  and  report  to  the  court,  at  its 
next  term,  the  lines  of  the  proposed  new  district, 
either  according  to  the  bounds  set  forth  in  the  peti¬ 
tion,  or  to  such  other  bounds  as  they  shall  think 
more  advisable,  together  with  their  oinnion  on  the 
expediency  of  establishing  or  not  establishing  the 
same ;  the  proceedings  upon  which  petition,  com¬ 
mission,  and  report,  and  the  final  disposition  there¬ 
of,  shall,  in  all  other  respects,  be  according  to  the 
act  of  Assembly  now  in  force,  relative  to  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  new  townships:  Provided,  That  if  said 
proceedings  result  in  the  establishment  of  a  new 
common-school  district  the  cost  of  the  commission 
and  the  office  fees  shall  be  paid  by  said  new  district; 
but  if  otherwise,  said  costs  and  fees  shall  be  paid 
by  the  petitioners  themselves,  (a) 

V.  That  whenever  a  new  district  shall  be  erected, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be¬ 
come,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  of  the  common - 
school  system  of  the  State,  a  separate  and  indepen¬ 
dent  district,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of 
the  third  section  [No.  VI]  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement.  (6) 

VI.  That  when  a  new  district  shall  hereafter  be 
formed,  such  district  «hall  not  be  considered  and 
recognized  as  a  separate  and  independent  school 
district  until  after  the  termination  of  the  current 
school  year  in  which  it  became  a  new  district,  and 
until  it  have  a  full  board  of  directors  regularly 
elected  or  appointed,  and  organized,  except  that 
the  directors  thereof  shall  have  authority  to  levy, 
assess  and  collect  tax,  procure  school  houses,  and 
do  all  other  acts  necessary  to  the  commencement 
of  the  schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  (c)

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‘J.  Directors  in  oHicc  wlieii  changes  of  districts  or 
district  lines  are  ntTected,  are  to  continne  to  act  as 
directors  of  the  old  district  till  tlic  end  of  the  then 
current  year  of  their  term  of  olhco.  If,  however, 
a  director  residing  in  a  part  of  an  old  district  which 
has  heen  stnurk  od*  into  a  new  or  anotlier  district, 
be  elected  director  of  siicli  new  or  otlier  district,  he 
should  resign  his  place  in  the  old  board  and  not 
act  in  botli. 

8.  The  board  of  a  new  district  may  do  every  olli- 
cial  act,  during  the  year  next  before  that  in  which 
it  goes  into  separate  and  independent  operation, 
necessary  to  the  putting  of  the  schools  into  full 
working  order,  except  that  of  actual  opening  them 
for  instruction.  All  taxes  levied  and  contracts 
made  for  these  puri^oses,  are  as  binding  as  if  levied 
and  made  by  an  old  district.  * 

VII.  That  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  supplement  to  the  general  scliool  law, 
approved  tlie  eighth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  for  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  independent  school  districts,  was  and  is  to 
provide,  in  a  guarded  manner,  for  exceptions  to  the 
general  rule,  and  to  pootect  and  promote  the  edu¬ 
cational  welfare  of  occasional  localities  that,  from 
natural  or  other  adequate  obstacles,  could  not  be 
properly  provided  for  under  the  organization  of 
township  districts ;  and  further,  it  was  not  the  in¬ 
tention  to  cut  up  townships  into  single  school  dis¬ 
tricts,  nor  to  carve  out  the  wealthier  from  tlie 
poorer  portions  of  a  township  or  townsliips,  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  lat¬ 
ter  ;  And  it  is  further  enacted^  That  when  an  inde¬ 
pendent  district  has  been  created  in  violation  of 
these  principles,  the  court  of  (piarter  sessions  of  the 
proper  county  is  hereby  autliorized  and  recpiired, 
upon  application  of  not  less  than  twenty  citizens  of 
the  township  or  borough  atfected  thereby,  to  open 
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the  decree  of  the  court  by  which  it  was  created,  and 
after  reexamination  upon  the  merits,  confirm  or  an¬ 
nul  such  district,  as  the  evidence  may  require; 
and  hereafter  no  independent  district  shall  be  cre¬ 
ated,  in  any  case,  without  the  unanimous  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  court.  (a) 

4.  The  rights,  powers,  and  duties  of  every  inde¬ 
pendent  district,  legally  established  and  in  opera¬ 
tion,  are  similar  in  all  resx)ects  to  those  of  a  regu¬ 
lar  district  composed  of  a  townshi^^  or  borough. 

YIII.  That  in  all  cases  wliere  an  independent 
school  district  has  been  created  or  continued  by  any 
of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  courts,  ui^on  the 
application  of  one-third  of  the  taxable  citizens  of 
any  school  district,  out  of  which  any  independent 
district  may  be  erected,  by  petition,  setting  forth 
that  they  desire  the  abolition  of  any  district,  to  hear 
and  determine  the  application  upon  its  merits,  and 
if  deemed  expedient,  the  said  court  shall  discon¬ 
tinue  the  said  district,  (6) 

5.  The  number  of  petitioners  to  abolish  an  inde¬ 
pendent  district,  must  be  fully  one-third  of  the 
resident  taxable  citizens  of  the  whole  old  district  or 
districts  (including  itself)  out  of  which  the  dis¬ 
trict  sought  to  be  abolished  was  taken,  and  not 
merely  one-third  of  those  residing  within  its  own 
bounds. 


III.  CUAXGES  IX  DISTRICTS. 

IX.  That  when  a  portion  of  a  common-school 
district  is  detached  therefrom,  by  the  alteration  of 
township  or  borough  lines,  or  when  an  independ¬ 
ent  school  district  is  abolished,  such  alteration  or 
abolition  shall  not  take  effect  for  school  purposes, 
till  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  next  after

X.  When  a  new  school  district  is  formed,  the 
court  establisliiiii^  the  same  shall  determine,  on 
Jiearing,  whether  an  undue  proportion  of  the  real 
estate  and  school  houses  l)elonging  to  the  old  dis¬ 
trict  or  districts,  are  within  the  bounds  of  the  new 
districts,  and  if  so,  how  mucii  money  shall  bo  paid 
therefor  by  the  new  to  the  old  district  or  districts; 
and  if  any  money  be  on  hand,  or  debt  unpaid,  or 
any  tax  or  other  claims  bo  uncollected  after  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  all  accounts  of  the  current  year,  the 
proper  court  shall  divide  said  money  or  debt 
amongst  the  districts  in  such  proportions,  and 
shall  make  such  order  as  to  uncollected  tax  or 
other  claims  as  shall  be  just;  and  any  sum  thus 
decreed  to  be  due  by  any  district,  to  any  district  or 
individual,  shall  be  entered  in  the  nature  of  a  judg¬ 
ment  against  the  same,  and  shall  be  subject  to  exe¬ 
cution  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  twenty- 
first  section  of  the  general  common  school  law,  of 
the  eighth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-four,  {b) 

0.  In  regard  to  real  estate  and  school  houses,  the 
new  district  is  to  pay  the  old  for  any  undue  pro¬ 
portion  thereof  that  may  be  within  the  new  dis¬ 
trict  ;  but  the  act  does  not  seem  to  require  the  old 
to  pay  to  the  new,  if  an  undue  proportion  remains 
in  the  old  district. 

7.  In  regard  to  money  on  hand,  or  uncollected 
claims,  and  to  debts  or  liabilities,  after  settlement 
of  all  accounts  for  the  year,  before  actual  separa¬ 
tion  takes  effect,  the  new  district  is  to  pay  to  the

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old,  or  the  old  to  the  new,  as  the  balance  shall  be 
ascertained  to  fall,  and  the  court  constituting  the 
new  district  shall  decree. 

XI.  That  the  school,  real  estate,  and  movable 
property  within  any  detached  portions  of  districts, 
or  abolished  districts,  shall  pass,  with  the  territory 
on  which  they  are  situated,  to  the  district  or  dis¬ 
tricts  to  which  such  territory  becomes  attached,  or 
reverts,  with  like  right  in  the  directors  thereof  to 
use  or  sell  the  same,  as  the  proper  directors  had  be¬ 
fore  the  alteration  or  abolition.  And  if  any  money 
be  on  hand  or  debt  unpaid,  or  any  tax  or  other 
claims  be  uncollected  after  the  settlement  of  all  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  current  year,  the  proj)er  court  shall 
divide  said  money  or  debt  amongst  the  districts  thus 
acquiring  territory,  in  such  proportions,  and  shall 
make  such  order  as  to  uncollected  tax  or  other 
claims  due  by  said  abolished  districts  to  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons,  as  shall  be  just ;  and  any  sum  thus 
deemed  to  be  due  by  any  district  to  any  district  or 
individual,  shall  be  entered  in  the  nature  of  a 
judgment  against  the  same,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
execution  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  twenty- 
first  section  of  the  general  common  school  law  of 
the  eighth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-four,  (a) 

XII.  That  the  several  courts  of  quarter  sessions 
of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  have  authority,  within 
their  respective  counties,  to  annex  the  land,  or 
parts  thereof,  of  persons  resident  in  one  township), 
or  borough,  to  another  township  or  borough,  for 
school  purposes,  so  that  when  so  annexed,  the  ap¬ 
plicant  shall  pay  his  school  taxes,  and  be  included 
within  the  school  discrict  to  which  it  is  so  annexed, 
for  educational  purposes,  and  remain  connected 
with  the  district,  or  township,  of  his  residence,  for 
all  other  purposes;  and  the  said  court  shall,  upon 
the  petition  of  any  one  desiring  such  change,  proceed 
by  views  and  reviews,  in  the  manner,  and  under 
the  restrictions  provided  under  the  act  of  the  gen-

That  the  transfer  of  lands,  or 
parts  thereof,  or  residents  ofa  township  or  borough, 
to  any  such  city  for  school  purposes,  shall  only  Idc 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  school  di¬ 
rectors  of  both  districts ;  that  this  act  shall  not  af¬ 
fect  any  case  now  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth.  (6) 

XIII.  That  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement 
shall  be  construed  to  include  all  cases  of  persons 
being  resident  of  any  township  or  borough,  to  have 
other  lands  owned  by  them  in  any  other  township 
or  borough,  annexed  to  the  borough  or  township  in 
which  they  reside,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  x^ur- 
X30se  herein  mentioned,  (c) 

XIV.  That  the  clerks  of  the  courts  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  several  counties  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  shall  forward  to  the  Superintendent  of  Com¬ 
mon  Schools,  a  certified  copy,  under  seal  of  the  de¬ 
cree  of  said  court  of  their  respective  counties, 
creating  any  new  school  district,  whether  it  be 
formed  by  the  incorporation  of  a  borough,  the 
creation  of  a  new  township,  or  the  formation  of  an 
independent  district,  said  certificate  to  be  forAvarded 
within  thirty  days  after  the  entr}^  of  such  decree  ; 
the  costs  for  such  certificate  shall  be  a  legal  charge 
against  the  district  thus  formed,  (d)

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XV.  That  whilst  iDroceedings  are  pending  in  any 
court  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  division  of  any 
township  or  school  district,  or  for  the  erection  of 
any  borough,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  school 
directors  of  the  township  or  district  proposed  to  be 
divided,  or  out  of  which  such  borough  is  proposed 
to  be  erected,  to  levy,  assessor  collect  any  tax  what¬ 
ever  for  the  purchase  of  ground  or  for  school  build¬ 
ing  xiurposes,  except  where  the  same  shall  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  re-build  a  school  house  accidently  injured 
or  destroyed,  or  to  pay  a  building  debt  jireviously 
incurred,  (a) 

8.  A  new  district  cannot  be  recognized  by  the 
Dejiartment  of  Public  Instruction  till  the  certified 
copy  of  the  decree  of  the  court  required  by  section 
XIV  has  bfeen  received. 

XVI.  That  whenever  any  new  district  shall  be 
formed  in  any  county  of  this  Commonwealth,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  thereof  to 
certif3^  to  the  Superintent  of  Common  Schools,  be¬ 
fore  the  commencement  of  the  next  succeeding 
school  3^ear,  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants 
therein,  and  also  the  number  in  the  district  or  dis¬ 
tricts  from  which  it  was  taken,  separately,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  last  i)receding  triennial  enumeration  of 
taxables  made  for  school  purposes,  so  that  the 
whole  number  in  such  new  district,  and  in  that  or 
those  out  of  which  it  was  taken,  being  added  to¬ 
gether,  shall  be  neither  greater  nor  less  than  the 
number  that  was  therein  before  the  change  was 
made,  and  according  to  the  last  triennial  certificate 
or  return  of  taxables  thereof  made  by  the  said 
commissioners,  (d) 

9.  Xo  appropriation  can  be  paid  to  a  new  district 
until  this  certificate  has  been  prejoared  by  the  proper 
commissioners,  and  is  on  file  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.

XVII.  That  the  several  school  districts  within 
this  Commonwealth  shall  have  capacity  as  bodies 
corporate,  to  sue  and  bo  sued  as  such,  by  the  cor¬ 
porate  name  of  the  school  district  of - .  (a) 

XVIII.  To  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and  per¬ 
sonal  property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  support  of  the  schools,  and  the  same 
to  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of,  when  it  shall  no  longer 
be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  also, 
whenever  the  board  of  directors  or  controllers,  in 
cases  where  school  property  has  been  conveyed  to 
them  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  make  sale  of  the 
said  real  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  reinvesting  the 
proceeds  thereof  for  school  puriioses.  (5) 

11.  A  district  may  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire 
ground  on  which  it  is  intended  to  erect  a  school 
house,  and  hold  it  for  that  purpose  till  it  suits  the 
convenience  and  means  of  the  district  to  build. 

XIX.  In  cases  where  real  estate  is  held  by  trus¬ 
tees  or  others  for  the  general  use  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood — for  a  school  house  or  its  appendages — and 
when  the  same  shall  cease  to  be  required,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  or  others,  their  sur¬ 
vivor  or  survivors,  or  successors,  to  convey  the 
same  to  the  proper  district,  which  shall  be  there-

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after  held  by  said  district  for  the  same  term  and 
for  the  same  uses  for  which  it  was  originally  granted 
to  said  trustees  or  others.  But  should  the  said  trus¬ 
tees,  from  indisposition  on  the  part  of  the  proper 
board  of  school  directors  of  the  district  to  accept  of 
said  conveyance  or  from  other  causes,  find  it  im¬ 
possible  to  release  themselves  from  said  trust,  they, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  apply  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  i)roper  county,  praying  said 
court  to  authorize  and  direct  the  aforesaid  trustee, 
trustees  or  other  persons,  to  make  sale  of  the  same, 
having  first  given  two  weeks’  previous  notice  in 
one  or  more  of  the  public  prints  of  said  county,  of 
the  time  and  place  of  said  sale,  and  shall  make  re¬ 
turn  of  proceeds  of  sale  to  said  court,  that  the  same 
may  by  the  direction  of  said  court,  be  added  to  the 
funds  of  the  proper  district,  whereupon  the  said 
trustee,  trustees  or  other  persons,  shall  be  dis¬ 
charged  from  all  responsibility  in  the  premises, 
(a) 

XX.  All  deeds  and  other  contracts  in  writing, 
made  by  a  school  district,  shall  be  signed  and  sealed 
by  the  president  of  the  board  of  directors  or  con¬ 
trollers,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  (b) 

XXI.  All  suits  by  a  school  district  shall  be 
brought  in  its  corporate  name  and  be  conducted 
and  managed  by  the  board  of  directors  or  control¬ 
lers,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  and  all  suits  against  such 
district  shall  style  the  same  by  its  corporate  name, 
and  all  legal  process,  other  than  writs  to  enforce 
payment  of  a  judgment,  shall  be  served  on  either 
the  president  or  secretary  of  the  board  of  directors 
or  controllers,  as  the  case  may  be.  (c) 

XXII.  If  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  a 
school  district,  in  any  action  or  proceedings,  the 
party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  judgment  may 
have  execution  thereof,  as  follows,  and  not  other¬ 
wise,  to  wit :  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  in 
which  said  judgment  shall  be  obtained,  or  to  which 
such  judgment  shall  be  removed  by  transcript

XXIII.  Xo  person  shall  hereafter  be  incompe¬ 
tent  to  giAX  CAudence  in  any  suit  or  action  in  AAdiich 
any  school  district,  or  any  officer  thereof,  isa  party, 
for  or  on  account  of  said  person  being  an  inhabi¬ 
tant  of  the  district,  or  by  reason  of  his  being  liable 
to  the  payment  of  any  tax  in  Avhich  said  school  dis¬ 
trict  may  be  interested,  (b) 


B.— DIRECTORS  AND  CONTROLLERS. 

I.  ELECTION  AND  APPOINTAIENT  OF  DIRECTORS 

AND  CONTROLLERS. 

XXIV.  That  school  directors  shall  be  elected  an¬ 
nually  in  each  district  of  the  State,  in  the  folloAving 
manner,  to  wit:  At  the  same  time  and  place  that 
elections  are  held  for  superAUSors  and  constables, 
and  in  AA^ards,  in  cities  or  boroughs,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  borough  or  AA^ard  election,  and  in  like 
manner,  Iaax  qualified  citizens  shall  be  elected 
school  directors  in  each  district,  AAdiose  term  of  of-

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fice  shall  be  three  years  ;  but  in  districts  where  di¬ 
rectors  have  not  been  elected,  or  in  new  districts 
which  may  be  established  by  the  erection  of  a  new 
ward,  borough  or  township,  six  directors  shall  be 
elected  in  such  districts  at  the  first  election,  two  to 
serve  one  year,  two  to  serve  two  years,  and  two  to 
serve  three  years,  and  two  annually  thereafter; 
and  in  city  and  borough  districts  allowed  to  elect 
three  directors,  the  whole  number  for  each  ward 
shall  be  chosen  at  the  first  annual  election  after  the 
l^assage  of  this  act,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one 
to  serve  for  two  years,  one  to  serve  for  three  years 
and  one  annually  thereafter,  (u) 

XXV.  That  when  an  independent  school  district 
shall  be  established,  the  proper  court  shall,  in  the 
decree  therefor,  designate  the  time  and  place  for 
holding  the  annual  elections  of  directors  therein, 
and  appoint  two  persons  to  hold  the  first  election, 
at  the  time  appointed  therefor,  who  shall  give  ten 
days’  notice  thereof,  by  printed  or  written  hand¬ 
bills,  put  up  at  not  less  than  six  public  places 
within  said  district ;  at  which  first  election  six  di¬ 
rectors  shall  be  chosen,  two  for  three  years,  two  for 
two  years,  and  two  for  one  year,  then  next  ensu¬ 
ing,  and  thereafter  two  directors  shall  be  chosen 
for  three  years,  at  the  annual  election,  to  be  called 
and  held  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board,  at  the  time  and  place,  and  in  the  manner  in 
said  decree  thereof  appointed,  said  election,  in  all 
other  respects,  to  be  conducted  in  conformity  with 
the  existing  school  law  ;  and  that  in  independent 
districts,  established  or  hereafter  to  be  established 
by  the  Legislature  without  specifying  the  mode, 
time  or  place  of  electing  directors,  the  hrst  election 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place,  within  the 
proper  district,  as  shall  be  specified  by  written  or 
printed  notices  thereof,  put  up  at  not  less  than  ten 
j)ublic  places  therein,  signed  by  not  less  than  five 
taxable  citizens  thereof,  and  giving  ten  full  day’s 
notice  of  such  election  ;  and  subsequent  elections 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  jDlace,  annually,  as

13.  Expenses  for  the  election  of  school  directors 
in  independent  districts  arc  to  be  paid  liy  the 
county,  in  tlie  same  manner  as  for  tiie  election  of 
township  officers. 

XXVI.  That  when  two  or  more  candidates  shall 
have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  term 
of  office,  at  any  election  of  directors  or  controllers, 
whereby  their  election  shall  Vic  prevented,  the  said 
candidates  shall  appear  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  board  of  directors  or  controllers,  which  said 
board  shall  determine  their  rights  to  seats  therein, 
in  the  following  manner  :  Ballots  shall  be  pre¬ 
pared,  equal  in  number  to  the  o^iposing  candidates, 
on  one-half  of  which  the  word  ‘‘director’’  shall 
be  written  ;  whereupon  the  said  candidates  shall 
each  draw,  from  a  proper  receptacle,  one  of  said 
ballots,  and  the  candidate  or  candidates  drawing 
the  ballot  or  ballots  marked  “director,”  shall  be 
held  and  deemed  duly  elected  to  the  said  office  of 
director  or  controller.  And,  if  vacancies  are  to  be 
filled,  at  any  election  of  directors,  in  addition  to  the 
persons  to  be  elected  for  the  regular  term,  and  the 
voters  shall  all  neglect  to  designate  on  their  tickets 
the  term  of  office  for  which  each  person  voted  for 
is  a  candidate,  then  the  person  or  persons  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected  for  the  longest  term  or  terms  ;  the  next 
highest  in  vote,  after  the  filling  of  the  longest  term, 
shall  be  declared  elected  for  the  next  longest  term, 
and  so  on,  till  all  the  terms  vacant  shall  be 
filled.  (6) 

14.  Xo.  XXVI  disjDoses  of  the  peiqilexing  ques¬ 
tion  of  tie  votes.  Of  course,  it  does  not  refer  to  the

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case  where  only  tSw  flirectops  are>  to  Be  chosen  lor 
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three  years,  and  the  two  candidates  highest  in  vote 
have  each  the  same  number  of  votes.  Here  the  tie 
does  not  “prevent”  the  election  of  either,  for  both 
are  elected.  It  only  relates  to  cases  in  which  the 
number  of  candidates  Avho  are  tied  is  greater  than 
the  number  of  offices  or  vacancies  for  which  they 
are  candidates,  thus  :  three  i^ersons  have  each  the 
same  number  of  votes  for  the  two  vacancies  in  the 
long  term  of  three  years  ;  or  two  persons  have  the 
same  number  of  votes  for  one  vacancy  in  the  term 
of  two  years. 


15.  When  all  the  tickets  are  without  specification 
of  the  term,  the  latter  part  of  XXVI  provides  a 
remedy.  In  such  case,  the  rule  of  the  longest  term 
to  the  highest  in  vote  applies.  But,  if  some  of  the 
tickets  polled  have,  and  some  have  not,  this  speci¬ 
fication  on  their  face,  unless  there  was  a  common 
understanding  among  the  voters  in  regard  to  the 
length  of  term  intended  for  the  candidates,  re¬ 
spectively,  those  which  have  not  are  to  be  rejected, 
and  the  return  is  only  to  be  given,  according  to 
their  number  of  votes,  to  those  whose  tickets  speci¬ 
fied  the  term  on  their  faces.  It  is  best,  therefore, 
for  each  voter  to  write  on  his  ticket  the  term,  as 
well  as  the  name  of  the  person  voted  for,  to  fill  a 
vacancy. 


XXVII.  That  the  duplicate  returns  of  all  elec¬ 
tions  for  directors  shall  be  made  out,  signed  and 
sealed  by  the  judges,  and  delivered  by  the  consta¬ 
ble  or  proper  officer  of  said  election,  one  to  the 
board  of  directors,  and  the  other  to  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  county,  within  ten  daj^s 
thereafter,  and  each  person  elected  a  director  shall 
be  notified  thereof  in  writing,  within  five  days  after 
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the  elocti'6>:i,  l:'y  the  constahlo  o/.  otlicr  ollicor  wlio 
held  the  election.  If  the  legality  of  aii}'  election 
I’or  directors  he  contested  in  writing  by  not  less 
than  ten  qnalilied  citizens  of  tlie  district,  tlie  said 
court  of  quarter  sessions  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required,  forthwith,  to  examine  into  the  election, 
and  to  confirm  or  set  it  aside,  as  shall  seem  just 
and  proper,  and,  if  set  aside,  to  order  a  new  elec¬ 
tion  at  the  usual  place,  and  in  tlie  usual  manner, 
on  not  less  than  two  weeks’  public  notice,  given  liy 
the  proper  officers,  (cj) 

XXVIII.  Thateach  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  whicli  may  occur  therein 
by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  district,  or 
otherwise,  until  the  next  annual  election  for  direc¬ 
tors,  when  such  a  vacancy  shall  be  filled  b}^  elecrt- 
ing  a  person  from  the  district  in  whiidi  the  vacancy 
occurs,  to  supply  the  same.  (6) 

16.  It  does  not  require  a  quorum  (four)  to  till  a 
vacancy  caused  by,  “  death,  resignation,  removal, 
or  otherwise.”  Any  number  to  which  the  board 
may  be  reduced,  by  any  or  all  of  these  causes,  can 
perform  this  indispensable  duty.  But  to  do  it  sat¬ 
isfactorily,  all  the  actual  members  should  be  x^res- 
ent,  or  have  had  notice  to  be  present,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  And  if  only  one  member  remain  in  otnee, 
he  can  legally  take  means  to  fill  the  board.  In 
that  case  he  should  appoint  one  new  member  ;  he 
and  that  new  member  should  then  appoint  a  third, 
and  so  on,  till  the  board  is  full.  And  the  whole  of 
these  x^roceeding  should  be  put  on  the  minutes. 
The  la^v  authorizing  ‘‘less  than  a  majority  of 
directors  ”  to  fill  vacancies  in  a  school  board,  only 
ax:>ldios  v/hen  the  number  has  been  reduced  below 
a  majority,  from  causes  mentioned  in  either  the

seventh  or  the  eighth  sections  of  the  act  of  May  8, 
1854.

17.  When  a  director  resigns  his  office  without  be¬ 
ing  present  in  the  board,  the  resignation  should  be 
in  writing,  addressed  to  the  president,  or,  if  it  be 
the  resignation  of  the  president  himself,  to  the  sec¬ 
retary.  When  a  resignation  takes  place  by  a  mem¬ 
ber  present,  it  may  be  verbal.  But  in  both  cases  it 
should  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  accepted  by  the 
board,  and  the  acceptance  also  entered  on  the  min¬ 
utes. 

18.  Every  member  ceasing  to  be  a  resident  of  the 
district  for  which  he  was  a  director,  thereby  va¬ 
cates  his  office,  without  resignation,  from  the  day 
when  he  ceased  being  a  resident ;  and  the  fact  be¬ 
ing  known  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  another  is 
to  be  appointed  in  his  place.  The  same  principle 
applies  to  changes  of  residence  from  one  ward  to 
another  in  cities  and  boroughs,  except  in  cases 
where  the  election  is  by  a  concurrent  vote. 

19.  Failure  by  the  voters  to  fill  a  vacancy,  at  the 
regular  annual  election,  will  authorize  the  board  to 
fill  it,  by  virtue  of  the  word  “otherwise”  in  No. 
XXVIII.  This  means  that  if  a  member  died  or 
resigned,  and  the  board  appointed  another  in  his 
place  till  the  next  election,  and  if  at  the  next  elec¬ 
tion  the  people  failed  to  elect  any  one  to  fill  this 
vacancy,  the  board  may  again  treat  it  as  a  vacancy, 
and  appoint  a  person  to  fill  it  till  the  next  succeed¬ 
ing  annual  election. 

XXIX.  That  all  directors  shall  be  exempted 
from  serving  in  any  township,  city  or  borough  of¬ 
fice.  (a).

XXX.  That  no  person  hereafter  elected  shall  be 
capable  of  holding  and  exercising  tlie  oflice  of 
school  director,  constable,  pathrnaster,  or  commis¬ 
sioner  of  roads,  and  that  of  township  or  borough 
auditor,  (a) 

XXXI.  That  tax  collectors  are  township,  ward 
or  borough  officers,  "within  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  general  school  law  of  one  thousand- 
eight  hundred  and  forty-nine  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty -four,  and  that  school  direc¬ 
tors  and  treasurers  of  the  school  fund  were  an4  are

XXXII.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  a  school 
director,  shall  refuse  to  attend  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  board,  after  having  received  written  notice 
from  the  secretary,  to  appear  and  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  or  if  any  person  having  taken 
upon  him  the  duties  of  his  office  as  director,  shall 
neglect  to  attend  any  two  regular  meetings  of  the 
board  in  succession,  unless  detained  by  sickness  or 
prevented  by  absence  from  the  district,  or  to  act  in 
his  official  capacity  when  in  attendance,  the  direc¬ 
tors  present  shall  have  power  to  declare  his  seat  in

21.  Absence  from  special  or  called  meetings  will 
not  justify  the  exclusion  of  a  member  from  the 
board. 

22.  A  member  elect  should  be  duly  notified  in 
writing,  by  the  secretary,  according  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  act,  before  his  seat  can  be  legally  de¬ 
clared  vacant  by  the  board.

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XXXIII.  That  if  all  the  members  of  any  board 
of  directors  or  controllers,  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  perform  their  duties,  by  levying  the  tax  required 
by  law,  and  to  put  or  keep  the"  schools  in  operation 
so  far  as  the  means  of  the  district  will  admit,  or 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any  other  duty  en¬ 
joined  by  law,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
proper  county  may,  upon  complaint  in  writing,  by 
any  six  taxable  citizens  of  the  district,  and  on  due 
proof  thereof,  declare  their  seats  vacant,  and  ap¬ 
point  others  in  their  stead,  imtil  the  next  annual

23.  The  words  “so  far  as  the  means  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  will  admit,”  do  not  justify  directors  in  pro\ad- 
ing  means  to  keep  the  schools  in  operation  any 
shorter  term  than  six  months  ;  because  the  law  ex¬ 
pressly  enjoins  it  on  the  board  to  keep  them  .“in 
operation  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten 
months  in  the  year.”  The  discretion  given,  there¬ 
fore,  only  relates  to  those  extremes,  between  which 
they  ma3^  select  any  term  suitable  to  the  means  of 
the  district.

shall  be  within  ten  days  of  the  first  Monday  of

cities  of  Reading  and  Lancaster,  {a) 

XXXV.  That  each  board  of  school  directors  and 
each  board  of  controllers  in  cities  and  boroughs, 
shall  meet  and  organize  by  choosing  a  president 
and  secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board, 
and  a  treasurer,  who  may  be  a  member  of  the 
board,  or  otherwise,  at  the  discretion  of  the  direc¬ 
tors  or  controllers.  (6) 

24.  The  first  business  at  the  meeting  for  organi¬ 
zation,  after  a  temporary  organization,  is  the  read¬ 
ing  of  the  returns  of  election,  to  ascertain  who  are 
members. 

25.  Directors  elect  can  exercise  none  of  the  pow¬ 
ers  pertaining  to  their  office  till  after  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  new  board,  which  cannot  take  place 
until  on  or  after  the  first  Monday  in  June. 

26.  If  a  board  of  directors  fail  to  organize  Jjecause 
no  one  of  them  can  obtain  a  majority  of  votes  for 
president,  it  is  such  neglect  of  duty  as  will  justify 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  upon  the  complaint 
of  six  taxable  citizens  of  the  district,  and  upon  due 
proof  thereof,  to  declare  their  seats  vacant,  and  ap¬ 
point  others  in  their  stead. 

27.  If  the  school  directors  neglect  to  organize 
within  ten  days  after  the  first  Monday  of  June,  as 

,  specified  by  law,  they  may  do  so  at  a  future  time, 
and  such  organization  will  be  strictly  legal,  if  no 
final  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  meantime  to  re¬ 
move  the  directors  elect  from  office  by  due  course 
of  law.

That  the  president  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  board,  call  special  meetings  when 
necessary,  issue  the  duplicate  and  warrant  for  the 
collection  of  the  district  taxes,  take  sufficient  bond 
from  the  district  treasurer  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duty,  and  sign  the  certificate  of  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  district  taxes,  and  all  orders  on  the  dis¬ 
trict  treasurer  by  order  of  the  board,  also  the  annual 
report  of  the  district  to  the  county  superintendent, 
and  generally  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and 
duties  lawfully  pertaining  to  the  office  of  president 
of  the  board,  {a) 

29.  All  deeds  and  contracts  by  the  district,  in¬ 
cluding  those  with  teachers,  are  to  be  signed  by 
the  president. 

30.  The  president  is  to  swear  or  affirm  to  the  an¬ 
nual  certificate  setting  forth  the  time  that  the 
schools  have  been  opened  and  in  operation. 

31.  The  president  votes  on  every  question  like 
any  other  member,  and  has  no  casting  vote. 

B.  THE  SECRETARY. 

XXXVII.  That  the  secretary  shall  keep  full 
minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  prepare  the  dupli¬ 
cate  of  school  tax,  keep  an  account  of  all  abatements

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and  exonerations  made  by  the  board,  prepare,  at¬ 
test,  and  forward  to  tlie  county  superintendent  the 
annual  certificate  of  tlie  nurnlier  of  rnontlis  during 
the  year  that  the  schools  have  been  kept  open  and 
in  operation  according  to  law.  (a)  Also,  the  annual 
report  of  the  district,  prepare  and  attest  all  orders 
on  the  treasurer,  and  do  and  perforin  all  other  acts 
and  duties  lawfully  pertaining  to  the  office  of  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  board,  and  for  his  services  shall  re¬ 
ceive  such  compensation  as  the  board  may  di¬ 
rect.  (a) 

32.  The  names  and  P.  O.  address  of  the  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer  are  to  be  sent,  upon  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  board,  at  the  first  meeting  after 
the  annual  election  for  directors,  by  the  secretary, 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  at 
Harrisburg,  and  also  to  the  county  superintendent. 
Without  this  information,  thus  promptly'’  furnished, 
it  is  always  difficult,  and  sometimes  impossible,  to 
communicate  with  directors  by  letter,  with  any  de¬ 
gree  of  certainty. 

33.  The  secretary  is  to  coiyitersign — that  is  offi¬ 
cially  attest — all  deeds  and  contracts  of  the  board, 
after  they  have  been  signed  by  the  president.  If 
the  board  have  a  seal,  the  secretary  is  to  have  the 
custody  of  it,  and  is  to  affix  it  to  all  deeds  and  con¬ 
tracts  signed  by  the  president. 

34.  The  secretary  is  to  receive  the  monthly  re¬ 
ports  from  the  teachers,  examine  them,  and  if  cor¬ 
rect,  sign  them,  if  not  correct  he  is  to  have  them 
made  so,  before  issuing  the  monthly  order  for  the 
teacher’s  salary. 

35.  At  the  end  of  the  term,  the  books  of  monthly 
reports  are  to  be  deposited  with  the  secretary,  and

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kept  by  him  till  the  commencement  of  the  next 
term. 

36.  The  secretary  is  to  see  that  the  “last  adjusted 
valuation”  of  taxable  persons  and  property  is  pro¬ 
cured  from  the  countv  commissioners  in  time  for 

%/ 

the  making  out  of  the  duplicate. 

37.  The  duplicate  is  to  be  made  out  by  the  secre¬ 
tary,  under  the  direction  of  the  board.  He  is  also 
to  countersign  it,  and  keep  an  account  of  all  exoner¬ 
ations. 

38i  The  “Pennsylvania  School  Journal,”  when 
supplied  to  each  district  at  the  expense  of  the  State, 
is  sent  to  the  secretary,  and  each  copy  is  to  be  by 
him  laid  before  the  board  at  the  next  meeting  after 
its  reception. 

39.  The  file  of  the  Journal,  thus  received,  is  also 
to  be  preserved  and  transmitted  to  his  successor  in 
ofiSce. 

40.  The  secretary  is  to  keep  the  deeds,  contracts 
and  other  valuable  papers  and  documents  of  the 
district  and  transmit  them  to  his  successor. 

XXXVIII.  Immediately  after  the  annual  ap¬ 
pointment  of  teachers  in  each  district,  the  secretary 
of  the  board  shall  send  a  written  listof  their  names, 
and  the  schools  to  which  they  have  been  respect¬ 
ively  appointed,  to  the  proper  county  superintend¬ 
ent,  with  a  notice  of  the  day  upon  which  the  ensu¬ 
ing  term  of  school,  in  the  district,  will  commence, 
and  the  termination  thereof,  as  directed  by  the 
board,  (a) 

C.  THE  TREASURER. 

XXXIX.  That  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond  to 
the  president  for  the  use  of  the  district,  in  such 
amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved

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by  the  board,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duty  ;  lie  shall  receive  all  State  appropriations,  dis¬ 
trict  tax,  and  other  funds  of  the  district,  and  pay 
thereout  all  orders  of  the  lioard  signed  by  the  pres¬ 
ident  and  attested  by  the  secretary  ;  he  shall  settle 
his  account  annually  with  the  directors  and  con¬ 
trollers,  in  default  of  which  he  shall  not  be  re-ap¬ 
pointed  ;  he  shall  pay  over  the  balance  without  de¬ 
lay  to  his  successor  in  office,  and  generally  do  and 
perform  all  acts  and  duties  lawfully  pertaining  to 
his  office  as  district  treasurer,  and  shall  be  allowed 
to  retain  not  exceeding  two  per  cent,  on  the  money 
passing  through  his  hands  for  his  services,  (a) 

41.  The  treasurer  is  not  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  till  his  official  bond  has  been  presented 
and  approved  by  the  board. 

42.  A  treasurer  has  no  right  to  go  behind  a  school 
order  to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  its  amount. 
If  it  be  for  a  legal  purpose,  and  signed  by  the  pres¬ 
ident  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  he  must 
promptly  pay  it,  without  delay  or  objection,  upon 
presentation  by  the  rightful  holder,  in  legal  cur¬ 
rency,  or  as  good  current  money  as  he  received.  If 
he  have  no  school  money  in  his  hands,  that  cause 
of  refusal  to  pay  should  be  immediately  reported  to 
the  directors,  who  should  take  prompt  measure  to 
obviate  the  difficulty. 

43.  It  is  the  legal  right  of  teachers  and  others  to 
have  their  school  orders  paid  in  cash  upon  presen¬ 
tation  to  the  treasurer,  without  hindrance  or  delay. 

44.  It  is  a  gross  violation  of  duty  for  a  school 
treasurer  to  purchase  school  orders  ;  and  if  he  do 
it  with  his  own  funds  when  there  is  money  in  the 
treasury,  he  should  be  immediately  removed  from 
office,  and  punished  for  the  offense.

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45.  Every  order  should  state  on  its  face  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  it  was  drawn.  If  it  do  not,  the 
treasurer  is  not  bound  to  pay  it ;  or  the  auditors  on 
the  settlement  of  his  accounts  may  refuse  to  allow 
it. 

46.  If  orders  have  been  issued  through  mistake 
or  imposition,  the  treasurer  should  be  notified  not 
to  pay  them.  It  is  his  duty  to  respect  such  notice 
until  the  difficulty  can  be  settled. 

47.  Executions  are  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer, 
out  of  any  “  unappropriated  ”  funds  in  his  hands, 
or  which  shall  first  come  into  his  hands.  “  Unap¬ 
propriated”  here  means  money  in  the  treasury  be¬ 
yond  the  amount  of  the  orders  issued  by  the  board 
but  not  paid,  previous  to  the  service  of  the  writ  of 
execution.  An  amount  sufficient  to  pay  those  pre¬ 
viously  issued  orders  is  to  be  regarded  as  appro¬ 
priated. 

48.  No  treasurer  is  to  be  re-appointed  till  his  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  preceding  year  have  been  settled  by 
the  board,  and  audited  by  the  district  auditors. 

49.  The  settlement  by  the  board  is  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  district  ac¬ 
counts,  the  amount  of  tax,  Ac.,  paid  in,  and  of 
money  paid  out,  and  the  balance  on  hand,  if  any, 
for  the  information  of  the  board. 

50.  The  settlement,  by  the  auditors,  of  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  accounts,  is  to  verify  those  accounts,  and  to 
enable  an  appeal  to  be  taken  to  court,  by  either 
party,  if  the  case  demand  it. 

51.  The  accounts  of  treasurers  of  independent 
districts  will  be  settled  by  the  auditors  of  the  town¬ 
ship  from  which  the  district  was  taken. 

52;  Percentage  is  not  to  be  allowed  to  any  out- 
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going  treasurer,  on  the  unexpended  balance  in  the 
district  treasury,  handed  over  to  his  successor. 

53.  Treasurers  who  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  over 
to  their  successors  in  office,  any  balance  of  funds  in 
their  hands,  are  liable  to  the  district  for  interest  on 
the  same  from  the  time  when  this  should  have 
been  paid  over. 

54.  If  a  school  treasurer  should  convert  to  his 
own  use,  or  use  by  way  of  investment,  any  school 
moneys  in  his  hands,  or  prove  a  defaulter,  the  act 
will  be  deemed  an  embezzlement,  and  be  punished 
as  a  misdemeanor. 

X  L.  That  the  treasurer  shall  settle  his  accounts 
annually  with  the  directors  or  controllers,  in  de¬ 
fault  of  which  he  shall  not  be  reappointed,  (a) 

D.  GENERAL  PROVISION. 

XLI.  That  if  the  president  or  secretary  shall  ab¬ 
sent  himself  from  any  meeting  of  the  board,  or, 
being  present,  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  a  president  or  secretary  pro  tempore 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  members  present,  an 
entry  thereof  being  made  on  the  minutes ;  and  the 
acts  necessarily  performed  by  such  president  or 
secretary  pro  tempore^  during  such  meeting,  shall 
be  as  valid  and  binding  on  the  board  and  district 
as  if  they  had  been  performed  by  the  regular  offi¬ 
cers  of  title  board.  (6) 

55.  This  act  is  intended  to  prevent  delay  in  the 
proceedings  of  a  board,  by  the  absence,  or,  if  pres¬ 
ent,  by  the  refusal  to  act,  of  the  regular  officers.  If 
others  are  appointed  in  such  cases,  pro  tempore, 
the  fact,  either  of  absence  or  refusal  to  act,  should 
be  entered  on  the  minutes,  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  substituted.  This  being  done,  the  official

acts  of  the  officers  pro  tempore^  or  either  of  them, 
are  as  valid  and  binding  on  the  district  as  those  of 
the  regular  officers  would  have  been,  had  they 
acted. 

IV.  MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

XLII.  That  each  board  of  directors  and  con¬ 
trollers  should’hold  at  least  one  stated  meeting  in 
every  three  months  ;  and  such  other  meetings,  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  district  may  require,  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  president  and  secretary,  upon  due  notice 
given  to  each  member  of  the  board.  If  less  than  a 
majority  of  directors  or  controllers  attend  any 
meeting,  no  business  shall  be  transacted  thereat, 
except  that  of  adjournment,  and  of  appointment  to 
fill  vacancies  in  the  board,  as  is  hereinbefore  di¬ 
rected.  (a) 

56.  The  minutes  of  the  last  preceding  regular, 
and  of  all  intervening  special  or  called,  meetings, 
should  be  read  immediately  after  calling  the  roll, 
at  every  regular  meeting.  But  the  minutes  of  pre¬ 
vious  meetings  need  not  be  read  at  any  special  or 
called  meetings. 

57.  Four  members,  regularly  convened,  can 
transact  any  business  within  the  power  of  the 
board;  and  the  majority  of  a  quorum  (three)  can 
decide  any  question,  except  those  specified,  each  of 
which  requires  the  votes  of  four  in  the  affirmative 
to  adopt  it ;  and,  in  these  cases,  the  names  of  those 
voting  in  the  affirmative  and  negative  are  both  en¬ 
tered  on  the  minutes. 

58.  All  motions  and  resolutions  of  importance, 
--  such  as  those  for  the  laying  of  tax,  purchase  or  sale 

of  houses  and  lots,  fixing  the  duration  of  the  school

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term,  Ac.,  should  be  put  in  writing  by  the  person 
offering  them,  before  being  entertained  by  tl:^,e 
president,  and  should  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
at  length. 

59.  If  less  than  four  members  attend,  no  business 
can  be  legally  transacted,  except  adjourning  to 
some  future  time,  then  to  be  named,  and  filling  va¬ 
cancies  in  the  board. 

60.  Directors,  as  individuals,  signing  an  agree¬ 
ment  to  purchase  articles  of  furniture  or  apparatus 
for  the  schools,  does  not  bind  the  board.  What 
men  do  as  individuals,  they  are  presumed  to  do  for 
themselves  ;  the  members  of  a  board  of  directors 
cannot  act  legally  unless  they  act  in  a  body.  Of 
course,  a  board  of  directors  can  authorize  a  mem¬ 
ber  to  discharge  some  duty,  and  then  his  acts, 
within  the  limit  of  his  authority,  are  legal.  A 
board  of  directors  may  also  sanction  the  individual 
acts  of  members,  and  thus  legalize  them  ;  but  the 
only  safe  way  is  to  act  in  a  body,  as  the  law  en¬ 
joins. 

61.  A  tie  vote  loses  the  question,  that  is,  the  same 
number  of  votes  on  each  side  ;  or,  rather,  failing  to 
carry  by  a  majority  of  those  voting,  it  leaves  the 
question  as  it  was  before  the  vote  was  taken,  and 
therefore  effects  no  change. 

62.  Every  regular  meeting  should  adjourn  to 
meet  again  at  a  time  and  place  then  agreed  on,  and 
so  entered  on  the  minutes ;  unless  the  time  and 
place  are  determined  by  the  standing  regulations, 
which  ought  always  to  be  the  case. 

XLIII.  Thattheterm  “stated meeting,”  or  “regu¬ 
lar  meeting,”  of  the  board  of  directors  or  control¬ 
lers,  whenever  they  occur  in  the  act  to  which  this 
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is  a  further  supplement,  shall  hereafter  be  taken  to 
mean  thp  first  meeting  thereof  for  organization, 
after  the  annual  election  of  directors  or  controllers, 
and  the  monthly  or  other  periodical  meetings  held 
thereafter,  in  accordance  with  the  standing  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  board.  But,  if  there  are  no  standing 
regulations,  then  every  meeting  held  in  succes¬ 
sion,  from  said  first  meeting  for  organization,  by 
adjournment  to  a  time  and  place  certain,  and  so 
entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  proper  board,  shall 
be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  regarded  as  a  regu¬ 
lar  meeting.  (a) 

63.  No  business  can  be  transacted  at  a  special  or 
called  meeting,  except  that  for  which  the  meeting 
was  called,  and  which  is  either  to  be  specified  in 
the  call,  or  stated  by  the  president  at  the  opening 
of  the  meeting,  and  put  on  the  minutes. 

64.  A  called  or  special  meeting  need  not  be  ad¬ 
journed  to  any  time  and  place,  unless  the  special 
business  has  not  been  completed,  when  it  may  ad¬ 
journ  to  some  time  and  place  named,  for  the  spe¬ 
cial  purpose  of  completing  it. 

XLIV.  If  the  president  of  the  board  of  school 
directors  or  controllers  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
call  special  meetings,  when  required,  by  a  written 
request,  signed  by  three  members  of  "the  board, 
such  meetings  maybe  called  by  any  two  members 
of  said  board,  and  any  business,  transacted  at  a 
meeting  so  called,  shall  be  legal,  the  same  as  though 
the  meetings  had  been  held  pursuant  to  a  notice 
given  by  the  president,  (b) 

XLV.  That  no  tax  for  school  or  building  pur¬ 
poses  shall  be  levied,  no  resolutions  shall  be  adopted 
for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  any  school  real  estate, 
no  school  house  shall  be  located,  or  its  location 
abandoned  or  changed,  no  teacher  shall  be  appointed 
or  dismissed,  no  annual  school  term  shall  be  de-

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termined  on,  nor  shall  any  general  course  of  studies 
be  adopted  or  annual  series  of  text-books  be  se¬ 
lected,  in  any  common  school  district,  except  by 
the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  directors  or  controllers  thereof;  and 
in  each  of  said  cases  the  names  of  the  members  vot¬ 
ing,  both  in  the  affirmative  and  the  negative,  shall 
be  so  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  board  by  the 
secretary,  (a) 

V.  POWEBS  AND  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTORS  AND  CON¬ 
TROLLERS. 

XLVI.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  every  dis¬ 
trict,  and  controllers  in  cities  and  boroughs,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  second,  shall  possess  and 
exercise  the  following  powers  and  perform  the  fol¬ 
lowing  duties,  together  with  the  other  powers  and 
duties  given  and  enjoined  by  this  act.  (b) 

XLVII.  They  shall  establish  a  sufficient  number 
of  common  schools  for  the  education  of  every  in¬ 
dividual  above  the  age  of  six  and  under  twenty- 
one  years,  in  their  respective  districts,  who  may 
apply  for  admission  and  instruction,  either  in  per¬ 
son,  or  by  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend,  (c) 

65.  The  number  of  schools  to  be  established  in 
any  district  is  neither  fixed  bylaw,  nor  is  there  any 
other  indication  given  of  a  rule  by  w  hich  it  can  be 
determined,  except  that  in  Xo.  XiiVII.  There  must 
be  “  a  sufficient  number  for  the  education  of  every 
individual,  between  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who 
may  apply  for  admission  and  instruction.’’ 

60.  This  number  is  to  be  ascertained,  not  by  any 
arbitrary  rule  of  the  board,  but  deduced  from  the 
experience  of  teachers  and  schools.  It  is  found 
that  one  teacher  cannot  do  justice  to  more  than  fifty

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pupils  in  daily  attendance,  in  a  mixed  school — if 
he  can  to  so  many  ;  and  therefore  a  daily  attendance 
of  materially  over  this  number  in  any  of  the  schools 
of  a  district  is  a  violation  of  the  sjoirit  of  the  lav, 
and  the  number  of  schools  should  be  increased,  or 
what  is  much  better,  where  lu'acticable,  those  al¬ 
ready  in  existence  should  be  graded. 

67.  Xeglect  to  provide  a  “  sufficient  number  ■’  of 
schools,  is  punishable  by  removal  from  office  of  the 
board  so  neglecting  its  duty,  and  the  appointment 
of  others  in  their  stead. 

63.  Residence  in  the  district  and  fit  age  are  the 
only  requisites  to  entitle  a  person  to  admission  to 
a  common  school  in  Pennsvlvania. 

4/ 

69.  Neither  payment  of  tax  nor  application  by 
parent  or  guardian  are  requisite  to  admission.  The 
one  is  indispensable  for  the  support  of  the  schools, 
and  the  other  is  the  usual  mode  of  obtaining  admis¬ 
sion  to  them  ;  but  every  youth  resident  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  needing  instruction,  and  between  six  and 
twenty-one  3^ears  of  age,  must  be  admitted  on  his 
or  her  own  application. 

70.  The  residence  of  a  child  is  generally  that  of 
the  parent,  master  or  employer,  with  whom  he  re¬ 
sides  at  the  time  of  the  application. 

71.  But  the  residence  of  the  parent  is  not  neces¬ 
sarily  that  of  the  child,  in  reference  to  the  school. 
If  a  child  reside  in  another  district,  with  a  grand¬ 
parent  or  other  relative,  as  a  member  of  the  family  ; 
or  is  working  for  his  board  and  clothes,  or  for 
money,  with  privilege  to  attend  school  jiart  of  the 
time ;  or  is  in  any  other  way  separated  from  his 
parents,  with  the  consent  of  the  latter,  by  a  perma¬ 
nent  arrangement  made  in  good  faith  and  for  his 
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own  benefit — he  thereby  acquires  a  new  school  resi¬ 
dence,  and  a  right  of  admission  to  the  schools  of 
the  district  within  which  ho  thus  resides. 

72.  The  legal  residence  of  orphan  pupils,  and 
their  consequent  right  of  admission  to  the  schools, 
is  in  the  same  district  with  the  guardian,  or  in  the 
district  where  the  guardian  has  provided  the  pupils 
with  a  permanent  home. 

73.  A  person  residing  in  one  district,  and  paying 
tax  on  property  in  another,  does  not  thereby  ac¬ 
quire  a  right  to  send  his  children  to  the  schools  of 
any  district,  except  in  that  in  which  he  resides.  It 
is  age  and  residence,  not  jiroperty  and  tax,  that  de¬ 
termine  the  right  of  admission  to  the  public  schools 
of  a  district. 

XLYIIL  That  the  board  of  school  directors  of 
any  school  district  within  this  Commonwealth  hav¬ 
ing  a  population  of  more  than  twenty  thousand  in- 
habitatants,  and  having  within  the  limits  of  the  city 
or  township  in  which  said  school  district  shall  be, 
eight  or  more  deaf  mute  children  of  proper  age  for 
attending  school,  are  hereby  authorized  to  open 
and  maintain  a  special  school  for  the  education  and 
training  of  such  deaf  mutes,  either  in  sign  lan¬ 
guage  or  in  articulation,  as  such  board  of  directors 
shall  seem  best  for  such  children,  (a) 

XLIX.  Any  such  school  so  organized  by  any  such 
board  of  school  directors  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
common  school  system  of  such  school  district, 
and  shall  be  under  the  control  of  such  board  of 
school  directors  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
schools  in  said  district ;  Provided,  That  deaf 
mute  children  may  be  sent  from  any  school  dis¬ 
trict  in  the  county  in  which  such  school  shall  be 
established,  upon  payment,  by  such  district,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  school  board  by  which  such  school 
shall  be  maintained,  its  proportionate  share  of  the

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expense  of  maintaining  said  school :  And  Provided 
further^  That  the  expense  of  educating  said  deaf 
mute  children,  in  such  schools,  shall  not  exceed

L.  That  the  school  boards  of  this  Commonwealth 
are  hereby  authorized  and  recommended  to  pro¬ 
vide  suitable  books  and  apparatus  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  indigent  blind  children,  between  the  ages 
of  nine  and  thirteen  years,  and  pay  for  the  same 
out  of  the  school  fund, as  in  the  case  of  seeing  child¬ 
ren,  the  cost  thereof  not  to  exceed  twelve  dollars 
for  each  person  in  any  one  year.  (6) 

LI.  They  shall  cause  suitable  lots  of  ground  to 
be  procured,  and  suitable  buildings  to  be  erected, 
purchased  or  rented,  for  school  houses,  and  shall 
supply  the  same  with  the  proper  convenience  and 
fuel,  and  shall  have  power,  with  the  directors  and 
controllers  of  adjoining  districts,  to  establish  joint 
schools,  and  the  expenses  shall  be  paid  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  directors  or  controllers  of  said 
districts,  (c) 

LIl.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  boards  of  - 
school  directors  of  school  districts,  of  ditierent 
counties  or  townships,  adjoining  each  other,  to  es¬ 
tablish  joint  schools,  on  or  near  the  county  or 
township  line,  for  parts  of  said  districts,  upon  peti¬ 
tion  of  not  less  than  twenty  taxables  of  said  ad- 
^  joining  districts,  whenever,  by  reason  of  natural 
dffiiculties  and  distance  from  the  schools  of  the  said 
district,  it  becomes  desirable  and  proper  to  so  es¬ 
tablish  the  same,  (d) 

LIII.  The  said  boards  of  directors,  for  the  jDur- 
pose  aforesaid,  shall  meet  jointl^^,  and  are  hereby 
empowered  to  exercise  the  same  authority  as  in 
case  of  the  establishment  of  joint  schools  for  dis¬ 
tricts  of  the  same  county  ;  all  proceedings  in  rela-

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tion  thereto  to  be  spread  at  large  upon  the  minutes 
of  the  respective  boards,  (a) 

74.  The  number,  location,  size  and  arrangement 
of  school  houses,  and  the  necessity  of  establishing 
and  discontinuing  them,  have  been  decided  by  the 
courts  of  several  counties  to  be  questions  for  the 
discretion  of  the  proper  board  of  directors,  without 
control  by  judicial  authority,  so  long  as  a  reasona¬ 
ble  provision  is  made  for  the  wants  of  the  district, 
in  these  respects.  Still,  though  a  board  which  ne¬ 
glects  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  comforta¬ 
ble  school  houses — at  proper  points,  within  a  rea¬ 
sonable  distance  of  all  the  pupils,  presided  over  by 
as  good  teachers  as  can  be  readily  procured,  and 
furnished  with  suitable  furniture  and  apparatus — 
may  not  be  liable  to  direct  judicial  control,  it  cer¬ 
tainly  neglects  a  plain  duty,  and  betrays  a  sacred 
trust  of  the  community. 

75.  Half  an  acre  of  ground  should  be  secured  for 
every  rural  school  house  ;  and,  if  a  whole  acre  can 
be  obtained,  it  will  be  so  much  the  better. 

76.  In  towns,  the  school  lots  should  be  large 
enough  to  afford  play  ground,  and  secure  good 
light  and  free  air. 

77.  The  location  should  be  central  to  the  popula¬ 
tion  to  be  accommodated,  healthful,  and  on  good 
traveled  roads.  Low  and  damp,  or  bleak  and  ex¬ 
posed  positions  should  not  be  accepted,  even  asgifst. 

78.  The  title  to  the  ground  selected  for  a  school 
-house  should  be  carefully  examined,  and  be  made 

perfect  before  the  building  is  commenced. 

79.  When  school  lots  are  leased,  the  right  to  re¬ 
move  the  school  house  should  always  be  reserved 
in  the  lease.  But  no  school  house  should  be  built

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on  rented  ground,  when  a  suitable  site  can  oe  pur¬ 
chased. 

80.  Trust  property  for  school  purposes,  conveyed 
to  directors,  can  be  held  and  used  for  common 
school  purposes,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
property  belonging  to  the  board,  except  that  it 
cannot  be  sold  by  the  board. 

81.  The  board  is  not  bound,  by  a  vote  of  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  district,  on  a  question  of  location.  In 
all  cases  it  is  proper  to  ascertain,  and,  to  a  proper 
extent,  to  be  guided  by  public  sentiment,  on  ques¬ 
tions  in  which  the  public  are  directly  interested. 
But  this  can  be  as  well  ascertained  without  the 
formality  of  an  election,  which,  generally  only  em¬ 
bitters  the  contest,  when  the  result  of  the  vote  is 
not  binding. 

82.  The  plan  of  a  proposed  school  house  should 
be  matured  wdth  the  greatest  care.  Some  work  on 
school  architecture  should  first  be  examined  ;  for, 
though  no  design  suitable  to  the  wfishes  of  the 
board,  in  all  respects,  may  be  found  in  it,  yet  valu¬ 
able  hints  may  be  met,  and  parts  of  different  plans 
combined,  so  as  to  suit  the  case.  Other  good 
school  houses  should  also  be  examined.  Superin¬ 
tendents  can  give  good  advice. 

83.  The  undoubted  care  and  control  of  the  school 
houses  are  with  the  board  of  directors,  by  this  pro¬ 
vision  as  well  as  the  whole  scope  of  the  law.  The 
agreement  wdth  the  teachers  also  recognizes  and 
secures  this  right,  and  infringement  of  it  is  a  tres¬ 
pass. 

84.  School  houses  are  to  be  used  for  school  pur¬ 
poses  only,  and  directors  may  refuse  them  for  any 
other.  They  are  not  public  property  in  the  sense 
that  gives  citizens  the  right  to  use  them  for  any 
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but  school  purposes,  without  the  consent  of  the 
directors.  They  should  not  permit  them  to  be 
used  for  any  other,  unless  in  cases  where  tlie  pur¬ 
pose  is  innocent  or  promotive  of  the  general  cause 
of  education,  and  the  improvement  of  youth. 

85.  The  establishment  of  a  joint  school  must  be 
a  matter  of  agreement  between  the  boards  of  the 
two  districts.  Neither  party  can  be  compelled  to 
enter  into  it.  Such  schools  are  usually  a  subject 
of  contention,  and  should  not  be  established  unless 
the  necessity  for  them  is  very  pressing. 

86.  If  a  house  is  to  be  built  for  a  joint  school  it 
should  belong  to,  and  its  management  be  vested 
in,  the  board  on  whose  territory  it  stands,  and  the 
board  of  the  other  district  should  pay  a  fair  annual 
compensation  for  the  privilege  of  sending  to  it, 
with  the  proper  proportion  of  the  teacher’s  salary, 
and  other  expenses.  Besides,  directors  have  no 
authority  to  make  an  agreement  for  a  joint  school, 
that  will  be  perpetually  binding  upon  their  succes¬ 
sors.  All  agreements  for  the  establishment  of 
joint  schools  should  be  made  for  a  stipulated 
length  of  time,  and  either  of  the  parties  to  such  an 
agreement  can  withdraw  from  it  at  the  expiration 
of  that  time.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  courtesy 
would  demand  that  timely  notice  should  be  given 
to  all  interested,  by  the  party  intending  to  termi¬ 
nate  the  agreement.  Proper  regard  should  also  be 
paid  to  the  interest  of  the  children,  who  might  be 
deprived  of  convenient  school  accommodations,  by 
hasty  action  in  breaking  up  a  joint  school. 

87.  The  law  does  not  specify  the  different  articles 
or  kind  of  furniture  proper  for  a  common  school 
house.  But,  as  in  other  matters  of  detail,  it  leaves 
these  points  to  the  sound  discretion  of  the' local 
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directors.  And  it  is  their  duty  to  render  the 
houses  as  pleasant,  and  the  furniture  as  commodi¬ 
ous,  as  the  means  at  their  disposal  will  permit. 

83.  The  words  “proper  convenience  and  fuel” 
mean  a  great  deal.  They  embrace  commodious 
seats  and  desks  for  the  teacher  and  pupils,  means 
for  cleaning  and  ventilating  the  room,  stoves  or 
furnaces  for  heating  it,  and  whatever  else,  in  the 
way  of  furniture,  is  required  for  the  cleanliness 
and  wholesomeness  of  the  house,  and  the  health 
and  comfort  of  its  occupants. 

LIY.  That  all  the  following  described  buildings, 
within  this  Commonwealth,  to  wit :  Every  build¬ 
ing  used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital, 
asylum,  or  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public,  every  store  house,  factory,  manufactory,  or 
work  shop  of  any  kind,  in  which  employes  or 
operatives  are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the 
third  or  any  higher  story,  every  tenement  house  or 
building  in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to 
lodges  or  families,  and  every  public  school  build¬ 
ing,  when  any  such  buildings  are  three  or  more 
stories  in  height,  shall  be  provided  with  a  perma¬ 
nent,  safe,  external  means  of  escape  therefrom  in 
case  of  fire  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners 
or  kepers  of  such  hotels  of  the  owners,  superinten¬ 
dents,  or  managers  of  such  seminaries,  "colleges, 
academies,  hospitals,  asylums,  store  houses,  fac¬ 
tories,  manufactories,  or  work-shops,  of  the  owners 
or  landlords  of  such  tenement  houses,  or  their 
agents,  and  of  the  boards  of  school  directors  of  the 
proper  school  district,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  af¬ 
fixed  to  every  such  building  such  permanent  fire 
escape,  (a) 

L  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  fire  com¬ 
missioners,  in  conjunction  with  the  fire  marshal  of 
the  district  where  such  commissioners  and  fire 
marshal  are  elected  or  appointed,  to  first  examine

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and  test  such  fire  escape,  and  after,  upon  trial,  said 
fire  escape  should  prove  satislactory,  then  tlie  said 
fire  marshal,  in  connection  with  the  fire  commis¬ 
sioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  grant  a  certifi¬ 
cate  approving  said  fire  escape  ;  Provided  further^ 
That  in  districts  where  no  such  fire  marshal  and 
fire  commissioner  exist,  then  the  school  directors 
in  each  said  district  shall  be  the  board  of  examiners, 
and  upon  their  certificate,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of 
approval  of  said  fire  escape,  shall  be  sufficient  au¬ 
thority  for  the  erection  of  said  fire  escape  in  said 
district,  (a) 

LVI.  Every  person  whose  duty  it  is  by  the  first 
section  of  this  act  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  affixed 
to  any  of  said  buildings  such  external  fire  escape, 
and  every  such  school  district,  shall  also  be  liable 
for  an  action  of  damages,  in  case  of  death  or  per¬ 
sonal  injury  sustained  in  consequence  of  fire 
breaking  out  in  any  such  building  and  of  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  such  sufficient  fire  escape  ;  and  such  action 
may  be  maintained  by  any  j)erson  now  authorized 
.  by  law  to  sue  in  other  cases  of  similar  injuries  ;  all 
persons  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
(!^300)  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
fines  and  forfeitures  are  now  by  law  collectible,  (a)

LVI  I.  That  whenever  the  board  of  directors  or 
controllers  of  any  school  district  in  this  Common¬ 
wealth  shall  be  unable  to  procure  such  eligible 
sites  for  the  erection  of  school  houses  therein,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  by  agreement  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  board  of  directors,  in  behalf  of  the 
district,  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  sufficient  ground 
for  the  purpose,  which  they  shall  designate  and 
mark  off,  not  exceeding  in  any  case  one  acre,  and 
to  use  and  occupy  the  same  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  school  house,  with  its  necessary 
or  convenient  appurtenances  ;  and  for  all  damage

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done  or  suffered,  or  which  shall  accrue  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  land  by  reason  of  tiie  tak¬ 
ing  of  the  same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  funds 
of  the  district  which  may  be  raised  bv  taxation, 
shall  be  pledged  and  deemed  as  security ;  and  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  on  api^lication  thereto 
by  petition,  either  by  the  said  school  district, 
through  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
directors,  or  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land, 
or  any  one  of  them  in  behalf  of  all,  to  appoint  a 
jury  of  viewers,  consisting  of  three  discreet  and 
disinterested  citizens  of  said  county,  who  shall  not 
be  the  owners  of  property  or  residents  in  the  school 
district  in  which  such  land  is  taken,  as  aforesaid, 
and  appoint  a  time  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  thirty  days  thereafter  for  said  viewers  to  meet 
upon  said  land,  of  which  time  and  place  ten  days’ 
notice  shall  be  given  by  petitioners  to  the  said 
viewers  and  the  other  party  ;  and  the  said  viewers 
or  any  of  them,  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or  af¬ 
firmed  faithfully,  justly,  and  impartially  to  decide, 
and  a  true  report  to  make,  concerning  all  matters 
and  things  to  be  submitted  to  them,  and  having 
viewed  the  premises,  they  shall  establish  and  de¬ 
termine  the  quantity  and  value  of  said  land  so 
taken,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and 
after  having  made  a  fair  and  just  computation  of 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages,  they  shall  esti¬

89.  The  power  to  take  compulsory  possession  of 
school  sites,  should  not  be  exercised  unless  suita¬ 
ble  lots  cannot  otherwise  be  obtained  on  reasona¬ 
ble  conditions. 

90.  The  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  im¬ 
proved  real  estate  can  be  seized,  and  lots  already  in 
use  can  be  enlarged. 

91.  School  sites  taken  cannot  be  sold  by  the  di¬ 
rectors,  when  no  longer  used  “for  the  purpose  of  a 
school  house.”  When  not  necessary  or  used  for 
these  purposes,  they  revert  to  the  original  owner, 
his  heirs  or  assigns  ;  damages  only  for  the  use,  not 
purchase  money  for  the  property,  having  been 
paid  by  the  district. 

LVIII.  That  if  it  shall  be  found,  that  on  account 
of  great  distance  from  or  difficulty  of  access  to  the 
proper  school  house  in  any  district,  some  of  the 
pupils  thereof  could  be  more  conveniently  accom¬ 
modated  in  the  schools  of  an  adjoining  district,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  or  controllers  of 
such  adjoining  districts  to  make  an  arrangement 
by  which  such  pupils  may  be  instructed  in  the 
most  convenient  school  of  the  adjoining  district  ; 
and  the  expenses  of  such  instruction  shall  be  paid, 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  directors  or  con¬ 
trollers  of  such  adjoining  districts  by  resolution  or 
agreement  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  boards.  (6) 

92.  Pupils  cannot  attend  school  in  an  adjoining 
school  district  longer  than  the  term  of  their  own 
district ;  otherwise  they  would  have  an  unfair  ad¬ 
vantage  over  the  other  pupils  of  their  own  district ; 
but  they  may  attend  at  a  ditierent  season,  if  the

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two  districts  do  not  open  their  schools  at  the  same 
time. 

93.  Pupils  from  an  adjoining  district  are  to  be 
charged  for  by  the  month,  at  the  same  rate  as  it 
costs  the  district  receiving  them ,  per  pupil,  to  keep 
its  own  schools  in  operation.  They  are  not  merely 
to  be  paid  for  according  to  the  number  of  days  of 
actual  attendance,  but  as  long  as  their  names  re¬ 
main  upon  the  roll  and  their  seats  are  kept  for 
them. 

94.  The  board  receiving  pupils  from  an  adjoining 
district  has  no  claim  on  their  parents,  but  only  on 
the  board  of  their  proper  district,  with  whom  there 
should  be  a  written  agreement  on  the  subject. 

LIX.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  houses 
or  purchasing  ground  whereon  to  erect  school 
houses  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  or  con¬ 
trollers  of  any  district  to  borrow  money  at  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  and  issue 
bonds  therefor  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  each :  Provided,  That  the  total  in¬ 
debtedness  incurred  by  any  district,  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  one 
half  of  one  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  the 
real  estate  of  such  districts,  (a) 

“  The  debt  of  any  county,  city,  borough,  town¬ 
ship,  school  district,  or  other  munici^Dality  or  in¬ 
corporated  district,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall 
never  exceed  seven  iier  centum  upon  the  assessed 
value  of  the  taxable  prox^erty  therein  ;  nor  shall 
any  such  municipality  or  district  incur  any  new 
debt,  or  increase  its  indebtedness  to  an  amount  ex¬ 
ceeding  two  per  centum  upon  such  assessed  valua¬ 
tion  of  property,  without  the  assent  of  the  electors 
thereof,  at  a  public  election ,  in  such  manner  as  shall

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be  provided  by  law ;  but  any  city,  the  debt  of 
which  now  exceeds  seven  per  centum  of  such  as¬ 
sessed  valuation,  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  in¬ 
crease  the  same  three  tier  centum,  in  the  aggregate, 
at  any  one  time,  upon  such  valuation.”  (a) 

“Any  county,  township,  school  district,  or  other 
municipality  incurring  any  indebtedness,  shall,  at 
or  before  the  time  of  so  doing,  provide  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
and  also  the  princijoal  thereof,  within  thirty 
years.”  (b) 

School  districts  cannot  increase  their  indebted¬ 
ness  beyond  seven  per  centum  on  the  assessed  val¬ 
uation.  They  may  incur  an  indebtedness  of  two 
per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation,  and  issue 
securities  for  the  same,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum.  If  indebted¬ 
ness  is  so  increased,  there  must  be  an  annual  tax 
levied,  equal  to  at  least  eight  per  centum  of  the 
amount,  until  the  whole  debt  shall  be  liquidated. 
Indebtedness  may  be  increased  to  seven  per  centum 
by  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  district,  at  an  elec¬ 
tion  duly  held,  and  a  return  made  to  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions.

That  in  all  cases  where  any  school  district, 
or  school  directors  of  any  such  district,  in  this 
Commonwealth  has,  by  virtue  of  any  law  or  any 
general  or  special  act  of  assembly  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  issued  bonds,  either  with  or  without  inter-

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est  coupons  attached,  certificates  or  any  other  evi¬ 
dences  of  indebtedness,  to  secure  any  indebted¬ 
ness  of  any  such  school  district  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  school  directors,  or  proper  otficers  of  any 
such  school  district,  to  redeem  any  or  all  of  the 
bonds,  certificates  or  any  other  evidences  of  in¬ 
debtedness  so  issued  as  aforesaid,  before  or  after 
the  maturity  thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  hold- 
ders  thereof,  and  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  or 
paying  any  such  bonds,  certificates  or  other  evi¬ 
dences  of  indebtedness,  to  issue  new  bonds  there¬ 
for,  payable  at  any  time  not  exceeding  twenty 
years  after  the  date  thereof,  at  the  same  or  any 
lower  rate  of  interest,  with  or  without  interest  cou¬

LX  I.  That  the  school  directors  of  the  several 
school  districts  in  this  Commonwealth,  except  in 
cities  of  the  first,  second  and  third  class,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds,  with  or 
without  coupons  attached,  to  redeem  the  present 
indebtedness  of  the  respective  districts,  where  the 
indebtedness  is  due  or  payable,  at  the  option  of 
said  boards,  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  redeemable, 
at  the  option  of  said  school  directors,  at  any  time 
after  two  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  payable

That  all  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  in¬ 
debtedness,  heretofore  issued  by  any  board  of  school 
directors  in  the  districts  aforesaid,  to  fund  floating 
debt,  or  refund  a  funded  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  in¬ 
terest,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be

LXIII.  Tliat  in  all  cases  where  any  county,  city, 
(except  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes),  bor¬ 
oughs,  municipality  or  school  district  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  has,  by  virtue  of  any  general  or  spe¬ 
cial  act  of  Assembly,  issued  bonds  or  other  inter¬ 
est-bearing  evidences  of  indebtedness,  with  or 
without  interest  coupons  attached,  to  secure  any 
indebtedness  of  any  such  county,  city,  borough, 
municipality  or  school  district,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  such  county,  city,  (except  cities  of  the  first 
and  second  classes),  boroughs,  municipality  or 
school  district,  to  redeem  or  pay  off  any  or  all  of 
the  bonds  or  other  interest-bearing  evidences  of  in¬ 
debtedness  so  issued,  which  may  be  matured  or 
payable,  or  whenever  any  county,  city,  (except 
cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes),  borough, 
municipality  or  school  district  shall  have  the  option 
to  redeem  or  pay  any  such  bonds  or  interest-bear¬ 
ing  evidences  of  indebtedness,  and  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  and  sell  bonds 
either  with  or  without  coupons  attached,  bearing 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  county,  city,  bor¬ 
ough,  municipality  or  school  district,  issuing  the 
same,  in  five  years,  and  payable  at  any  time  not 
exceeding  twenty  years  after  the  date  thereof,  and 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  bonds 
or  other  indebtedness  so  redeemed  or  paid,  and  the 
said  bonds  so  issued  or  sold,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa¬ 
tion,  except  for  State  purposes,  (d) 

LXIV.  That  the  holders  of  any  bonds  or  evi¬ 
dences  of  indebtedness  as  aforesaid,  which  may  be 
matured  or  payable,  or  which  may  be  payable  or 
redeemable  at  the  option  of  any  county,  city,  (ex¬ 
cept  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes),  borough, 
municipality  or  school  district,  but  which  may  not 
be  matured  or  payable,  shall  first  have  the  right  to 
surrender  said  bonds  and  receive  bonds,  issued

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under  the  provisions  oPthis  act,  in  like  amount  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  right 
of  the  holder  of  such  bonds  to  surrender  the  same 
and  accept  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  by  publica¬ 
tion  for  three  weeks,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  county,  and  in  case  of  a  city,  borough, 
municipality  or  school  district,  by  like  publication 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county, 
in  which  the  said  borough,  municipality  or  school 
district  may  be  located,  before  any  bonds  shall  be 
sold  under  the  first  section  of  this  act.  (a) 

LXV.  In  all  cases  where  real  estate  has  been  or 
is  held  by  the  trustees  for  the  general  use  of  the 
neighborhood  as  a  school  liouse  or  its  appendages, 
and  the  same  has  been  or  shall  be  conveyed  to  the 
school  district  by  the  surviving  trustees,  such  con¬ 
veyance  shall  be  as  valid  to  pass  the  legal  estate  in 
the  premises  to  such  school  district  as  if  executed 
by  all  of  them,  pursuant  to  the  fourteenth  section 
of  the  act  of  thirteenth  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six.  (b) 

LX  VI.  They  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  all  the  schools  of  their  respective  districts, 
and  shall,  by  one  or  more  of  their  number,  visit 
every  school  in  the  district  at  least  once  in  each 
month,  and  shall  cause  the  result  of  such  visit  to 
be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  board.  (5) 
LXVII.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  all 
the  teachers  of  common  schools  in  the  district,  fix 
the  amount  of  teachers’  salaries,  and  may  dismiss 
them  at  any  time  for  incompetency,  cruelty,  negli¬ 
gence  or  immorality.  (6) 

LXVIII.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  local  school  boards  of  the  various  townships, 
boroughs  and  wards,  and  boards  of  education, 
boards  of  control  and  other  bodies  having  authority 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  to  elect 
principals  and  assistant  teachers  of  public,  high  and 
State  normal  schools  of  said  Commonwealth,  may 
elect  principals  and  assistant  teachers  holding  the

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grade  of  iDrofessional  certificates,”  for  two  succes¬ 
sive  school  terms,  and  those  holding  the  grade  of 
“permanent  certificates,”  or  diplomas  issued  by 
State  normal  schools  of  this  Commonwealth,  for 
three  successive  school  terms:  Provided^  That  any 
of  the  aforesaid  boards  sliall  have  power  at  any 
time  to  dismiss  any  principal  or  assistant  teacher 
in  their  employ  for  any  of  the  causes  mentioned  in 
the  act  of  May  eight,  one  thousand  eight  liundred 
and  fifty-four,  of  the  School  Laws  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth.  (c) 

95.  No  teacher  should  be  employed  without  a 
printed  or  written  agreement.  Innumerable  diffi¬ 
culties  spring  from  the  neglect  of  this  measure. 

The  printed  form  at  the  end  of  this  digest  should 
be  used. 

96.  The  certificate  is  a  safe  guide  in  selecting  teach¬ 
ers,  in  regard  to  professional  standing,  and  the 
grading  of  salaries  in  proportion  to  the  figures  in 
the  certificate,  is  a  wise  and  beneficial  rule.  The 
simple  rule  of  accepting  those  with  the  best  certifi¬ 
cates— -moral  character  being  right — will  soon  ex¬ 
clude  the  incompetent,  and  render  the  task  of  se¬ 
lection  easy. 

97.  The  employment  of  a  teacher  without  a  valid 
certificate  is  illegal ;  for  the  law  says  elsewhere, 
“no  teacher  shall  be  employed  in  teaching  any 
branch  of  learning  other  than  those  enumerated  in 
his  or  her  certificate.” 

98.  Family,  political  or  church  influence  should 
never  be  permitted  to  swerve  a  director  from  the 
line  of  duty,  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  These 
have  often  been  the  bane  of  the  exercise  of  the 
office,  in  this  its  highest  function. 

99.  The  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  teacher

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over  the  pupil  are  neither  limited  by  the  school 
house  walls,  nor  to  the  time  the  school  is  actually 
in  session.  As  a  general  rule,  in  all  matters  legiti¬ 
mately  connected  witti  the  schools  and  the  manners 
and  morals  of  the  scholars,  the  teacher’s  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  conjointly  with  that  of  the  parent,  commences 
when  pupils  leave  the  parental  roof  and  control  to 
go  to  school,  and  continues  until  their  return  from 
school.  The  teacher,  however,  is  not  responsible 
for  the  misconduct  of  pupils  on  the  way  to  and 
from  school,  though  he  has  the  right  to  punish  for 
such  misconduct,  when  brought  to  his  knowledge. 

•  100.  The  teacher  is  to  bestow  equal  and  impartial 
attention  on  all  children  placed  under  his  charge  ; 
to  be  undeviating  in  adherence  to  a  firm,  uniform 
and  moderate  system  of  discipline  ;  and  to  pay 
most  especial  regard  to  the  morals,  habits  and  gen¬ 
eral  behavior,  as  well  as  mental  instruction  of  his 
pupils.  The  religious  predilections  of  pupils  and 
their  parents  or  guardians  should  be  sacredly  re¬ 
spected,  sectarian  instruction  not  being  the  province 
of  the  school  master,  but  of  the  parent  or  guardian, 
and  the  spiritual  teacher  selected  by  him. 

101.  The  teacher  should  govern  his  school  by  ap¬ 
peals  to  the  reason  and  better  feelings  of  his  pupils 
if  possible.  But  a  teacher  in  the  common  schools 
stands  in  place  of  a  parent  to  a  pupil,  and  may  ad¬ 
minister  correction  to  him  under  the  same  restric¬ 
tions  as  in  the  case  of  a  parent.  The  right  of  a 
teacher  to  inflict  such  punishment  is  founded  upon 
the  necessity  of  the  case  and  not  upon  statute.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  good  order  should  be 
maintained  in  the  schools,  and  that  all  proper  rules, 
regulations  and  commands  of  the  teacher  should  be 
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strictly  and  promptly  obeyed.  Hence  a  necessity 
exists  for  sufficient  power  to  enforce  this  duty,  and 
therefore  it  is  held  tliat  the  teacher  may  inflict  such 
reasonable  corporal  punishment  upon  the  pupil  as 
the  parent  might  inflict  for  a  similar  cause. 

102.  The  removal  of  teachers  is  in  all  cases  to  be 
very  cautiously  effected.  The  law  specifies  the 
causes  for  dismissal ;  and  it  is  alike  due  to  the  dig¬ 
nity  of  the  board  and  the  rights  of  teachers  that  no 
one  should  be  displaced  except  on  the  clearest 
proof  and  after  thorough  investigation,  if  neces¬ 
sary.  A  teacher  wronged  in  this  respect  can  seek 
redress  by  a  suit  against  the  board  for  damages. 

103.  Dismissal  of  a  teacher  is  of  two  kinds  :  from 
employment  by  the  directors,  and  from  the  profes¬ 
sion  by  the  county  superintendent. 

104.  If  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence  or  im¬ 
morality  becomes  known  to  the  members  of  the 
board  in  their  official  capacity  while  visiting  the 
school,  no  proof  is  requisite,  and  the  teacher  may 
be  at  once  dismissed,  but  the  cause  of  the  dismissal 
should  be  stated  on  the  minutes. 

105.  If  facts  of  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence 
or  immorality  be  not  known  to  the  board,  but 
charged  by  others  against  the  teacher,  a  hearing 
should  take  place  and  a  full  investigation  in  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  teacher  be  granted,  with  reasonable  no¬ 
tice  to  prepare  for  his  defense,  and  the  result  be  en¬ 
tered  on  the  minutes. 

LXIX.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  teacher 
employed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  make 
out  and  file  with  the  board  of  directors  or  con¬ 
trollers  of  the  district,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  a 
report  setting  forth  the  whole  number  of  pupils  at¬ 
tending  school  during  the  month,  designating 
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whether  male  or  female,  the  number  of  days  each 
attended,  the  books  used  and  branches  taught; 
and  until  such  report  shall  have  been  made.it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors  to  pay  said 
teacher  for  his  or  her  services.  The  reports  made 
in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall  be 
regularly  filed  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  or  controllers,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  of  the  dis¬ 
trict.  (a) 

106.  The  monthly  reports  have  been  improved 
from  time  to  time  since  the  establishment  of  the 
common  school  report,  and  they  are  now  believed 
to  embrace  all  that  is  necessary.  Unless  they  are 
properly  and  regularly  kept  it  will  be  impossible 
to  obtain  and  furnish  that  statistical  view  of  the 
schools  so  necessary  to  their  own  improvement 
and  the  public  information. 

LXX.  They  shall  direct  what  branches  of  learn¬ 
ing  shall  be  taught  in  each  school,  and  what  books 
shall  be  used,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the 
twenty-fifth  and  thirty-eighth  sections  of  this  act, 
and  may  suspend  or  expel  from  the  school  all  pupils 
found  guilty,  on  full  examination  and  hearing,  of 
refractory  or  incorrigibly  bad  conduct.  (6) 

107.  The  branches  of  Orthography,  Reading, 
Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  United 
States  History,  and  Physiology  and  Hygiene  are 
peremptorily  required  to  be  taught  in  every  dis¬ 
trict.  In  addition  to  these  the  law  elsewhere  per¬ 
mits  and  enjoins  provision  for  instruction  in  such 
other  branches  as  the  board  of  directors  or  con¬ 
trollers  may  require.” 

108.  The  only  limit  to  the  course  of  instruction  in 
a  common  school  is  that  set  by  the  wants  of  the

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pupils  and  the  discretion  of  the  board.  The  higher 
branches  of  learning  should  not,  however,  be  in¬ 
troduced,  either  into  mixed  schools  or  in  those  of 
grades  established  for  the  purpose,  till  full  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  for  the  instruction,  in  the 
rudimental  branches  above  named,  of  all  who  need 
them. 

109.  Suspension  is  the  separation  of  the  pupil  for 
a  limited  time  from  the  school,  and  it  may  be  either 
for  bad  conduct,  for  absence,  or  as  a  sanitary 
measure. 

110.  A  teacher  may  suspend  a  pupil  until  the 
board  can  be  called  together  to  act  upon  the  matter ; 
but  suspension  for  a  definite  time,  as  a  punishment, 
can  only  be  inflicted  by  the  board,  say  for  a  month 
or  the  remainder  of  the  term  ;  and  is  only  to  take 
place  after  full  examination  and  hearing,  a  note  of 
which  is  to  be  put  on  the  minutes  of  the  board. 

LX XI.  That  immediately  after  the  annual  elec¬ 
tion  of  teachers  in  each  school  disfrict  of  the  State, 
and  before  the  opening  of  the  schools  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  term,  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  directors 
or  controllers  and  teachers  of  each  district ;  at 
which  meeting  the  directors  or  controllers  shall  de¬ 
cide  upon  a  series  of  school-books,  in  the  different 
branches  to  be  taught  during  the  ensuing  school 
year ;  which  books,  and  no  other,  shall  be  used  in 
the  schools  of  the  district  during  said  period,  {a) 

LXXII.  That  school-directors  or  controllers  may 
purchase  text-books  for  use  in  the  public  schools 
of  their  respective  school-districts  out  of  the  school- 
funds  of  the  district,  and  when  so  procured,  the 
necessary  books  shall  be  supplied  free  of  cost  to 
each  pupil  for  use  in  the  schools  of  said  district, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  directors  thereof,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  and

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care  of  the  books,  which  shall  be  returned  at  the 
close  of  the  annual  school-term  in  each  year  or  as 
the  board  may  direct,  (a) 

LXXIII.  That  the  board  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  moneys  expended  under  the  above  section 
and  report  it  under  separate  item  in  the  annual 
financial  accounts  as  authorized  bylaw,  (b) 

LX XIV.  That  hereafter  the  board  of  directors  of 
any  district,  the  controllers  in  cities  and  boroughs, 
or  any  school  superintendent,  shall  not  order  or 
direct,  or  make  any  change  in  the  school-books  or 
series  of  text-books  used  in  any  school  under  his  or 
their  superintendence,  direction,  or  control,  more 
than  once  in  every  period  of  three  years  ;  and  any 
laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  (c) 

LX XV.  Any  school  director,  controller,  or  su¬ 
perintendent,  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  by 
the  court  to  pay  a  fine,  not  exceeding  two  hnndred 
dollars,  and  that  he  be  deprived  of  his  office,  (d)  ^ 

111.  The  power  of  selecting  the  books  to  be  used 
by  the  pupils  is  left  by  law"  exclusively  in  the  hands 
of  the  directors,  with  that  of  prescribing  the 
branches  to  be  pursued  in  the  schools.  But  consul¬ 
tation  wuth  teachers  on  the  text-books  to  be  used  is 
a  legal  requirement. 

112.  The  addition  of  a  new  work  on  some  branch 
introduced  after  the  annual  meeting  prescribed,  is 
legal ;  otherwise  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  in¬ 
troduce  new  studies  or  branches  of  study,  as  the 
pupils  advance,  but  only  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  year.

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113.  The  Scriptures  come  under  the  head  of  text¬ 
books,  and  they  should  not  be  omitted  from  the 
list. 

114.  Sectarian  works  and  all  books  of  controver¬ 
sial  or  immoral  tendency  should  be  excluded.  The 
common  school  is  no  place  for  controversy  or  the 
implanting  of  the  habit  of  it,  either  on  religious  or 
political  subjects;  much  less  for  books  or  lectures 
of  questionable  morality. 

LXXVI.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
county  superintendents,  directors  or  controllers, 
or  any  other  person  officially  connected  with  the 
common  school  system,  to  become  agents  for  the 
sale,  or  in  any  way  promote  the  sale,  of  any  school 
books,  maps,  charts,  school  apparatus  or  stationery, 
or  to  receive  compensation  for  such  sale,  or  promo¬ 
tion  of  sale,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  and  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  with  a  tine 
or  imprisonment,  (a) 

LX XVII.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  di¬ 
rector  or  president  of  any  school  board  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  to  be  interested  in  the  furnishing  of 
books  or  any  other  supplies  for  said  school.  (6) 

115.  No  book-seller  who  is  a  director  can  legally 
be  the  agent  ot  a  publisher  for  the  introduction  and 
supply  of  books,  stationery,  &c.,  to  the  board  with¬ 
out  incurring  the  penalties  of  the  law. 

116.  A  book-seller  who  is  a  director  can  legally, 
in  the  way  of  business,  sell  school  books  and  sta¬ 
tionery  out  of  his  general  assortment,  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  public  schools  of  his  district,  so  long  as 
he  neither  acts  as  a  special  agent  of  the  publishers 
for  the  introduction  and  sale  of  their  works,  nor

117.  Agency  by  county  superintendents  for  school 
books,  maps,  and  apparatus,  Ac.,  is  illegal. 

LX XVIII.  The  directors  and  controllers  of  the 
respective  districts  shall  have  power  to  establish 
schools  of  different  grades,  and  to  determine  into 
which  school  each  pupil  shall  be  admitted,  (a)

1 18.  The  duty  of  grading  the  schools  is  as  obliga¬ 
tory  upon  directors,  in  districts  admitting  of  this 
arrangement,  as  it  is  to  establish  them  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  educate  all,  of  proper  age,  who  may 
apply. 

119.  In  towns  and  densely-populated  school  dis¬ 
tricts,  the  grading  of  the  schools  not  only  secures 
the  better  and  more  speedy  instruction  of  the 
pupils,  and,  if  properly  arranged,  decreases  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  district  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  instruction  imparted,  but  it  elevates  the  com¬ 
mon  school  plan  of  education  by  enabling  it  to  im¬ 
part  all  the  instruction  the  pupil  requires,  until 
such  time  as  he  is  of  proper  age  to  leave  home  in 
pursuit  of  higher  attainments.  L^ngraded  com¬ 
mon  schools  are  imperfect,  and  should  only  be  tol¬ 
erated  while  the  circumstances  of  the  district  ren¬ 
der  grading  impossible. 

120.  The  school  law  does  not  prescribe  the  hour 
wffien  the  schools  shall  be  opened,  nor  the  number 
of  hours  during  which  they  shall  be  kept  open. 
Custom,  it  is  true,  fixes  the  period  somewhere  be¬ 
tween  the  hours  of  eight,  a.  m.,  and  five,  p.  m.  ;

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but  this  custom  may  be  departed  from,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  directors,  and  to  suit  the  wants  of  the 
pupils. 

LXXIX.  They  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  ' 
of  the  schools  by  drafts  on  the  district  treasurer, 
signed  by  the  president,  and  attested  by  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  the  same  being  entered  on  the 
minutes,  (a) 

121.  Every  order  on  the  district  treasurer,  to  be 
strictly  legal,  should  be  authorized  to  be  issued  by 
a  vote  of  the  board,  in  meeting,  express  on  its  face 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  issued,  and  be  signed 
by  the  president,  and  attested  by  the  secretary. 

122.  Directors  may  legally  pay  for  stationery,  ad¬ 
vertising  for  teachers,  printing  blank  orders,  arti¬ 
cles  of  agreement,  &c.,  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
district.  Also,  all  postage  upon  official  business. 

123.  If  the  teacher’s  salary  be  not  paid,  when  due 
and  demanded,  it  will  be  on  interest  against  the 
district  from  the  date  of  demand. 

LXXX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
directors  to  publish  an  annual  statement  of  the 
amount  of  moneys  received  and  expended,  and  the 
amount  due  from  collectors,  and  setting  forth  all 
the  financial  operations  of  the  district,  in  not  less 
than  ten  written  or  printed  hand-bills,  to  be  put  up 
in  the  most  public  places  in  the  district.  (5) 

LXXXL  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  board 
’  of  school  directors,  in  the  several  school  districts 
of  this  Commonwealth,  annually,  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year,  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  proper 
auditors,  a  full  certified  statement,  itemized,  of 
their  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  year, 
including  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  district  of 
all  kinds,  with  all  books,  papers,  and  vouchers  re-

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lating  to  the  same,  to  be  by  said  auditors  exam¬ 
ined,  and,  if  found  to  be  correct,  approved ;  such 
statement  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the 
board  of  directors,  and  in  a  condensed,  but  fully 
classified  form,  published  by  said  board  in  not  less 
than  ten  written  or  printed  hand-bills,  to  be  put  up 
in  the  most  public  places  in  the  district,  or,  if 
deemed  preferable,  in  the  two  newspapers  of  the 
county  in  which  the  district  is  situated,  having  the 
largest  circulation  among  the  citizens  interested; 
and  for  any  neglect  or  failure  to  perform  the  duties 
enjoined  by  this  act,  the  officers  named  therein 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punish¬ 
able  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  paid  into  the  school  fund  of  the  district  in 
which  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed,  (a) 

LXXXII.  That  the  publication  of  the  accounts 
of  school  boards,  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  other  publications  of  said  accounts,  now 
required  by  law ;  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in¬ 
consistent  herewith  be  and  they  are  hereby  re¬ 
pealed  :  Provided^  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  extend  to  cities  of  the  first  class.  (5) 

124.  In  preparing  the  annual  statement  for  pub¬ 
lication,  minute  details  of  all  the  items  need  not  be 
given.  This  would  render  it  uselessly  trouble¬ 
some  to  prepare  and  expensive  to  publish.  Such 
general  results  and  classified  items  as  will  enable 
the  citizens  of  the  districts  to  fully  comprehend  the 
proceedings  of  the  board,  are  all  that  the  law  re¬ 
quires.  The  statistics  of  the  schools— such  as  the 
number  of  pupils,  number  in  actual  attendance, 
&c.,  may  be  added,  if  the  board  think  proper,  but 
the  law  does  not  require  it. 

LXXXIII.  That  hereafter,  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  school  director,  superintendent,  or  teacher 
to  make  any  distinction  whatever,  on  account  of.

LX XXV.  Each  board  of  directors  and  control¬ 
lers  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
in  June,  make  a  report  to  the  county  superintend¬ 
ent,  setting  forth  the  number  and  situation  of  the 
schools  in  their  district ;  the  character  of  the  teach¬ 
ers,  designating  whether  male  or  female  ;  the  num¬ 
ber  and  sex  of  the  scholars  admitted  during  the

125.  A  district  failing  altogether  to  forward  its 
annual  report  for  any  school  year  will  forfeit  its 
share  of  State  appropriation  for  that  school  year. 

LXXXVI.  That  as  soon  as  the  schools  of  any 
district  shall  have  closed  for  the  school  year,  com¬ 
mencing  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  preceding, 
the  x:)resident  of  the  board  of  directors,  or  control¬ 
lers,  shall  certify,  under  oath  or  aflQ.rmation,  as  to 
the  whole  number  of  months  the  schools,  in  their 
respective  districts,  have  been  kept  open  and  in  op¬ 
eration,  according  to  law  ;  also  that  no  teacher  has 
been  employed  for  or  had  charge  of  any  of  the 
schools  of  said  district,  during  the  year,  who  had 
not  a  valid  certificate  from  the  county  superintend¬ 
ent,  together  -with  the  name  and  post-office  address 
of  the  district  treasurer,  and  shall  forward  the 
same  to  the  county  superintendent,  who  shall  im¬ 
mediately  approve  said  certificate,  if  found  to  be 
correct,  and  transmit  it  to  the  State  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Common  Schools  ;  if  it  shall  appear,  by  said 
certificate,  that  the  schools  of  the  district  have  been 
kept  open,  and  in  operation,  according  to  law  at 
least  four  months  subsequent  to  the  first  Monday 
in  June  preceding,  and  that  no  teacher  has  had 
charge  of  any  of  the  schools  of  the  district,  during 
the  whole  time  they  have  been  kejDt  ox)en  during 
the  year,  who  had  not  a  valid  certificate  from  the 
county  superintendent,  the  State  Superintendent 
shall  draw  his  warrant  ujDon  the  State  Treasurer 
for  the  whole  amount  which  such  district  is  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  annual  State  ajDproxDriation :

C.  REVENUES  FOR  SCHOOL  PURPOSES. 

I.  FINES. 

LXXXIX.  Any  person  who  shall  be  found  in¬ 
toxicated  in  any  street,  highway,  public  house,  or 
public  place,  shall  be  fined  upon  the  view  of  or 
upon  proof  made  before  any  mayor,  alderman,  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  two  dollars,  to  be  levied,  with 
the  proper  costs,  upon  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  defendant,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  school  district  where  such  conviction  is  had, 
by  the  magistrate  collecting  the  same,  (d) 

II.  STATE  APPROPRIATION. 

126.  The  amount  of  State  appropriation  due  each 
district  is  based  upon  the  number  of  taxables,  as

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certified  by  tlie  county  commissioners  at  each  tri¬ 
ennial  assessment,  and  is  paid  by  warrant  of  the 
State  Superintendent,  on  the  receipt  at  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  certificate  of  the 
president  and  secretary,  approved  by  the  county 
superintendent,  that  the  schools  have  been  kept 
open,  “  according  to  law,  &c.,”  accompanied  b^^the 
statistical  report  of  the  school  operations  during 
the  year.  The  annual  report  and  certificate  re¬ 
quired  by  law  should  be  forwarded  at  the  same 
time  to  the  Department. 

By  strict  construction,  the  words  ‘‘according  to 
law,”  would  imply  that  any  \i.olation  of  the  law  in 
the  operation  and  conduct  of  the  schools  of  a  dis¬ 
trict,  would  work  a  forfeiture  of  its  State  appropri¬ 
ation,  and  most  especially  if,  after  due  notice  from 
the  county  superintendent,  the  directors  continue 
to  neglect  or  refuse- to  employ  competent  teachers 
to  teach  all  the  branches  required  by  law,  viz: 
Orthography,  Beading,  Writing,  English  Grammar, 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  History  of  the  United 
States,  and  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

III.  ASSESSMENT  OF  TAXES. 

XC.  That  the  school  directors  or  controllers  of 
every  district  shall  annually,  and  by  the  votes  of 
not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
board,  determine  the  amount  of  school  tax  which 
shall  be  levied  on  their  district  for  the  ensuing 
school  year,  which  shall,  together  with  such  addi¬ 
tional  sums  as  the  district  may  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  out  of  the  State  appropriation,  and  from 
other  sources,  be  sufficient  and  necessary  to  keep 
the  schools  of  the  district  in  operation  not  less  than 
four  nor  more  than  ten  months  in  the  year,  (a)

127.  A  six  months’  term  is  now  obligatory  in 
every  school  district  in  the  State,  except  in  dis¬ 
tricts  where  the  maximum  amount  of  tax,  allowed 
by  law  to  be  levied  for  school  purposes,  shall  be 
found  insufficient  to  keei>  the  schools  open  for  that 
length  of  time. 

XCI.  That  the  board  of  directors  or  controllers 
shall  annually  proceed  to  levy  and  apportion  the 
said  school  tax,  pursuant  to  this  act,  (not  exceeding 
the  amount  of  State  and  county  taxes  authorized 
bylaw  to  be  assessed,)  on  all  objects,  persons  or 
property,  made  taxable  for  State  or  county  pur¬ 
poses,  and  that  all  the  taxes  levied  and  assessed,  by 
the  directors  or  controllers,  within  each  school 
year,  shall  be  contained  in  the  same  duplicate,  (a) 

XCI  I.  That  the  organization  of  each  board  of 
school  directors,  as  provided  by  the  twelfth  section 
of  the  act  of  the  eighth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  shall  be  within  ten  days  of 
the  first  Monday  of  June  in  each  year:  And  pro¬ 
vided  further^  That  the  school  tax  for  each  year 
shall  not  be  levied  until  after  such  organization, 
and  before  the  first  of  July  of  each  year.  (6) 

128.  The  amount  of  tax  to  be  collected  within  the 
current  school  year  cannot  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the 
board,  until  between  the  date  of  the  regular  organ¬ 
ization  thereof  and  the  first  day  of  July  of  that 
school  year.  The  school  tax  for  each  year  is  to  be 
levied  during  the  month  of  June,  and  the  duplicate 
should  be  made  out  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
collector  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

129.  Assessment  after  the  first  day  of  July  is, 
however,  legal,  and  has  been  so  decided.  But  the 
better  way  is  to  comply  with  the  law  literally.

131.  School  tax  is  to  be  levied  but  once  a  year  ; 
and  the  building  tax,  if  any  is  required,  must  be 
levied  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  ordinary  school  tax. 

132.  School  tax  is  applicable  to  the  payment  of 
teachers’  salaries,  fuel,  stationery  for  the  board, 
salary  of  secretar^q  and  all  other  ordinary  annual 
expenses  necessary  to  keep  the  schools  in  opera¬ 
tion.  Also,  when  there  is  no  building  tax  or  fund, 
occasional  repairs  and  additions  to  furniture  and 
apparatus  are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  ordinary 
school  tax. 

133.  Debt  from  a  former  year,  for  school  pur¬ 
poses,  should  be  provided  for  by  an  addition  to  the 
ordinary  school  tax  of  the  next  year. 

134.  The  amount  of  ordinary  school  tax  cannot 
be  greater  in  any  district  (except  by  special  legis¬ 
lation)  than  “the  amount  of  State  and  county 
tax  authorized  by  law  to  be  assessed.”  The 
amount  authorized  to  be  leaded  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  law,  was  thirteen  mills  on  the  dol¬ 
lar,  ten  mills  for  county  and  three  mills  for  State 
purposes.  The  State  tax  has  since  been  taken  off 
real  estate,  but  this  does  not  affect  the  amount  of 
school  tax  that  can  be  levied,  for  the  reason  that  it 
was  the  obvious  intention  of  the  law  to  fix  that 
amount  at  thirteen  mills  on  the  dollar,  and  thus 
avoid  the  perplexing  changes  that  would  otherwise 
cripple  the  financial  management  of  school  affairs. 
This  decision  has  been  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court 
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XCIII.  That  the  board  of  directors  (or  control¬ 
lers  in  cities  or  boroughs  where  the  school  property 
is  vested  in  them  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  sec¬ 
tion  second)  may  at  any  time,  not  oftener  than 
once  in  each  school  year,  levy  a  special  tax  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  amount  of  the  regular  annual  tax  for 
such  year,  to  be  applied  solely  to  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  or  paying  for  the  ground,  and  the 
building  or  erection  of  school  buildings  thereon, 
which  said  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the 
same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  like 
authority  as  the  regular  annual  tax.  (a) 

135.  The  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  for  building 
purposes  may  be  used  :  1.  For  purchasing  ground. 
2.  For  erecting  buildings.  3.  For  the  accumula¬ 
tion  of  a  fund  for  purchasing  ground  and  erecting 
buildings.  4.  For  the  payment  of  a  debt  contracted 
in  purchasing  ground  and  erecting  buildings.  5. 
For  completing  improvements  in  school  buildings 
contemplated  at  the  time  of  their  erection.  6.  For 
fencing  and  improving  grounds  in  connection  with 
the  erection  of  buildings.  All  these  matters  are  so 
intimately  connected  with  the  purchase  of  grounds 
and  the  erection  of  buildings  that  they  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  part  of  the  same ;  but  school  boards  are 
advised  to  confine  their  disbursements  of  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  the  building  tax  strictly  within  these 
limits. 

136.  The  school  and  building  taxes  are  not  two 
taxes,  but  one  tax.  They  are  two  sums  to  be  voted 
by  the  board  separately  and  for  separate  purposes, 
but  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  one  duplicate  as 
one  tax.  When  collected,  each  is  to  be  applied  to 
its  proper  object  in  the  proportions  of  the  original 
vote  and  so  accounted  for.

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137.  A  building  debt  already  incurred  for  the 
purchase  of  a  lot,  or  the  erection  or  repair  of  a 
school  house,  may  and  should  be  paid  by  the 
ceeds  of  a  building  tax  or  sum  subsequently  levied 
for  that  purpose. 

138.  An  intended  building  may  be  jirovided  for 
by  the  levy  of  a  building  tax  or  sum  one  or  more 
years  before  the  building  is  actually  commenced. 
This  mode  is  often  advisable,  as  it  prevents  the  im¬ 
position  of  an  onerous  tax  in  one  year. 

139.  When  thirteen  mills  are  levied  for  school 
purposes  in  a  district,  the  same  amount  may  be 
levied  for  building  purposes  ;  making  in  all  twenty- 
six  mills  on  the  dollar,  which  is  the  highest  tax 
that  can  be  legally  levied  in  one  year. 

140.  If  less  than  thirteen  mills  is  levied  in  any 
district  for  school  purposes,  then  the  sum  for  build¬ 
ing  cannot  exceed  in  amount  that  for  school  pur¬ 
poses  that  year. 

XCIV.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
board  of  directors  or  controllers  to  assess  and  ap¬ 
portion  the  tax  for  the  ensuing  school  year,  the 
county  commissioners  shall,  when  required,  fur¬ 
nish  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  board  with 
a  copy  of  the  last  adjusted  valuation  or  proper  sub¬ 
jects  and  things  made  taxable  in  the  same,  for  State 
and  county  purposes,  which  said  property,  sub¬ 
jects,  and  things  are  hereby  made  taxable  for 
school  purposes,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  (a) 

141.  It  is  an  official  duty  of  the  commissioners  to 
furnish  the  “last  adjusted  valuation;”  and  in 
case  of  refusal,  the  proper  court  would  grant  a  writ 
of  mandamus,  compelling  them  to  do  so.

XCY.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  as¬ 
sessors  to  assess  such  persons  as  may  remove  into 
the  respective  districts  between  the  last  assessment, 
and  the  first  of  May  in  each  year,  or  who  may 
have  been  omitted  from  the  last  assessment,  and  to 
return  their  names  with  the  amount  of  State  and

143.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  make  the  ad_ 
ditional  assessments  required,  and  he  is  to  be  paid 
therefor  by  the  county  commissioners,  and  not  by 
the  directors. 

XCVI.  That  at  the  next  annual  assessment  after 
the  erection  of  any  such  new  common  school  dis¬ 
trict,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  proper  county  to  cause  a  separate 
assessment  of  the  subjects  and  things  liable  to 
school  tax  in  each  portion  of  the  new  district  lying 
within  his  proper  township,  to  be  made  out  by  the 
proper  assessor  thereof,  and  to  be  returned  to 
them,  wherefrom,  after  adjustment,  they  shall 
cause  to  be  made  a  correct  copy  of  the  assessment 
thus  obtained,  in  every  portion  of  the  new  district, 
and  shall  furnish  the  same  to  the  secretary  thereof,

1.  The  rate  tax  on  real  estate  and  personal  prop¬ 
erty. 

2.  The  rate  tax  on  such  trades,  occupations,  pro¬ 
fessions  and  salaries,  and  emoluments  of  office,  as 
will  yield  over  one  dollar  by  the  rate  on  its  valua¬ 
tion. 

3.  A  minimum  occupation  tax  of  one  dollar  on  all 
resident  male  taxables  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  whose  assessed  occupation,  salary  or  emolu¬ 
ments  of  office,  when  multiplied  by  the  rate  levied 
for  school  purposes,  will  not  produce  at  least  one 
dollar.

The  auditors  of  each  township,  any 
two  of  them  duly  convened  shall  be  a  quorum, 
shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  shall  audit, 
settle  aud  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  supervisors 
and  treasurer  of  the  township,  and  such  other 
township  officers  as  may  by  law  be  referred  to 
them,  (c) 

CXXXV.  The  report  of  such  township  auditors 
shall  be  tiled  wit?i  the  town  clerk,  if  there  be  one  ; 
and  if  there  be  no  town  clerk,  it  shall  remain  with 
the  senior  auditor  for  the  inspection  of  all  persons 
concerned,  (d) 

CXXXVI.  The  auditors  of  every  township  shall 
respectively  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
day  necessarily  employed  in  the  duties  of  their

urer  out  of  the  township  funds,  (a) 

149.  Two  settlements  of  the  district  accounts  are 
e'vddently  intended  to  be  made  annually ;  one  by 
the  board,  ot  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  tax 
collector  ;  and  the  other  by  the  district  auditors,  of 
the  account  of  the  treasurer. 

150.  The  settlement  of  the  auditor  should  em¬ 
brace  only  the  accounts  of  their  treasurer.  With 
the  tax  collector  the  auditors  have  no  concern. 
They  are  only  to  charge  the  treasurer  with  the 
amount  received  by  him,  according  to  his  own 
statement,  and  are  then  to  allow  every  voucher 
produced  by  him,  which  on  its  face  appears  to  be 
for  a  legal  object  within  the  jurisdiction  and  con¬ 
trol  of  the  board.  They  have  no  authority  to  con¬ 
trol  the  board  in  the  expenditure  of  the  district 
funds  so  long  as  confined  to  legitimate  objects,  ex- 
cept,  perhaps,  in  cases  in  which  the  prices  paid  are 
GO  enormous  as  to  show  by  their  amount  that  they 
are  fraudulent. 

151.  The  time  for  settlingthe  treasurer’s  accounts 
by  the  auditors  is  to  be  designated  by  the  directors 
and  treasurer,  and  not  by  the  auditors.  It  is,  of 
course,  to  be  fixed  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the 
auditors  ;  but  it  must  be  at  or  near  the  end  of  the 
treasurer’s  official  term,  or  it  will  not  efiect  the  end 
in  view. 

VII.  SCHOOLS  AND  CITIES  UNDER  ACT  OF  1S74. 

CXXXVII.  Each  of  said  cities,  of  the  third  class, 
shall  constitute  one  school  district  to  be  termed 

the  -  school  district,  and  all  the  property 

therein  shall  be  the  common  property  of  said

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district :  and  the  members  of  the  board  of  school 
controllers  for  the  time  being  shall  have  power  to 
levy  and  collect  taxes,  and  the  same  right  and 
powers  in  relation  to  real  and  personal  property  as 
is  now  by  law  conferred  upon  the  school  directors 
of  the  several  districts  of  this  Commonwealth, and 
they  shall  govern  and  manage  the  public  schools 
in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  a  system  of  education  by  common  schools  : 
the  qualified  voters  of  each  ward  of  each  of  said 
cities  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  February  next  suc¬ 
ceeding  the  issuing  of  letters  patent  to  said  city, 
shall  elect  two  members  of  the  board  of  school  con¬ 
trollers  of  said  district,  one  to  serve  for  the  period 
of  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  the  period  of  four 
years,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  the  qualified 
voters  of  each  of  said*^ wards  shall  elect  one  person 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  four  years  ;  and  all  vacan¬ 
cies  which  may  happen  in  the  said  board  as  hereby 
constituted,  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  for  vacancies  in  school  boards: 
the  said  board  of  controllers  shall  annually,  on  the 
Tuesday  succeeding  the  municipal  election,  meet 
and  organize  by  choosing  a  president  and  secretary, 
who  shall  be  members  of  the  board ;  and  in  case  of 
any  vacancy  in  any  of  said  offices  by  death,  resig¬ 
nation,  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  forth¬ 
with  filled  by  said  board  of  control  for  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  school  year;  the  secretary  to  receive 
such  salary  as  the  board  may'determine  :  Provided^ 
That  in  all  cases  where  two  members  of  said  board 
are  required  to  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  same 
term,  each  of  the  said  qualified  voters  shall  vote 
for  one  person  as  a  member  of  said  board  of  school 
controllers  for  said  term,  and  the  two  persons  hav¬ 
ing  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
to  be  elected ;  and  when  a  vacancy  or  vacancies 
shall  occur  in  the  office  of  school  controller  by 
death,  resignation,  or  in  any  other  manner  than  by 
the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  any  school 
controller  shall  be  elected,  so  that  more  than  two 
school  controllers  must  be  elected  at  the  succeeding 
municipal  election  in  any  ward  of  said  city,  the

qualified  voters  of  such  Avard,  in  addition  to  the 
one  school  controller  to  be  voted  for  by  each  elector 
to  serve  four  years,  shall  vote  for  one  person  to  fill 
each  of  such  unexpired  terms  by  designating  upon 
the  ticket  to  be  voted  the  nunilier  of  years  for 
which  such  school  controller  is  elected,  and  each 
elector  shall  vote  for  but  one  person  to  fill  such  un¬ 
expired  term ;  and  if  there  be  two  vacancies  for 
the  same  term,  then  the  two  candidates  having  the 
hignest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected ; 
and  if  there  should  be  but  one  vacancy  for  any  un- 
expired  term,  then  the  candidate  having  the  high¬ 
est  number  of  votes  for  said  term  shall  be  declared 
elected:  Provided  further^  That  in  said  cities  of 
twelve  wards  or  more,  each  ward  shall  elect  but 
one  controller ;  those  elected  from  even  numbered 
wards  at  said  first  election  to  serve  for  two  years, 
and  those  from  odd  numbered  wards  for  four  years ; 
thereafter,  every  two  years,  alternately,  they  shall 
elect  one,  each  to  serve  four  years  :  Provided  fur¬ 
ther,  That  none  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  election  of  directors  or  control¬ 
lers  of  the  public  schools,  to  the  organization  of  the 
school  board,  to  the  election  of  the  school  treasurer, 
or  of  any  other  officer  of  said  board,  to  the  receiv¬ 
ing  and  collection  of  school  taxes,  in  any  city  of 
the  third  class  constituting  one  school  district ;  but 
the  said  district  shall  be  governed  by  laws  hereto¬ 
fore  enacted,  applicable  to  the  same,  if  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  this  act,  required  by  the  fifty-seventh  sec¬ 
tion  hereof,  shall  be  accomplished  by  a  certificate 
from  the  school  district,  expressing  its  desire  to  re¬ 
tain  the  laws  governing  it  independent  of  this  stat¬ 
ute,  otherwise  this  act  shall  govern  the  same :  And 
provided  further^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
board,  in  its  discretion,  by  a  vote  of  its  members  as 
aforesaid,  from  time  to  time,  to  accept  any  of  the

be  applied  only  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  school 
district,  and  be  disbursed  only  on  the  warrant  of 
the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of  school 
controllers,  countersigned  by  th  e  city  controller.  (  6  ) 

CXL.  That  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  gradual  extinguishment  of  the  bonds 
and  funded  debt  of  the  respective  school  districts 
in  the  cities  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  school  con¬ 
trollers  of  each  thereof  shall,  annually  (until  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  bonds  and  funded  debt  be  fully  pro¬ 
vided  for),  levy  and  collect  a  tax  of  not  less  than 
one  mill,  and  not  exceeding  three  mills,  upon  the 
assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  each  of 
said  cities,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the  school

I.  STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUC¬ 
TION. 

CXLI.  That  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in 
J  une.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-seven,  the  Department  of  Common 
Schools  shall  be  detached  and  remain  separate 
from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  a  Superintendent  of  'Common  Schools 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  every  third 
year,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  and  shall  hold  his  office  from  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  June,  for  and  during  the  term  of  three 
years,  if  he  shall  so  long  behave  himself  well ;  and 
he  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
Governor  for  misbehavior  or  misconduct  at  any 
time  during  his  term  ;  and  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  said  office  of  superintendent  shall  be  sup¬ 
plied  by  a  new  appointment  for  the  un expired  term 
of  the  former  incumbent :  Provided^  That  in  the 
event  of  any  such  removal,  the  Governor  shall  at 
the  time  communicate  his  reasons  therefor  in  W' ril¬ 
ing  to  the  superintendent  so  displaced,  and  also  to 
the  Senate,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  within  ten  days 
after  the  next  meeting.  (5)

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CXLiVI.  That  it  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  commis¬ 
sioners  of  each  county  to  ascertain,  triennial ly, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  respective  assessors,  the 
exact  number  of  taxable  citizens  residing  in  each 
school  district  in  their  several  counties,  and  to  cer¬ 
tify  the  same  under  their  hands  and  seals  of  office,

He  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  an  annual  report,  containing  a  full  account  of 
the  condition  of  the  common  schools  in  the  State, 
the  expenditure  of  the  system  during  the  year,  es¬ 
timates  of  the  sums  requisite  for  the  ensuing  year, 
the  whole  number  ot  pupils,  the  cost  of  teaching 
each,  the  number  of  districts,  plans  for  the  im¬

CLII.  He  shall  have  the  power  of  removing  any 
county  superintendent  for  neglect  of  duty,  incom¬ 
petency,  or  immorality,  and  to  appoint  another  in 
his  stead  until  the  next  triennial  convention  of  di¬

II.  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

CLIII.  That  there  shall  be  chosen,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  directed,  an  officer  for  each  county,  to 
be  called  the  county  superintendent,  (b) 

CLIV.  That  until  after  the  election  of  county  su¬ 
perintendents  provided  for  in  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools,  by  publication  at  least  three  successive 
weeks,  in  two  newspapers  for  each  county,  if  so

That  the  school  directors  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  meet  in  con¬ 
vention  at  the  seat  of  justice  of  the  proper  county 
on  the  first  Monday  or  June  next,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  May,  in  each  third  year  thereafter,  and 
select  viva  voce  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  directors  present,  one  person  of  literary  and 
scientific  acquirements  and  of  skill  and  experience 
in  the  art  of  teaching,  as  county  superintendent  for 
three  succeeding  school  years.  (6) 

CLYI.  That  the  salary  of  each  county  superin 
tendent  of  common  schools,  elected  according  to 
law,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-eight,  and  thereafter,  shall  be  four  dol¬ 
lars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  school  in  his  jurisdic¬ 
tion  at  the  time  of  his  election,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund  appropriated  for  common  schools: 
Provided^  That  the  salary  of  a  county  superinten¬ 
dent  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  eight  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  in  counties  with  over  one  hundred 
schools  it  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  :  And  provided  f  urther,  That  conventions  of

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school  directors,  when  assembled  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  county  superintendent,  may  vote  him 
a  salary  greater  than  the  amount  Jie  would  receive 
by  this  act,  such  increase  to  be  in  all  cases  taken 
from  the  school  fund  of  the  county  thus  voting. 
That  in  all  counties  having  over  two  hundred  and 
ninety  schools,  or  twelve  hundred  square  miles  of 
territory,  or  a  school  term  exceeding  seven  and 
one  half  months,  the  salary  of  said  superintendent 
shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  (a) 
CL VII.

That  no  person  shall  hereafter  be  eligi¬ 
ble  to  the  office  of  county,  city  or  borough  superin¬ 
tendent,  in  any  county  in  this  Commonwealth,  who 
does  not  possess  a  diploma  from  a  college  legally 
empowered  to  grant  literary  degrees,  a  diploma  or 
State  certificate  issued  according  to  law  by  the  au¬ 
thorities  of  a  State  normal  school,  a  professional 
certificate  from  a  county,  city  or  borough  superin¬ 
tendent  of  good  standing,  issued  at  least  one  year 
prior  to  the  election,  or  a  certificate  of  competency 
from  the  State  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools, 
nor  shall  such  person  be  eligible  unless  he  has  a 
sound  moral  character,  and  has  had  successful  ex¬ 
perience  in  teaching  within  three  years  of  the  time 
of  his  election :  Provided,  That  serving  as  county, 
city  or  borough  superintendent  shall  be  deemed  a 
sufficient  test  of  qualifications ;  and  the  president 
and  secretary  of  each  convention  of  school  directors 
held  in  any  county,  city  or  borough  to  electa  county, 
city  or  borough  superintendent,  when  certifying  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  the  name 
and  address  of  the  person  elected  county,  city  or 
borough  superintendent,  shall  at  the  same  time 
state  the  kind  and  character  of  the  evidence  upon

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which  said  convention  relied  for  proof  of  the  eligi¬ 
bility  of  the  person  so  elected  ;  and  the  said  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Common  Schools,  if,  upon  the  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  evidence  presented,  it  shall  prove  to 
be  such  as  is  required  by  this  act,  and  no  objection 
be  made,  in  accordance  with  section  fourth  of  the 
act  approved  April  seventeenth.  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-hve,  shall  issue 
a  commission  to  the  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  as 
now  required  by  law  ;  but  if,  upon  examination  of 
said  evidence  of  competency,  it  shall  not  prove  to 
be  such  as  is  required  by  this  act,  or  if  objection  be 
made  in  accordance  with  said  section  of  the  act  ap¬ 
proved  April  seventeenth,  Anno  Domini  one  thous¬ 
and  eight  hundred  and  sixty-live,  the  said  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Common  Schools  shall  appoint  two 
competent  persons,  himself  being  the  third,  to  ex¬ 
amine  tlie  person  so  elected  county,  city  or  borough 
superintendent;  and  if,  upon  examination,  he  be 
found  duly  qualified  for  the  office,  the  said  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Common  Schools  shall  issue  to  him 
the  usual  commission  ;  but  if  not,  the  said  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Common  Schools  shall  proceed  in  like 
manner  in  respect  to  the  person  receiving  the  next 
highest  number  of  votes  in  the  convention  of  di¬ 
rectors,  who,  if  found  qualified,  shall  receive  the 
commission  aforesaid  as  county,  city  or  borough 
superintendent;  but  if  his  qualifications  are  also 
found  insufficient,  the  said  Superintendent  of  Com¬ 
mon  Schools  shall  appoint,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
some  other  person  with  the  required  qualifications, 
county,  city  or  borough  superintendent  for  the  en¬ 
suing  term  of  such  office.  (a) 

CLIX.  That  where  new  counties  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  created,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  approved  April  seventeenth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  school  directors  of  said  new  county  to 
meet  in  convention  at  the  county  seat  in  said 
county,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  succeeding  the

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erection  of  said  county,  and  elect  a  suitable  person 
to  fill  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools  of  said  county,  in  accordance  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  relating  thereto, 
to  serve  until  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  which 
the  next  triennial  convention  of  school  directors 
shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  county 
superintendent  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth.  (6) 

154.  In  accordance  with  section  three  of  article 
X,  Constitution  of  1873,  women  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  upwards  are  eligible  not  only  to  the 
office  of  county  superintendent,  but  to  any  office  of 
control  or  management  under  the  school  laws  of 
this  State. 

155.  Persons  who  will  be  engaged  in  other  pro¬ 
fessions,  while  attempting  to  discharge  the  duties, 
of  this  office,  should  not  receive  the  support  of  di 
rectors.  The  qualifications  for  this  office,  without 
which  the  person  elected  connot  be  commissioned, 
are  literary  and  scientific  acquirements,  skill  and 
experience  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  a  sound  moral 
character. 

156.  Irreproachable  moral  character  is  essential, 
and  will  not  be  dispensed  with.  This  is  as  much  a 
professional  qualification  of  the  teacher  and  of  the 
officer  who  presides  over  teachers,  as  it  is  in  any 
other  profession.  Intemperance,  gambling,  dis¬ 
honesty,  or  any  other  immorality,  that  would  de¬ 
grade  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  from  his  position 
will  prevent  the  issue  of  the  commission  of  county 
superintendents.  Sufficient  health  and  vigor  of  the 
body  to  bear  the  labors  of  the  office  are  also  indis¬ 
pensable.

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CLX.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
and  secretary  of  the  triennial  convention  of  direc¬ 
tors,  to  certify  to  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools,  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the 
person  elected  county  superintendent,  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  eight,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  those 
of  all  Hie  other  candidates  who  received  votes  to¬ 
gether  with  the  amount  of  compensation  fixed  upon 
by  said  convention ;  upon  the  receipt  of  such  certi¬ 
ficate,  if  no  valid  objection  be  received  within

157.  Xo  commission  can  issue  till  the  end  of 
thirty  days  from  the  triennial  convention  of  direc-

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tors,  in  order  to  afford  opportunity  for  llie  filing  of 
objections,  which  must  be  in  writing. 

158.  The  obligations  must  either  relate  to  the  le¬ 
gality  and  validity  of  the  election,  or  to  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  of  the  candidate.  The  establishment  by 
proof  of  a  valid  objection  of  either  kind,  will  pre¬ 
vent  the  issue  of  a  commission. 

159.  Want  of  due  public  notice,  the  holding  of  the 
election  at  a  wrong  time  or  place,  &c.,  would  be 
objections  to  the  election  that  would  invalidate  it. 

160.  Objections  grounded  on  the  disqualification 
of  the  person  selected,  are  want  of  residence  ;  want 
of  moral  character  ;  want  of  physical  ability  to  dis¬ 
charge  the  duties  of  the  office ;  want  of  learning? 
and  want  of  professional  skill. 

161.  Objections  to  be  investigated  by  the  superin. 
tendent  must  be  signed  by  at  least  four  members 
of  one-fifth  of  the  boards  of  directors  of  the  county, 
and  shall  also  be  signed  by  other  citizens. 

CLXI.  That  every  person  selected  or  appointed 
county  superintendent  of  common  schools  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take 
an  oath,  or  affirmation,  before  any  judge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  or  be¬ 
fore  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  who 
is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  that 
he  will  perform  all  the  duties  of  county  superin¬ 
tendent,  during  his  term  of  office,  honestly,  im¬ 
partially,  diligently,  and  according  to  law  to  the 
best  of  his  skill  and  ability  ;  which  said  oath  or  af¬ 
firmation,  being  subscribed  by  said  county  super¬

162.  A  superintendent  cannot  legally  iDerform

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any  official  act  until  sworn  into  office  by  the 
proper  authority.  A  copy  of  the  oath  must  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  iDrothonotary,  and  a  copy  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
(See  form  in  Appendix.) 

CLXII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  super¬ 
intendent  to  visit,  as  often  as  practicable,  the  sev¬ 
eral  schools  of  his  county,  and  to  note  the  course 
and  method  of  instruction,  and  branches  taught, 
and  to  give  such  directions  in  the  art  of  teaching 
and  the  method  thereof,  in  each  school,  as  to  him, 
(together  with  the  directors  and  controllers.)  shall 
be  deemed  exiDedient  and  necessary  ;  so  that  each 
school  shall  be  equal  to  the  grade  for  which  it  was 
established,  and  that  there  may  be,  as  far  as  practi¬ 
cable,  uniformity  in  the  course  of  studies  in  schools 
of  the  several  grades  respectively,  (a) 

163.  It  is  illegal  for  a  county  superintendent  to 
have  a  pecuniary  interest  in  a  school  in  his  own 
county.  The  Legislature  in  fixing  the  salaries  of 
county  superintendents,  intended  that  they  should 
devote  their  whole  time  to  their  special  duties. 
Besides,  the  pre^Daration  of  teachers  is  now  suffici¬ 
ently  provided  for  by  the  State  normal  schools. 
The  State  pays  the  salaries  of  the  county  su[)erinten- 
dents,  and  also  makes  appropriations  to  the  normal 
schools ;  both  interests  must  therefore  confine 
themselves  to  their  proper  sphere  and  work  in  har¬ 
mony. 

CLXIIL  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county 
superintendent  to  see  that  in  every  district  there 
shall  be  taught  orthography,  reading,  writing, 
English  grammar,  geography,  and  arithmetic,  as 
well  as  such  other  branches  as  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  or  controllers  may  require.  In  case  the  board 
of  directors  or  controllers  shall  fail  to  provide  com-

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potent  teachers  to  teach  the  several  branches  above 
specified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  super¬ 
intendent  to  notify  the  board  of  directors  or  con¬ 
trollers,  in  writing,  of  their  neglect,  and  in  case 
provision  is  not  made  forthwith  for  teaching  the 
branches  aforesaid,  to  report  such  facts  to  the  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Common  Schools,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  withhold  any  warrant  for  the  quota  of 
such  district  of  the  annual  State  appropriation, 
until  the  county  superintendent  shall  notify  him 
that  competent  teachers  of  the  branches  aforesaid 
have  been  employed.

CLXIV.  That  physiology  and  hygiene  which 
shall,  in  each  division  of  the  subject  so  pursued, 
include  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants,  and  narcotics  upon  the  human 
system,  shall  be  included  in  the  branches  of  study 
now  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  common 
schools,  and  shall  be  introduced  and  studied  as  a 
regular  branch  by  all  pupils  in  all  departments  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in 
all  educational  institutions  supported  wholly  or  in 
part  by  money  from  the  Commonwealth.

CLXV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  county,  city,  bor¬

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instruction  in  physiology  and  hygiene  which,  in 
each  division  of" the  subject  so"  pursued,  gives 
special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks, 
stimulants,  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system 
as  required  by  this  act ;  and  such  failures  on  the 
part  of  directors,  controllers,  boards  of  education, 
and  boards  of  educational  institutions  receiving 
money  from  the  Commonwealth  thus  reported  or 
otherwise  satisfactorily  proven,  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient  cause  for  withholding  the  warrant  for 
State  appropriation  of  school  money  to  which  such

CLXVI.  No  certificate  shall  be  granted  any  per¬ 
son  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  or  in  any  of  the  educational  institutions 
receiving  money  from  the  Commonwealth,  after  the 
first  Monday  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  who  has  not  passed 
a  satisfactory?  examination  in  physiology  and  hy¬ 
giene,  with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alco¬ 
holic  drinks,  stimulants,  and  narcotics  upon  the 
human  system.  (6) 

164.  It  is  necessaary  that  as  many  of  these 
branches  be  taught  in  every  school  as  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  pupils  requires.  Nothing  less  than 
this  can  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and 
such  other  branches  should  be  added  as  the  direc¬ 
tors  may  deem  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
general-interests  of  the  school. 

165  If  these  branches  are  required  by,  but  not 
taught  to  the  pupils  of  any  school,  by  reason  of  the 
incompetency  of  the  teacher,  the  notice  prescribed 
by  No.  CLXIII  is  to  be  given,  and  the  State  ai> 
propriation  forfeited,  if  the  law  be  not  complied 
with.

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166.  A  teacher  who  holds  a  valid  certificate  may 
be  incompetent,  and  if  found  to  be  so  by  the  county 
superintendent  on  visiting  the  schools,  and  so  re¬ 
ported  to  the  proper  board,  the  State  appropriation 
of  the  district  will  be  forfeited,  unless  such  teacher 
is  dismissed  within  one  month  after  notice. 

167.  It  is  the  manifest  intention  of  the  school  law 
to  give  every  child  in  the  State,  of  proper  age,  an 
opportunity  of  attending  school  at  least  six  months 
in  each  year.  If  the  directors  refuse  or  neglect  to 
afford  such  opportunity,  they  may  be  removed 
from  office. 

168.  The  selection  of  books  is  left  entirely  to  the 
directors,  with  the  advice  of  the  teachers.  Super¬ 
intendents,  if  asked,  may  freely  express  their  opin¬ 
ion  of  a  book,  but  in  no  manner  encourage  its  in¬ 
troduction  or  employment  in  the  schools,  as  a  text¬ 
book.  No  written  recommendation,  designed  to 
introduce  a  jDarticular  book  into  the  common 
schools;  should  ever  be  given  by  a  superintendent. 

CLXVII.  That  all  vacancies  in  the  office  of 
county  superintendent  shall  be  tilled  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools,  until  the  next  triennial  convention  of  di¬ 
rectors,  when  any  existing  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  election  in  the  usual  manner,  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  (a) 

169.  Removal  from  the  office  of  county  superin¬ 
tendent  will  take  place  for  “neglect  of  duty,  in¬ 
competency,  or  immorality  ;  ’’  but  in  all  cases  the 
charge  must  be  in  writing,  and  be  sustained  by 
proof  at  a  hearing,  after  full  notice  to  the  accused 
X)arty.

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CLXVIII.  That  the  Pennsylvania  School  Jour¬ 
nal  shall  be  recognized  as  the  official  organ  of  the 
Department  of  Common  Schools  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  in  which  the  current  decisions  made  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  shall  be  pub¬ 
lished  free  of  charge,  together  with  all  official  cir¬ 
culars,  and  such  other  letters  of  explanation  and

170.  The  appropriation  acts  of  late  years,  instead 
of  authorizing  a  subscription  to  the  >S'cAoo^  Journal^ 
name  a  specified  sum  that  shall  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  State  Superintendent  for  the  purpose  of 
‘•publishing  and  circulating  among  the  school  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  State  the  official  decisions  and  instruc¬ 
tions  of  the  Department.”  This  appropriation  is 
equivalent  to  a  subscription,  as  these  decisions  and 
instructions  are  required  by  law  to  be  published  in 
the  Journal. 

171.  The  Journal  is  the  official  organ  of  the  De- 
I^artment  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  decisions, 
advices,  explanations,  construction  and  informa¬ 
tion,  with  the  instructions  and  forms  published  in 
the  official  department  of  it,  are  of  equal  authority 
and  force  as  if  they  were  contained  in  this  digest. 

172.  The  copy  sent  to  the  secretary  of  each  dis¬ 
trict,  at  the  cost  of  the  State  is  to  be  laid  before  the 
board  at  the  next  meeting  after  its  receipt ;  and  the 
file  thus  received  is  to  be  preserved  by  the  secre¬ 
tary,  and  handed  to  his  successor.

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173.  Each  board  has  the  right  to  subscribe  for  one 
copy  of  the  Journal  for  each  member,  at  the  cost 
of  the  district,  as  a  means  of  information  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  duties  of  their  offices,  and  the  general 
condition  and  operations  of  the  system  in  other 
parts  of  the  State. 

CLXIX.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
superintendent  to  examine  all  the  candidates 
for  the  profession  of  teacher,  (in  the  presence  of 
the  board  of  directors  or  controllers,  should  they 
desire  to  be  present,  to  whom  they  shall  first  apply 
in  his  county,)  and  to  give  each  person  found  qual¬ 
ified  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  branches  of 
learning  he  or  she  is  capable  of  teaching;  and  such 
examination  and  certificate  shall  be  renewed  as 
often  as  any  such  teachers  shall  be  employed  in 
teaching  any  branch  of  learning  other  than  those 
enumerated  in  his  or  her  certificate  ;  and  no  teacher 
shall  be  employed  in  any  school  to  teach  other 
branches  than  those  set  forth  in  such  certificate  of 
said  teacher  :  Provided^  That  the  county  superin¬ 
tendent  may  annul  any  such  certificate  given  by 
him  or  his  predecessor  in  office,  when  he  shall  think 
proper,  giving  at  least  ten  days’  previous  notice 
thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  teacher  holding  it,  and 
to  the  directors  and  controllers  of  the  district  in 
which  he  or  she  may  be  employed!  {a) 

174.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  the  superintendent 
to  have  only  such  persons  examined  in  a  district 
as  intend  to  be  employed  to  teach  in  said  district ; 
and  directors  shall  insist  upon  having  applicants 
for  the  schools  of  the  district  examined  in  their 
presence. 

175.  An  examination  of  the  teachers  of  a  county 
in  a  body,  or  of  those  of  several  districts  at  one 
time,  without  the  formal  consent  of  all  the  direc-

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tors  concerned,  is  clearly  contrary  to  law.  The 
practice  of  some  superintendents  of  examining 
teachers  during  the  sessions  of  the  county  insti¬ 
tute,  or  on  the  day  after  its  adjournment,  is  not 
only  illegal  but  improper. 

176.  The  j)resence  of  the  directors  of  the  district 
in  which  the  examination  is  held,  or  an  opportu¬ 
nity  by  notice  to  be  present,  is  in  all  cases  indis¬ 
pensable.  The  law  exacts  this,  and  the  reason  is 
mat  the  members  may  thus  be  enabled  to  form  an 
opinion  of  the  manner  and  attainments  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  applicants. 

177.  The  examinations  are  to  be  open  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  in  all  cases,  unless  the  proper  board  direct  it 
otherwise.  If  so,  the  county  superintendent  is  to 
be  guided  by  their  wishes.  The  presence  of  a 
crowd  to  the  extent  of  disturbance  or  prevention 
of  the  examination,  is,  of  course,  not  to  be  permit¬ 
ted  ;  and  in  such  cases  the  examining  officer  has 
authority  to  prevent  such  a  state  of  affairs. 

178.  As  there  may  be  cases  in  which  irregular 
examinations  need  to  be  held,  it  is  advisable  for  a 
superintendent  to  devote  the  three  Saturdays  suc¬ 
ceeding  the  close  of  his  regular  examinations,  to 
irregular  applicants,  bringing  the  required  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  directors,  which  examinations  shall 
also  be  open  to  the  public,  and  so  advertised. 

179.  Special  examinations,  or  such  as  are  held  for 
the  accommodation  of  those  who  do  not  attend  the 
public  inspections,  should  never  be  granted,  unless 
the  applicant  presents  a  written  request,  signed  by 
at  least  three  members  of  the  board,  stating  that 
they  wish  to  employ  said  applicant  in  their  district, 
and  gives  a  satisfactory  reason  also  for  non-attend¬ 
ance  at  the  public  examination. 
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180.  Superintendents  should  fix  upon  one  or 
more  days  in  a  month  for  holding  these  special  ex¬ 
aminations,  and  transacting  other  official  business, 
and  for  this  purpose  should  have  an  office  at  the 
county  seat. 

181.  Applicants  of  known  or  proved  immoral 
habits  are  not  to  he  examined  at  all,  no  matter 
what  their  literary  or  professional  claims.  The  ex¬ 
amination  of  persons  to  whom  no  certificate  could 
issue,  would  be  but  a  waste  of  time. 

182.  Certificates  of  any  class  granted  by  a  county 
superintendent  may  be  annulled  by  him,  but  only 
for  cause.  The  same  causes  that  j  ustify  a  board  of 
directors  in  discharging  a  teacher  should  be  the 
rule  with  the  county  superintendent.  These  are 
incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence,  and  immorality. 
And  there  should  be  a  charge  and  a  hearing  in  all 
cases,  unless  the  facts  are  personally  and  officially 
known  to  the  superintendent. 

183.  Dismissal  from  the  profession  should  not 
take  place,  except  for  some  cause  known  or  proved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  superintendent. 
The  words  of  the  law,  taken  literally,  confer  the 
arbitrary  power  without  reason  assigned,  or  hear¬ 
ing.  But  no  person  fit  for  that  lesponsible  office 
will  attempt  to  exercise  it  in  such  manner.  If  the 
cause  become  officially  known  to  the  county  officer 
in  the  discharge  of  duty,  neither  charge  formally 
made  nor  hearing  are  required.  But  if  not  so 
known,  the  charge  is  to  be  preferred  in  writing,  due 
notice  of  it  given,  and  a  full  hearing  conceded. 

184.  Public  notice  of  the  annulment  of  a  certifi¬ 
cate  should  be  given,  unless  the  holder  voluntarily 
gives  it  up  to  the  county  superintendent,  on  the 
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decision  of  the  case  against  him.  This  notice,  or 
the  resignation  of  the  certificate,  is  necessary  to 
prevent  the  party  from  obtaining  employment 
elsewhere  ;  and  a  teacher  with  an  annulled  certifi¬ 
cate  is  to  be  forthwith  dismissed  from  the  school. 

185.  Intemperance,  dishonesty,  or  other  immor¬ 
ality  is  sufficient  to  justify  the  annulment  of  a  cer¬ 
tificate  by  a  county  superintendent.  He  is  not 
merly  to  annul  for  want  of  professional  knowledge. 
A  good  moral  character  is  as  much  a  requisite  of 
the  teacher  as  literary  attainments. 

CLXX.  That  the  county  superintendent  shall 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June, 
forward  to  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools 
the  reports  of  the  several  school  districts  of  their 
respective  counties,  and  shall  also  themselves 
make  an  extended  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
schools  under  their  charge,  suggesting  such  im¬ 
provements  in  the  school  system  as  they  may  deem 
useful,  and  giving  such  other  information  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  practical  operation  of  common  schools, 
and  the  laws  relating  thereto,  as  may  be  deemed  of 
public  interest,  (a) 

186.  The  annual  reports  of  the  districts  and  the 
six  months’  certificates  are  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
proper  county  superintendent,  and  after  being 
found  to  be  correct,  are  to  be  marked  approved,” 
signed  by  him,  and  forwarded  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction.  If  not  correct,  they  are  to 
be  returned  by  him  to  the  proper  board  to  be  made 
so,  and  then  forwarded. 

187.  The  annual  report  required  by  law  is  to  be 
prepared  and  signed  by  the  old  officers  of  the 
board,  and  they  are  also  to  make  affidavit  to  the 
facts  necessary  to  secure  the  State  appropriation.

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These  documents  are  then  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  new  board,  to  receive  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  officers,  and  be  transmitted  to  the 
county  superintendent. 

188.  All  the  district  reports  must  be  on  file  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  by  the  fifteenth 
of  J uly  annually.  If  detained  beyond  that  time, 
the  delay  causes  very  serious  embarrassment  in 
the  operations  of  the  Department. 

CLXXI.  That  the  county  superintendent  of  each 
county  in  this  Commonwealth  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required,  once  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  he  or  a  properly  authorized  committee  of 
teachers  acting  with  him,  may  deem  most  conve¬ 
nient,  to  call  upon  and  invite  the  teachers  of  the 
common  schools,  and  other  institutions  of  learning 
in  his  county,  to  assemble  together  and  organize 
themselves  into  a  teachers’  institute,  to  be  devoted 
to  the  improvement  of  teachers  in  the  science  and 
art  of  education,  to  continue  in  session  at  least  five 
days,  including  a  half  day  for  going  to  and  a  halt 
day  for  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  the 
said  institute,  and  to  be  presided  over  by  the  county 
superintendent  or  by  some  one  designated  by  him, 
and  be  subject  in  its  general  management  to  his 
control,  (a) 

CLXXII.  That  each  county  superintendent, 
upon  the  assembling  of  the  teachers’  institute  of 
his  county,  shall  cause  a  roll  of  members  to  be  pre¬ 
pared,  which  roll  shall  be  called  at  least  twice  every 
day  during  the  session  of  the  institute,  and  all  ab¬ 
sentees  to  be  carefully  marked,  and  from  which, 
upon  the  adjournment  of  the  institute,  he  shall  as¬ 
certain  the  exact  number  of  teachers  who  were  in 
attendance,  and  the  length  of  time  each  attended  ; 
and,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate,  at  the 
close  of  the  session  of  each  annual  institute,  setting 
forth  these  facts,  and  signed  by  the  county  super¬ 
intendent,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county,  he

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is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  imme¬ 
diately,  out  of  any  money  in  the  county  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the  county  superin¬ 
tendent,  one  dollar  for  every  three  days  spent  by 
the  teachers  of  county  in  attendance  at  the  institute 
for  that  year,  or  as  much  of  it  as  may  be  needed  ; 
such  money  to  be  expended  by  the  county  super¬

CLXXIIIi  That  all  boards  of  school  directors  and 
boards  of  controllers  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  au¬ 
thorized  and  required  to  pay  the  teachers  employed 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  several  districts,  within 
their  jurisdiction,  for  attendance  upon  the  sessions 
of  the  annual  county  institutes,  in  the  respective 
counties.  (6) 

CLXXIV.  Compensation  for  institute  attend¬ 
ance  shall  be  based  on  the 'Official  reports  made  to 
the  several  boards  of  directors  or  controllers,  by 
the  proper  county,  city,  or  borough  superintend¬ 
ent,  who  shall  report  the  daily  attendance  of  teach¬ 
ers  to  the  respective  boards  by  which  they  are  em¬ 
ployed,  and  such  compensation  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  directors  or  controllers,  and  paid  by  the  dis¬ 
trict  treasurer,  to  the  teachers  entitled  to  receive 
the  same,  (c) 

CLXXV^  Compensation,  as  herein  authorized, 
3hall  not  be  less  than  the  per  diem  pay  for  actual 
teaching  :  Provided^  That  it  shall  not,  in  any  case,

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exceed  two  dollars  per  diem,  and  shall  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  the  teachers,  in  their  respective  dis¬ 
tricts,  for  each  day’s  attendance,  reported  as  afore¬ 
said,  by  the  proper  superintendent :  And  provided 
further^  That  a  common  school  month  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  twenty  days’  actual  teaching,  as  now  re¬ 
quired  by  law.  (a) 

189.  Neither  boards  nor  teachers  have  a  legal 
right  to  make  contracts  which  are  not  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

CLXXVI.  That  a  common  school  month  shall 
hereafter  consist  of  twenty  days’  actual  teaching, 
and  no  school  shall  be  kept  open  in  any  district,  for 
the  purpose  of  ordinary  instruction,  on  any  Satur¬ 
day,  or  on  any  legal  holiday,  or  in  any  county  dur¬ 
ing  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  county  institute 
therein.  (6) 

CLXXVII.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board 
of  school  directors  or  controllers  of  any  city  of  the 
third  class  within  this  Commonwealth,  by  resolu¬ 
tion,  at  any  stated  meeting,  and  duly  recorded,  to 
authorize  the  holding  of  a  separate  annual  teachers’ 
institute  for  said  city,  and  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  holding  of  institute  shall  be  in  no  wise  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  schools  of  the  county  in  which 
said  city  is  located,  and  when  the  holding  of  said 
separate  annual  institute  shall  have  been  so  au¬ 
thorized  as  aforesaid,  the  superintendent  of  the 
schools  of  said  city  shall  have  power  to  call  a  teach¬ 
ers’  institute,  and  to  draw  from  the  county  treasury 
moneys  for  the  support  of  the  same,  in  like  man¬ 
ner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  county  superin¬ 
tendents  of  this  Commonwealth  are  now  empow¬ 
ered  to  do,  and  that  said  annnal  institute  shall  have 
power  to  elect  a  committee  on  permanent  certifi¬ 
cates  in  and  for  said  city,  as  county  institutes  are 
now  empowered  to  do  for  their  respective  coun¬ 
ties.  (c)

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CLXXTIII.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  lor  the  board 
of  school  directors  or  controllers  of  any  city  or  bor¬ 
ough,  which  has  elected  a  superintendent  and  em¬ 
ploys  not  less  than  seventy-live  teachers,  by  reso¬ 
lution  at  any  stated  meeting  and  duly  recorded,  to 
authorize  the  holding  of  a  separate  annual  teachers’ 
institute  for  said  city  or  borough,  and  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  the  holding  of  institutes  shall  be 
in  no  wise  subject  to  the  authority  and  jurisdiction 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  the  county,  . 
in  which  said  city  or  borough  is  located  ;  and,  when 
the  holding  of  said  separate  annual  institute  shall 
have  been  so  authorized  as  aforesaid,  the  superin¬

That  each  county  superintendent 
who  may  draw  money  from  the  county  treasury 
for  the  purposes  named  in  this  act,  shall  file  his  ac¬ 
count  of  all  expenditures  under  the  act,  in  the 
office  of  the  county  treasurer,  with  vouchers  for  the 
same,  which  shall  be  examined  by  the  auditors  of

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upon  which  the  instruction  was  given,  and  the  de¬ 
gree  of  popular  interest  awakened  by  the  proceed¬ 
ings.  (a) 

CLXXXI.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no 
teacher  in  this  Commonwealth  shall  receive,  from 
a  county,  city  or  borough  superintendent,  a  certifi¬ 
cate,  as  a  teacher,  who  has  not  a  fair  knowledge  of 
orthography,  reading,  writing,  geography,  English 
grammar,  mental  and  written  arithmetic,  history  of 
the  United  States,  (physiology  and  hygiene),  and 
the  theory  of  teaching,  nor  shall  such  certificate  be 
given  to  any  person  who  is  in  the  habit  of  using, 
as  a  beverage,  any  intoxicating  drinks ;  and  all 
certificates  given  to  teachers  shall  set  forth  the

CLXXXII.  County,  city,  and  borough  superin¬ 
tendents  shall  issue  two  grades  of  teachers’  certifi¬ 
cates,  one  of  which  shall  be  called  a  provisional  cer¬ 
tificate,  and  shall  be  given  to  applicants  possessing 
a  fair  knowledge  of  the  branches  named  in  sec¬ 
tion  eleven,  or  to  those  who,  possessing  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  branches,  have  little  or  no  ex¬ 
perience  in  teaching,  and  shall  license  the  holder 
to  teach  in  the  county,  city  or  borough  where 
issued  for  one  year,  and  which  shall  not  be  re¬

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Monday  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  except  those  issued  since  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-six,  which  certificates  shall  be  valid  as  long 
as  others  issued  during  the  present  term  of  the  su¬ 
perintendency  :  Provided^  That  any  iDrofessional 
certificate  may  be  renewed  by  a  county,  city,  or 
borough  superintendent  without  reexamination, 
after  having  fully  satisfied  himself  by  personal  ob¬ 
servation  in  his  or  her  school,  of  the  competency 
and  skill  as  a  teacher  of  the  person  holding  it :

the  proper  county,  city,  or  borough  superintend¬ 
ent  in  office  when  the  application  shall  be  made 
and  approved,  after  examination,  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  by  a  committee  of  five  teachers,  a  part 
of  whom  may  be  females,  holding  permanent  cer¬ 
tificates,  if  there  be  so  many  holding  such  certifi¬ 
cates  ;  but  if  there  be  none  or  not  sufficient  num¬ 
ber  of  that  grade  of  teachers,  the  committee  shall 
be  constituted  wholly  or  in  part,  as  the  case  may 
be,  of  teachers  holding  professional  certificates ; 
said  committee  to  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  teachers’  institute,  at  its  annual  session, 
from  the  same  county,  city,  or  borough  in  w’^hich 
the  applicant  resides  at  the  time  of  making  the  ap¬ 
plication  ;  and  such  permanent  certificate  shall 
continue  to  be  valid  in  such  county,  city,  or  bor¬ 
ough,  unless  forfeited  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act ;  and  shall  also  entitle  the  holder  to  teach 
one  year  in  any  other  county,  city,  or  borough  in 
this  Commonwealth,  without  reexamination,  at  the 
end  of  w  hich  time  it  may  be  endorsed  by  the 
proper  county,  city,  or  borough  superintendent,  if, 
from  personal  knowledge,  he  deem  it  w^orthily 
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held,  and  it  shall  then  confer  upon  the  holder  the 
same  rank  and  privileges  as  in  the  county,  city,  or 
borough  where  issued  ;  and  such  permanent  cer- 
titicate  shall  only  be  annulled  upon  complaint  duly 
proven  of  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence,  or 
immorality  made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  by  a  county,  city,  or  borough  su¬ 
perintendent,  and  a  committee  of  teachers  elected 
and  constituted  as  aforesaid,  (a) 

C LX XXIII.  That  all  examinations  for  perma¬ 
nent  certificates  for  teachers  in  the  common  schools, 
shall  be  by  written  questions  and  answers  ;  and  in 
case  the  examination  of  the  applicant  is  satisfactory 
to  the  committee  of  teachers  on  permanent  certifi¬ 
cates,  the  list  of  questions  and  answers,  with  all 
other  papers  accompanying  the  application,  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion,  and  if  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  he  shall  issue  and  forward  to 
the  applicant  a  permanent  certificate  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  made  by  the  committee, 
as  now  required  bylaw  :  Provided^  That  the  ques¬ 
tions  shall  be  answered  immediately  and  in  the 
presence  of  the  committee,  {b) 

CLXXXIV.  Any  permanent  certificate  granted 
or  hereafter  issued  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
committee  of  teachers,  duly  elected  at  the  annual 
session  of  the  county  institute,  shall  be  a  valid  cer¬ 
tificate,  and  shall  continue  to  be  valid  in  all  the 
districts  of  the  county  where  issued,  including  the 
several  cities  and  boroughs  within  the  county,  ex¬ 
cept  such  cities  and  boroughs  as  may  be  authorized 
by  law  to  hold  separate  annual  teachers’  institutes, 
and  empowered  to  recommend  the  granting  of  per¬ 
manent  certificates,  which  certificates  shall  be 
valid  only  in  the  city  or  borough  where  issued,  (c) 

190.  The  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  by  all 
those  concerned  in  granting  permanent  certificates.

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A  committee  on  teachers’  certificates  must  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot  at  the  teachers’  institute. 
The  members  of  this  committee  will  hold  their  of¬ 
fice  for  one  year,  or  until  the  assembling  of  the 
next  annual  institute,  and  may  meet  at  their  OAvn 
option.  None  but  the  highest  grades  of  teachers 
are  eligible  as  members  of  the  committee,  and  no 
one  must  be  allowed  to  vote  at  their  election  who 
does  not  hold  a  valid  certificate  from  the  proper 
county  superintendent,  a  permanent  certificate,  or 
a  diploma  from  a  State  Normal  School.  Judges  of 
election  must  be  appointed  by  the  county  superin¬ 
tendent  as  president  of  the  institute,  and  these 
judges  should  be  careful  that  no  unauthorized  per¬ 
son  is  permitted  to  vote. 

County  superintendents  cannot  be  too  careful  in 
renewing  old  professional  certificates,  or  in  sign¬ 
ing  applications  for  permanent  certificates. 

191.  A  member  of  a  committee  on  teachers’  certi¬ 
ficates  can  become  an  applicant  for  a  permanent 
certificate  xDrovided  his  application  is  signed  by  the 
other  members  of  the  committee  and  by  the  other 
officers  named  in  the  law,  but  such  a  course  is  in 
most  cases  deemed  impolitic. 

192.  A  recommendation  signed  by  three  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  committee  on  teachers’  certificates  is  con¬ 
sidered  legal.  All  applications  should  be  consid¬ 
ered  at  regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 

193.  A  committee  on  teachers’  certificates  cannot 
supply  A^acancies  in  its  number. 

194.  No  committee  on  teachers’  certificates  should 
consent  to  investigate  the  case  of  an  applicant  until  a 
recommendation  in  his  favor,  signed  by  the  proper 
directors  and  county  superintendent,  in  the  form 
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required  by  this  department,  is  presented  to  them. 
No  teacher  can  make  legal  application  for  a  perma¬ 
nent  certificate  who  has  not  taught  “  the  three  pre¬ 
ceding  annual  school  terms.” 

195.  Teachers  must  apply  for  recommendations 
for  permanent  certificates  to  the  county  superin¬ 
tendents  and  committees  of  the  counties  in  which 
they  last  taught,  though  boards  of  directors  of  other 
counties  may  sign  the  recommendation. 

196.  Although  not  required  bylaw,  every  teacher 
ought  to  possess  a  professional  certificate  for  at 
least  one  year  before  making  application  for  a  per¬ 
manent  certificate.  Teachers  of  private  schools 
cannot  obtain  permanent  certificates. 

197.  Any  teacher  desiring  to  apply  to  the  State 
Superintendent  for  a  permanent  certificate  should 
procure,  from  the  county  superintendent,  and  fill 
up,  the  necessary  blanks,  and  present  them  to  the 
proper  authorities  for  their  action  and  signatures. 
They  should  first  be  presented  to  the  board  or 
boards  of  directors,  next  to  the  county  superinten¬ 
dent,  and  afterwards  to  the  committee  on  teachers’ 
certificates. 

198.  Applications  for  permanent  certificates  must 
be  approved  by  the  county  superintendents  of  all 
the  counties  in  which  the  applicant  taught  for 
three  years  immediately  preceding  the  time  of 
making  such  application.  For  instance,  if  a 
teacher  during  this  time  should  have  taught  in  two 
counties,  he  must  have  the  signatures  of  both 
county  superintendents  to  his  application ;  if  he 
has  taught  under  the  supervision  of  three  superin¬ 
tendents,  whether  of  county,  city,  or  borough,  the 
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application  must  be  approved  by  the  several  sup¬ 
erintendents. 

199.  None  but  teachers  holding  the  highest  grades 
of  certificates  are  eligible  as  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  teachers’  certificates.  Whenever  there 
are  five  teachers  who  are  members  of  the  institute 
of  any  county,  and  actually  engaged  in  teaching, 
and  who  hold  permanent  certificates,  State  certifi¬ 
cates,  or  diplomas  from  State  ormal  school,  the 
committre  must  be  wholly  constituted  of  that  class 
of  teachers  ;  if  there  are  more  than  five,  five  must 
be  chosen  from  among  them,  and  if  there  are  less 
than  fiA^e,  all  there  are  must  be  elected  members  of 
the  committee,  and  the  remaining  A^acancies  in  the 
committee  be  filled  by  the  election  of  persons  hold¬ 
ing  normal  teachers’  certificates  or  professional  cer¬ 
tificates.  The  best  qualified  teachers  in  the  seA^eral 
counties  ought  to  be  made  members  of  these  com¬ 
mittees,  and  no  others.  Let  teachers  shoAA^  that 
they  knoAV  how  to  build  up  a  profession  for  them- 
selA'es  and  guard  its  interests. 

III.  CITY'  AND  BOROUGH  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

CLXXXV.  The  school  directors  of  any  city  or 
borough  in  this  Commonwealth,  haAung  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  OA'er  five  (a)  thousand  inhabitants,  may,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-nine,  and  eA'ery  third  year  there¬ 
after,  elect,  viva  voce,  by  a  majority  of  the  AA'hole 
number  of  directors  present,  one  person  of  literary 
and  scientific  acquirements  and  skill  and  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  art  of  teaching,  as  city  or  borough  su¬ 
perintendent,  for  the  three  succeeding  school 
years,  and  the  said  school  directors  shall  determine 
the  amount  of  compensation  for  said  city  or  bor-

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ough  superintendent,  which  compensation  shall  be 
paid  by  the  same  officers  as  pay  the  salaries  of 
teachers  in  such  school  district,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  such  salaries  are  now  yjaid :  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  directors 
of  any  city  or  borough  from  electing  a  superintend¬ 
ent  to  serve  from  the  time  of  the  election  until  the 
commencement  of  the  school  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  from  filling  a  va¬ 
cancy,  should  any  occur,  for  the  unexpired  term  of

section  of  this  act,  or  at  any  other  time,  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  its  provisions,  and  at  a  place  fixed  upon 
by  themselves,  when  they  shall  proceed  to  carry 
their  determination  into  effect  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  done  by  conventions  held  for  the  election  of 
county  superintendents  ;  and  all  subsequent  con-' 
ventions  fol*  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  of 
this  act  shall  be  called  in  the  same  manner  by  said 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  or  controllers  of

CLXXXVI.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  meeting  of  the  direc¬ 
tors  of  any  city  or  borough  at  which  a  city  or  bor¬ 
ough  superintendent  has  been  elected,  to  certify  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  tlie  name 
and  address  of  the  persons  elected  city  or  borough 
superintendent,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  those  of  all  other  candidates  who  re¬ 
ceived  votes,  together  with  the  amount  of  compen-

mission  the  person  so  electedfor  the  term  for  which

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

CXC.  That  when  any  number  of  citizens  of  this 
state,  not  less  than  thirteen,  shall,  as  contributors 
or  stockholders,  erect  and  establish  a  school  for  the 
professional  training  of  young  men  and  women  as

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teachers  for  the  common  schools  of  the  State,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  school 
may  become  entitled  to  its  benefits,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  set  forth  :  Provi^led  however^  That  not 
more  than  one  such  school  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
become,  and  continue  to  be,  entitled  to  such  bene¬ 
fits  in  each  of  the  foregoing  Normal  school  districts. 

CXCI.  That  the  pecuniary  afiairs  of  each  of  said

GIFTS  AND  BEQUESTS. 

That  after  the  said  schools  shall  have  been 
recognized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  receive,  hold,  and  use,  under 
the  direction  of  their  trustees  as  aforesaid,  any  de-  , 
vise,  bequest,  gift,  grant,  or  endowment  of  prop¬ 
erty,  whether  real  or  personal,  which  may  be  made 
to  them  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  so  applied  by  the 
trustees  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of 
them,  increase  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the 
said  schools,  subject,  however,  to  any  terms,  con¬ 
ditions,  or  restrictions  which  may  be  attached  to 
such  devise,  bequest,  gift,  grant,  or  endowment, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  and  purposes  of  this 
act  ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  have  authority  to 
bring  suit  in  their  name  as  trustees,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  necessary  for  the  recovery,  use,  and 
application  of  the  same.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  TRUSTEES. 

CCV.  That  the  trustees  of  each  of  said  schools, 
after  being  recognized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  October,  fur¬ 
nish,  under  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  a  full  account  of  its  pecuniary

intendent  of  Common  Schools,  and  of  the  county 
superintendents  of  all  the  counties  within  its  nor¬ 
mal  school  district. 

CCVI.  That  to  entitle  it  to  the  benefits  and  privi- 
liges  of  this  act,  each  of  said  normal  schools  shall 
possess  the  following  requisites  : 

Buildings. — vSuitable  buildings  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  an  area  of  ground  apjourtenant 
thereto,  of  not  less  than  ten  acres  in  one  tract,  the 
whole  of  which  shall  be  prepared  and  used  as  a 
place  for  gymnastic  exercises  and  healthful  recre¬ 
ation  by  students,  except  so  much  thereof  as  shall 
be  necessarily  occupied  by  the  buildings,  botanical 
and  other  gardens,  and  such  other  purposes  as 
shall  be  plainly  promotive  of  the  great  objects  of 
the  institution. 

— The  buildings  shall  contain  a 
hall  of  sufficient  size  to  comfortably  seat  at  least 
one  thousand  adults  ;  with  class  rooms,  lodging 
rooms,  and  refectories  for  at  least  three  hundred 
students  ;  all  properly  constructed  and  arranged  as 
to  light,  heat  and  ventilation,  so  as  to  secure  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  occupants,  with  proper 
provision  for  ^physical  exercise  during  inclement 
weather. 
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L?:6rrt?’2/.— Each  school  shall  contain  a  librarj^ 
room  for  the  accumulation  of  books  for  the  free  use 
of  the  students,  a  cabinet  for  sj)ecimens  and  prepa¬ 
rations  to  illustrate  the  natural  and  other  sciences, 
and  such  apparatus  and  philosophical  instruments 
as  are  indispensable  for  the  same  purpose. 

Professoi's, — Each  school  shall  have  at  least  six 
professors  of  liberal  education  and  known  ability 
in  their  respective  departments,  namely  :  One  ot 
orthography,  reading  and  elocution  ;  one  of  writ¬ 
ing,  drawing  and  book-keeping  ;  one  of  arithmetic 
and  the  higher  branches  of  mathematics;  one  of 
geography  and  history  ;  one  of  grammar  and  Eng¬ 
lish  literature ;  and  one  of  theory  and  practice  of 
teaching  ;  together  with  such  tutors  and  assistants 
therein,  and  such  professors  of  natural,  mental  and 
moral  sciences,  languages  and  literature,  as  the 
condition  of  the  school  and  the  number  of  the 
students  may  require. 

Duties  of  Principals. — The  principal  of  each  nor¬ 
mal  school  shall  be  a  professor  of  such  one  of  the 
six  indispensable  branches  as  may  be  assigned  to 
him  by  the  trustees,  and  he  shall  be  charged  with 
the  whole  discipline  and  interior  government  of 
the  school,  in  conformity  with  such  regulations  as 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted  by  the  trustees 
and  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Instruction. 

Model  ^School. — Each  school  shall  have  attached 
to  it  one  or  more  schools  for  practice  or  model 
schools,  with  not  less  than  one  hundred  pupils, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  from  the  immediate  vicin¬ 
ity  of  the  normal  school  with  which  it  is  connected, 
as  in  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  thereof  shall 
seem  most  expedient,  and  so  arrange  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  normal  school  shall  therein  acquire  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  art  of  teaching  under 
the  instruction  of  their  proper  professors. 

Qualifications  and  Term  of  ^tudy. — The  qualifi¬ 
cations  for  admission  into,  and  the  course  and  du¬ 
ration  of  the  term  of  study  in  all  the  schools  shall 
be  such  as  shall  be  approved  by  and  at  a  meeting 
of  all  the  principals  of  the  normal  schools  then 
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recognized  under  this  act ;  such  meeting  to  be 
called  from  time  to  time  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  to  take  place  at  one  or  other  of  the  annual  ex¬ 
aminations  hereinafter  provided  for,  except  the  first 
meeting,  which  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
place  as  he  may  indicate  ;  and  at  such  meetings 
the  acts  of  the  majority  of  the  principals  shall  be 
binding  on  all  the  schools  in  reference  to  the  qual¬ 
ifications  for  admission  and  the  course  and  term  of 
study,  when  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction. 

MeoJings  of  Principals. — That  a  meeting  of  the 
principals  of  the  several  Normal  schools,  for  the 
puiqDOse  of  fixing  upon  a  general  course  of  study 
and  arranging  other  matters  coming  within  their 
iurisdiction  as  a  bodv,  shall  be  called  at  Harris- 
burg  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  or  upon  a  re¬ 
quest  so  to  do,  made  by  three  principals  of  State 
Normal  schools. 

Text-hooks. — The  text-books  to  be  used  in  each 
of  said  schools  shall  be  such  as  may  be  selected  by 
its  proper  professors,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
trustees  thereof. 

Coynmon  School  Students. — Each  of  said  schools 
shall  admit,  when  required,  and  retain  during  the 
whole  term  of  study,  if  so  long  they  behave  them¬ 
selves  well,  one  student  annually,  alternately  male 
and  female,  from  each  common  school  district 
within  the  counties  com]30sing  its  Normal  district, 
at  a  cost  fixed  by  the  trustees  of  the  several  schools, 
to  be  paid  in  advance  by  the  board  of  directors 
sending  them;  said  students  to  be  selected  after 
public  examination  by  said  directors  from  amongst 
those,  if  males,  of  the  age  of  sixteen  or  upwards, 
and  if  females,  of  not  less  than  fourteen  years,  who 
manifest  a  desire  and  a  capacity  to  exercise  the  pro¬ 
fession  of  teaching,  preference  being  always  given 
to  those  of  the  best  moral  character,  most  "studious 
habits  and  greatest  proficiency  in  knowledge  ;  but 
no  one  to  be  so  admitted  unless  iwoficient  in  all  the 
studies  required  for  entrance^  into  the  Normal 
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schools  by  their  general  regulations  adopted  under 
article  seven  of  this  section. 

Private  —Students,  other  than  those 

admitted  on  district  account,  to  pay  such  sum  for 
tuition  as  the  trustees  shall  determine  ;  but  in  the 
admission  of  such  students,  tlie  preference  always 
to  be  given  to  such  as  are  designed  for  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  teaching,  and  between  private  and  public 
students  a  like  preference  to  be  given  to  the  later, 
in  case  of  insufficiency  of  room  to  accommodate  all 
who  apply;  and  no  difference  in  the  charge  for 
boarding  and  lodging  to  be  made  in  favor  of  any 
class  of  students. 

Admission  of  School  Teachers. — Teachers  whc 
shall  have  taught  a  common  school  in  their  prope? 
normal  district,  during  a  full  school  term  of  theii 
common  school  district,  next  preceding  their  appli¬ 
cation,  may  be  admitted  for  any  term  not  less  than 
one  month,  into  their  proper  normal  school,  at  a 
charge  for  instruction  fixed  by  the  trustees  of  the 
several  schools,  and  shall  pay  the  same  price  for 
boarding  and  lodging,  if  there  be  room  for  them, 
as  other  students,  and  shall  have  the  same  care  and 
facilities  for  study,  in  proportion  to  their  advance¬ 
ment. 

Annual  Examinations. — That  the  examination 
of  students  for  graduation,  if  only  one  school  shall 
be  in  recognized  operation,  shall  be  by  the  faculty 
thereof ;  if  two  schools  shall  be  in  operation,  it  shall 
be  by  the  principals  of  both  ;  if  three,  it  shall  be  by 
the  principals  of  all,  or,  at  least,  two  of  them  ;  and 
when  more  than  three  shall  be  in  operation,  the 
examination  shall  never  be  conducted  by  less  than 
three  principals,  to  be  designated  as  prescribed  by 
the  twelfth  paragraph  of  the  sixth  section  of  said 
act,  of  whom  the  principal  of  the  school,  whose 
students  are  to  be  examined,  shall  be  one  :  And 
provided^  That  these  examinations  shall,  in  all 
cases,  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  county  su¬ 
perintendents  of  the  proper  district,  if  they  desire 
to  attend,  upon  receiving  due  notice,  (a)

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CCYII.  That  all  examinations  of  the  graduating 
classes  at  the  normal  school  sliall  be  conducted  by 
a  board,  of  which  the  State  Superintendent  or  his 
deputy  shall  be  president,  of  two  principals  of  the 
normal  schools,  of  whom  the  principal  of  the  school 
where  students  are  under  examination,  shall  be 
one,  and  two  county,  city  or  borough  suiDerintend- 
ents  of  the  district  m  which  the  school  is  located,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  State  Superintendent,  (a) 

Number  of  votes  required. — Thatno  person  shall 
graduate  at  a  State  Normal  school,  or  receive  a 
State  certificate  as  a  practical  teacher,  unless  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  four  out  of  five  members  of  the 
board  of  examiners. 

Expulsions. — The  faculty  of  each  normal  school 
shall  have  the  powder  to  expel  any  student  attend¬ 
ing  on  district  account,  for  improper  conduct; 
which  expulsion,  and  the  cause  of  it,  shall  forth¬ 
with  be  certified  in  waiting  by  the  principal,  to  the 
directors  of  the  district  from  which  the  expelled 
student  was  admitted  ;  whereupon  such  directors 
shall  have  the  right  to  supply  the  vacancy  thus 
created. 

200.  It  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  normal  school  law  for  a  board 
of  trustees  of  a  State  Normal  school  to  place  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  teachers  and  employes,  and  the  whole 
pecuniary  and  disciplinary  control  of  it,  in  the 
hands  of  a  principal. 

Section  III  provides  “That  the  pecuniary  affairs 
of  each  of  said  schools  shall  be  managed,  and  the 
general  control  exercised,  by  a  board  of  trustees.” 

This  provision  makes  it  the  plain  duty  of  boards 
of  trustees  to  fix  the  charges  for  tuition  and  board¬ 
ing,  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  the  wnges  of  em¬ 
ployes.  It  places  the  whole  pecuniary  manage¬ 
ment  in  their  hands.  The  principal  of  such  a

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school  shoiiid  receive  a  fixed  salary  like  any  other 
officer.  He  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  pe¬ 
cuniary  affairs  of  the  school,  except  as  the  agent  of 
the  trustees. 

Section  YI  provides  that  ‘‘Each  school  shall  have 
at  least  six'  i)rofessors  of  liberal  education  and 
known  ability  in  their  respective  departments,” 
and  further  on,  that  “The  principal  of  each 
normal  school  shall  be  a  professor  of  such  one  of 
the  six  indispensable  branches  as  may  be  assigned 
him  by  the  trustees.” 

From  this  it  is  clear  that  the  professors  are  all  to  be 
elected  by  the  trustees,  the  principal  included,  and 
to  each  is  to  be  assigned  by  them  his  special  duty 
as  an  instructor.  The  principal,  of  course,  must 
have  the  supervision  of  the  whole  work  of  instruc¬ 
tion,  but  it  is  no  part  of  his  duty,  under  the  law,  to 
appoint  teachers. 

In  the  same  section  it  is  provided  that  “He  (the 
jirincipal)  shall  be  charged  with  the  whole  disci¬ 
pline  and  interior  government  of  the  school,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  such  regulations  as  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  be  adopted  by  the  trustees  and  approved 

by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion.” 

This  provision  is  in  conformity  with  the  whole 
lavr.  It  makes  the  trustees  the  highest  authority  in 
matters  relating  to  the  discipline  of  the  school,  as 
they  are  in  the  management  of  its  pecuniary  affairs 
and  the  election  of  the  members  of  its  faculty. 

201.  The  State,  in  the  general  appropriation  act 
of  1866,  and  in  the  subsequent  appropriation  acts, 
makes  provision  for  granting  State  aid  to  students 
in  the  State  Normal  schools.  The  law  provides  as 
follows  f 
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“For  each  student  over  seventeen  years  of  age, 
who  shall  sign  a  written  declaration,  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In¬ 
struction,  that  said  student  intends  to  teach  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  State,  there  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  fiftj^  cents  per  week  toward  the  expenses 
of  said  student. 

“  For  each  student  who  was  disabled  in  the  mili¬ 
tary  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  whose  father  lost  his  life  in  said 
service,  and  who  is  over  seventeen  and  not  over 
tw'cnty-two  years  of  age,  and  who  shall  sign  a 
declaration,  as  herein  provided,  there  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  week ;  to  each  student 
who,  during  the  school  year  commencing  on  the 
first  Monday  in  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
^  and  sixty-six,  shall  have  graduated  at  any  of  the 
normal  schools  of  the  State,  and  who  shall  sign  an 
agreement,  binding  said  student  to  teach  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  State  two  full  years,  there 
shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Provided^  That  each  student  in  a  normal  school, 
drawing  an  allowance  from  the  State,  must  receive 
regular  instruction  in  the  science  and  art  of  teach¬ 
ing  in  a  special  class  devoted  to  that  object,  for  the 
whole  time  such  an  allowance  is  drawn  ;  and  in 
the  allowance  to  soldier  students  in  normal  schools, 
no  distinction  shall  be  made  on  account  of  age. ”  (« ) 

202.  Any  student,  to  secure  the  benefits  of  this 
appropriation,  must  attend  the  school  at  least  one 
term  of  twelve  consecutive  weeks. 

Students  receiving  the  several  sums  per  week,

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shall  have  deducted  from  their  regular  expenses 
the  full  amount  thus  received  from  the  State. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall 
not  issue  his  warrant  for  the  amount  thus  claimed 
by  any  of  the  said  schools,  until  there  shall  be  on 
tile  in  his  office  a  report  from  the  principal  of  said 
school,  authenticated  by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  and 
certified  to  by  the  i:>resident  of  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees,  stating  the  exact  number  of  students  over 
seventeen  years  of  age  that  have  attended  the 
school  for  at  least  twelve  consecutive  weeks  within 
the  school  year  of  the  several  normal  schools,  com¬ 
mencing  on  the  first  Monday  of  September,  and 
who  have,  in  all  respects,  conformed  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  and  requirements  herein  made  regarding 
such  students  ;  how  many  thus  attending  are  disa¬ 
bled  soldiers  or  sailors,  or  orphans  whose  fathers 
died  in  the  service  of  the  country,  and  how  many 
have  graduated  during  the  term  for  which  said  re¬ 
port  is  made,  and  who  have  also  complied  with  the 
conditions  herein,  together  with  their  names  and 
address,  date  of  entrance  and  withdrawal  from  the 
school,  stating  also  whether  the  whole  amount  to 
be  allowed  to  each  student  has  been  deducted  from 
his  expenses. 

CCVIII.  That  when  the  trustees  of  any  school 
desirous  of  claiming  the  privileges  of  this  act  shall 
make  application  to  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Common  Schools,  together  with  four 
other  competent  and  disinterested  persons,  to  be 
chosen  by  him,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor, 
and  all  the  superintendents  of  the  counties  in  the 
Normal  school  district  in  which  such  school  shall 
be  situated,  on  receiving  due  notice  from  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Common  Schools,  personally,  and  at 
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the  same  time  to  visit  and  carefully  inspect  sucli 
school ;  and  if  after  thorough  investigation  thereof, 
and  of  its  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  of  its 
general  arrangement  and  facilities  for  instruction, 
they,  or  at  least  two-thirds  of  them,  shall  approve 
the  same,  and  find  that  they  fully  come  up  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  that  case  and  no  other  they 
shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Department  of  Com¬ 
mon  Schools,  with  their  opinions  that  such  school 
has  fully  complied  with  the  pro\dsions  of  this  act, 
as  far  as  can  be  done,  before  going  into  operation 
under  this  act ;  whereupon  the  State  Superintend¬ 
ent  shall  forthwith  recognize  such  school  as  a  State 
Normal  school  under  this  act,  and  give  public 
notice  thereof  in  two  newspapers  in  each  county, 
in  the  proper  Normal  School  district,  and  thence¬ 
forward  this  act  shall  go  into  full  operation,  so  far 
as  regards  such  schools,  without  any  further  pro¬ 
ceedings.  And  if,  upon  due  inspection,  any  school 
so  applying  shall  bo  found  insufficient  under  this 
act,  said  board  of  inspectors  shall  so  report  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  who  shall 
thereupon  inform  the  trustees  thereof  of  such  ad¬ 
verse  report. 

UTVAL  APPLICATIONS. 

GCIX.  That  if  two  or  more  schools  apply  in  the 
same  district  to  be  recognized  under  this  act  at  the 
same  time,  all  of  them  shall  be  visited  in  the  man¬ 
ner  x>rescribed  by  the  next  preceding  section,  and 
the  one  found  to  possess  the  largest  and  best  accom¬ 
modations  and  arrangements,  to  give  effect  to  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  shall  be  ju-eferred,  and  so  cer¬ 
tified,  if  it  fully  come  up  to  the  requirements  of 
this  act ;  and  if  two  or  more  schools  in  the  same  dis¬ 
trict  be  found  to  possess  equal  accommodations 
and  arrangements  fully  up  to  the  requirements  of 
this  act,  in  that  case  the  one  nearest  to  the  center  of 
the  proper  normal  district  shall  be  preferred  and 
certified  for  recognition  to  the  Department  of  Com¬ 
mon  schools  ;  and  if  one  or  more  of  the  schools  thus 
applying  for  recognition  give  notice  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Common  schools  with  reasonable  assur- 
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anee  that  it  or  they  are  not  now  ready  for  inspec¬ 
tion,  under  the  seventh  section  of  this  act,  but  will 
be  within  the  term  of  six  months  from  and  after 
the  date  of  such  notice,  in  that  case  none  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant  schools  shall  be  inspected  in  such  district, 
till  such  time,  within  said  six  months,  when  all 
shall  be  prepared  for  inspection,  when  like  pro¬ 
ceedings  shall  take  place  as  have  been  prescribed 
in  the  iweceding  part  of  this  and  the  seventh  sec¬ 
tion. 

CERTIFTCATE  OF  SCHOLARSHIP. 

CCX.  That  the  board  of  principals  who  shall  ex¬ 
amine  the  candidates  for  graduation  in  any  of  the 
normal  schools  under  this  act,  shall  issue  certifi¬ 
cates  to  all  such  students  of  the  full  course  as  two- 
thirds  of  the  board  shall  approve,  setting  forth  ex¬ 
pressly  the  branches  in  which  each  has  been  found 
duly  qualified,  which  certificates  must  embrace 
such  branches  of  learning,  in  addition  to  those  of 
orthography,  reading,  writing,  English  grammar, 
geograpliy  and  arithmetic,  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  principals,  in  accordance  with  the 
seventh  paragraph  of  the  sixth  section  of  said  act, 
or  by  the  principal  of  the  first  school  recognized,  so 
long  as  only  one  shall  be  in  operation  ;  (a)  includ¬ 
ing  the  theory,  but  not  including  the  practice  of 
teaching,  and  may  also  include  any  additional 
branches  in  which  the  graduate  is  found  proficient. 
Actual  teachers  of  common  schools  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  who  shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  taught  in  common  schools  during  three  full 
consecutive  annual  terms  of  the  district  in  which 
they  were  employed,  may  also  be  examined  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  with  the  regu¬ 
lar  students  of  their  proper  normal  school,  and  if 
found  equally  qualified,  shall  receive  certificates  of 
scholarship  of  the  same  kind.  And  the  certificate 
shall  be  signed  by  all  the  examiners  if  less  and  by 
at  least  two-thirds  of  them  if  more  than  three,  and 
also  by  the  whole  faculty  of  the  proper  school  in

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every  case,  and  all  tiie  certificates  granted  under 
this  section  shall  be  received  as  evidence  of  schol¬ 
arship,  to  the  extent  set  forth  on  the  face  of  them, 
without  further  examination,  in  every  part  of  the 
State.  And  whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate, 
under  this  section,  shall,  by  study  and  practice, 
have  prepared  for  examination  in  any  branches 
of  study  additional  to  those  in  such  certificate, 
he  or  she  may  attend  the  annual  examination  of 
the  normal  school  of  the  district,  and  if  found 
duly  qualified,  shall  receive  a  new  certificate, 
setting  forth  all  the  branches  in  which,  up  to 
that  time,  he  or  she  may  have  been  found  profi¬ 
cient;  and  thenceforth  such  enlarged  certificate 
shall  also  be  evidence  of  scholarship  to  the  extent 
of  it,  in  every  part  of  the  State,  without  further  ex¬ 
amination. 

TEACHERS^  STATE  CERTIFICATE. 

CCXI.  That  no  certificate  of  competency  in  the 
practice  of  teaching  shall  be  issued  to  the*  regular 
graduate  of  any  of  said  normal  schools  till  after 
the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  gradu¬ 
ation;  and  of  two  full  annual  terms  of  actual  teach¬ 
ing  in  the  district  or  districts  in  which  such  gradu¬ 
ate  taught,  nor  to  any  teacher  who  shall  hold  a  full 
certificate  of  scholarship,  without  having  been  a 
regular  student  and  graduate,  unless  upon  full 
proof  of  three  years’  actual  teaching  in  a  common 
school  or  schools,  nor  in  either  case  without  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  certificate  of  good  moral  conduct,  and 
satisfactory  discharge  of  the  requisite  duration  of 
professional  duty,  from  the  board  or  boards  of  di¬ 
rectors  in  whose  employment  the  applicant  shall 
have  taught,  countersigned  by  the  county  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  proper  county  or  counties,  on  the 
production  of  which  proof,  and  not  otherwise,  a 
full  certificate  of  competence  in  the  practice  of 
teaching  shall  be  added  to  the  certificate  of  schol¬ 
arship,  and  of  theoretical  knowledge  of  the  science 
of  teaching  already  possessed,  to  be  received  as 
full  evidence  of  practical  qualification  to  teach  in 
any  part  of  the  State  without  further  examination: 
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Provided  however^  That  practical  teachers  who 
shall,  upon  due  examination,  receive  a  certificate 
of  scholarship,  may  at  the  same  time  receive  a  cer¬ 
tificate  in  the  practice  of  teaching,  upon  producing 
the  required  evidence  of  three  years  previous  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  art  ol  teaching,  and  of  good  moral 
conduct. 

203.  Each  applicant  who  is  not  a  regular  student 
and  graduate,  must  he  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of 
good  moral  character,  and  have  taught  successfully 
during  three  consecutive  terms  in  a  common  school 
or  in  common  schools  in  this  State ;  the  proof  of 
age  to  he  the  declaration  on  honor  of  the  applicant; 
and  of  moral  (‘haracter,  and  on  the  satisfactory  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  requisite  terms  of  teaching,  a  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  proper  board  or  boards  of  directors, 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and  coun¬ 
tersigned  by  the  proper  county  superintendent  or 
superintendents. 

204.  The  examination  to  be  in  the  elementary  . 
or  scientific  course,  as  the  applicant  may  select,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  list  of  studies  as  printed  in  the  cir¬ 
culars  of  tlie  State  Normal  schools,  and  approved 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  in 
sucli  other  studies  as  may  he  deemed  by  the  hoard 
of  examiners  as  equivalent. 

205.  Each  applicant  shall  prepare  and  present  to 
the  hoard  of  examiners  an  original  thesis  on  some 
professional  subject,  of  not  less  than  six  folio  pages 
of  manuscript,  to  he  retained  at  the  school  where 
the  examination  takes  x)lace. 

CCXII.  That  no  temporary  or  provisional  certifi¬ 
cate  of  any  less  degree  of  scholarship  than  that  re¬ 
quired  by  the  ninth  section  of  this  act,  shall  be 
issued  by  said  board  of  principals,  nor  by  the  fac¬ 
ulty  of  any  of  said  schools  ;  but  the  principal  of

each  of  said  schools  may  certify  in  writing  to  the 
length  of  time  which  teachers  may  have  attended 
under  the  eleventh  article  of  the  sixth  section  of 
this  act,  and  the  manner  of  their  deportment  while 
in  attendance. 

CCXIII.  That  the  students  who  shall  graduate, 
on  district  account,  in  any  of  said  Xormal  schools, 
shall  be  liable  to  devote  the  next  three  j^ears  alter 
their  graduation,  to  the  exercise  of  their  profession 
as  teachers  in  the  common  scliools  of  the  district 
which  defrayed  the  expense  of  their  xDrofessional 
instruction,  if  so  required  by  the  resj)ective  boards 
of  directors  of  such  districts,  and  at  the  medium 
salary  or  compensation  paid  in  such  districts  ;  and 
if  not  so  required  by  their  proper  district,  they 
shall  devote  said  three  3^ears  to  the  employment  of 
teaching  in  the  common  schools  of  some  other  dis¬ 
trict  or  districts,  at  such  salary  as  may  be  given 
therein  ;  and  each  of  said  students,  before  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  proper  Kormal  school,  shall  subscribe  a 
written  declaration  of  his  or  her  intention  to  com¬ 
ply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  which  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  jiroper  common  school  district. 

DUTY  OF  SUPEUINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUC¬ 
TION. 

CCXIV.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Common  Schools  to  prescribe  all  forms 
and  to  give  all  instructions  required  for  carrying 
this  act  into  full  effect,  on  all  points  not  herein  set 
forth  in  detail. 

F.— COLLEGES  AXD  ACADEMIES. 

CCX  V.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Xovem- 
ber,  annually,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  ])resident, 
faculty  or  trustees  of  each  university  or  college, 
and  tlie  preceptor,  trustees  or  managers,  of  each 
academy  or  school,  other  tlian  common  schools, 
having  received  aid  from  this  Commonwealth,  to 
report  the  number  of  students  in  each  class,  and 
the  total  number  of  graduates,  if  any,  course  of 
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studies  pursued,  financial  resources  and  expenses, 
the  future  prospects  of  their  several  institutions, 
accompanied  Avith  such  remarks  as  may  illustrate 
their  general  condition,  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  so  much  of  which,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  lay  before  Legislature,  in  his  annual  re¬ 
port,  as  he  may  deem  proper,  (a) 

CCXVI.  That  the  trustees  of  any  academy  or 
seminary  in  this  Commonwealth,  which  received 
money  or  land  therefrom  for  educational  purposes, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  coiiA^ey, 
by  deed  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  their  number 
to  be  approA^ed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  ol 
the  proper  county,  all  the  real  estate,  buildings, 
and  property  and  funds  of,  or  belonging  thereto,  to 
the  board  of  directors  and  their  successors  in  office, 
of  the  common  schools  of  the  district  in  which  the 
main  building  thereof  may  be  situated,  to  be  used 
and  applied  by  said  directors  for  the  purposes  of 
common  school  education,  and  for  no  other  pur¬ 
pose  :  Provided,  That  Avhen  a  high  common  school 
shall  haA^e  been  established  therein,  by  means  of 
said  property,  the  citizens  of  the  county  Avithin 
which  said  district  is  situated  shall  have  the  right 
to  liaA^e  their  sons  and  daughters  admitted  into 
such  high  school,  if  duly  qualified,  on  paying  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  district  the  same  rate  of  tuition 
for  each,  Avhich  it  shall  annually  cost  said  district, 
per  student,  to  keep  said  high  school  in  operation, 
Avithout  adding  anything  thereto  for  the  use  of  the 
building,  (b) 

CCX  VIT.  That  in  all  cases  Avhere  the  trustees  of 
any  academy  or  seminary  in  this  Commonwealth, 
Avhi(‘h  received  money  or  land  therefrom  for  edu¬ 
cational  purposes,  luiA^e  conveyed  the  real  estate, 
buildings,  and  property  and  funds  of,  or  belonging 
thereto,  to  the  board  of  directors,  and  their  succes¬ 
sors  in  office,  of  the  common  schools  of  the  district 
in  Avhich  the  main  building  thereof  Avas  situated.

CCXVIII,  Before  the  said  trustee  or  his  succes¬ 
sors  in  the  trust  shall  receive  any  part  of  said 
money,  securities,  or  stocks,  he  shall  give  bond  to 
said  district  in  such  sums  and  with  such  sureties 
as  shail  be  approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  j)ertaining  to 
said  trust  and  paying  and  delivering  over  to  his 
successor  therein  or  other  party  legally  entitled  to

G.— DISTRICT  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

CCXIX.  That  whenever,  by  subscription  or 
otherwise,  a  collection  of  books,  or  funds  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  same,  shall  have  been  obtained  to  form  a 
public  library  in  and  for  any  common  school  dis¬ 
trict  in  this  Commonwealth,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  directors  tiiereof,  for  the  time  being, 
to  select  the  most  suitable  school  house  therein  in 
which  said  library  shall  be  placed,  preferring,  if 
otherwise  expedient,  the  school  house  in  which  the 
district  institute  is  held,  and  to  provide  out  of  the 
school  fimds  of  the  district  a  suitable  case  or  cases 
for  said  library,  and  for  such  additional  books  as 
may  annually  be  added  thereto. 

eeXX.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  direc¬ 
tors  to  receive  into  the  district  treasury  all  moneys 
contributed,  or  otherwise  obtained,  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  or  increase  of  the  district  library,  and  to  se¬ 
lect  and  purchase  the  books  therefor,  or  to  appoint 
a  committee  of  the  board,  or  of  not  less  than  three 
citizens  of  the  district,  to  make  such  selection  and 
purchase,  aiid  also  from  time  to  time  thereafter  to 
make  additional  selections  and  purchases  in  the 
same  manner;  but  that  no  hooks  shall  be  donated 
or  placed  in  said  library  without  the  api^robation 
and  consent  of  the  selecting  committee,  nor  shall 
the  ])roper  board  of  directors  api)ropriate  any  of 
the  school  funds  of  the  district  to  the  purchase  of

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books  for  the  library,  except  such  works  of  a  strict¬ 
ly  professional  character,  as  shall  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  study  and  improvement  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  of  the  proper  district ;  and  all  moneys  received 
by  said  board  for  library  x3urposes  shall  be  annually 
accounted  for  at  the  settlement  of  its  accounts,  in 
the  same  manner  as  common  school  funds  are  now 
by  law  accounted  for. 

"CCXXI.  That  the  legal  possession  and  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  books,  cases  and  other  appendages  of 
the  district  library,  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  pro¬ 
per  board  of  directors  and  their  successors  in  office 
as  trustees  for  the  district,  and  that  the  felonious 
taking  and  carrying  away  thereof,  or  of  any  part 
thereof,  or  of  any  book,  article  of  apparatus  or  fur¬ 
niture,  from  or  belonging  to  any  common  school 
house,  shall  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  larceny, 
and  the  breaking  into  a  common  school  house  at 
night  with  intent  to  commit  larceny,  as  herein  set 
forth,  or  any  felony,  shall  and  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  burglary,  and  that  any  larceny  or  burglary  so 
committed,  shall  be  punished  as  in  other  cases  un¬ 
der  existing  statutes. 

CCXXII.  That  any  person  over  twelve  j^ears  of 
age,  and  resident  in  the  proper  district,  whethei 
contributor  or  not  to  the  library,  shall  be  entitled, 
without  charge,  to  the  use  of  the  books  thereof, 
according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof;  but 
that  no  book  shall  be  issued  to  any  minor  without 
the  order  of  his  or  her  parent,  guardian  or  master, 
who  shall  thereupon  become  liable  to  all  the  pen¬ 
alties  for  the  abuse,  loss  or  undue  detainment  of 
any  book  by  said  minor  ;  and  all  entries  of  the  is¬ 
sue  of  books  duly  made  in  the  library  list  by  the 
librarian  at  the  time  of  such  issue,  shall  be^3?’u?ia 
facia  evidence  thereof  in  a  suit  for  any  penalty,  or 
for  the  value  of  any  book. 

CCXXIII.  That  the  proper  board  of  directors, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  sltall  make,  and  from 
time  to  time,  as  shall  be  proper,  alter  and  amend 
the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  care, 
issue,  use  and  return  of  the  books  of  the  district 
library  and  ordain  such  penalties  for  the  abuse,  loss 
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or  undue  attainment  thereof,  as  to  them  shall  seem 
just  and  proper  ;  which  penalties  shall  be  recov¬ 
erable  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  re¬ 
coverable  ;  and  such  penalties  shall  either  be  pay¬ 
able  to  the  librarian  in  compensation  of  his  ser¬ 
vices,  or  into  the  library  fund,  as  the  proper  board  of 
directors  shall  determine. 

OCX  XIV.  That  the  secretary  of  the  proper  board 
of  directors,  or  such  other  member  as  the  board 
may  select,  shall  be  the  general  librarian  of  the 
district  library  ;  and  that  the  principal  teacher  of 
the  school  held  in  the  house  in  which  the  library  is 
kept,  shall  be  the  assistant  librarian  while  in  charge 
of  said  school,  and  while  so  in  charge,  such  assis¬ 
tant  librarian  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  library, 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  care,  issue  and  return  of 
books  and  the  keeping  of  the  list  thereof;  but  that 
neither  the  librarian,  as  secretary,  nor  the  assis¬ 
tant,  as  teacher,  on  going  out  of  office,  shall  receive 
his  final  installment  of  salary  till  he  shall  first  have 
accounted  for  all  the  books  belonging  to  the  library, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  proper  board. 

OCX XV.  That  when  the  pupils  or  other  persons 
connected  witli  any  common  school,  shall  have 
procured  books  or  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  a  school  library  therefor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  directors  of  the  proper  district,  to  provide  out 
of  the  school  funds  of  the  district,  a  suitable  case 
therefor,  and  also  for  such  additions  as  may  subse¬ 
quently  from  time  to  time  be  made  thereto;  and 
the  selection  and  purchase  of  the  books  for  such 
school  library,  and  of  all  additions  thereto,  shall 
be  made  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  teacher 
of  the  school  for  the  time  being,  andof  not  less  than 
two  parents  of  pupils  attending  such  school,  to  be 
chosen  by  all  the  attending  pupils  ;  but  that  no 
books  shall  be  donated  to  or  placed  in  said  library 
without  the  approval  of  the  t)i’oper  selecting  com¬ 
mittee,  and  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  board 
of  directors  to  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  the 
district  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  said  school 
library. 

CCXXVI.  That  all  the  pupils  of  the  proper  school, 
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and  no  other,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the 
books  of  said  librar^^  at  their  homes,  subject  to  such 
rules  relating  to  the  care,  use  and  return  thereof, 
as  the  aforesaid  committee,  for  the  selection  and 
purchase  thereof,  shall  from  time  to  time  establish ;

CCXXVIII.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  common 
school  directors  of  any  district  to  receive,  hold, 
and  use  any  devise,  bequest,  gift,  grant,  or  endow¬ 
ment  of  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  which 
may  be  made  to  them  for  the  establishment,  in¬ 
crease,  or  support,  either  of  a  district  or  of  a  school

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H.  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS. 

I.  laws  relating  to  the  schooling  of 

MINORS. 

CCXXIX.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  labor  performed  during  a  period  of  ten 
hours  on  any  secular  day  in  all  cotton,  woolen, 
silk,  paper,  bagging,  and  hax  factories  shall  be  con¬ 
stituted  a  legal  day’s  labor;  and  hereafter  no  minor 
shall  be  employed  in  or  about  any  of  said  factories 
until  he  or  she  shall  have  attained  to  the  age  of 
thirteen  years. 

That  if  any  owner  or  employer  of  or  in  any  of  the 
said  factories,  or  his,  her,  or  their  agents,  shall 
willfully  or  knowingly  employ  any  minor  below 
the  age  of  thirteen  years,  as  aforesaid,  the  person  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  any  person  suing  for  the  same,  as 
other  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recov¬ 
erable,  one-half  of  the  same  to  belong  to  the  person 
suing  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  county 
in  which  the  offense  is  committed. 

That  hereafter  no  minor  who  lias  attained  the 
age  of  thirteen,  and  is  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  shall  be  employed  in  any  of  the  factories 
aforesaid  for  a  longer"  period  than  nine  calendar 
months  in  any  one  year,  and  who  shall  not  have 
attended  school  for  at  least  three  consecutive 
months  within  the  same  year ;  and  any  owner  or 
employer  of,  or  in  any  of  the  factories  aforesaid, 
offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  in  the  third 
section  of  this  act,  to  be  sued  for,  recovered,  and 
ap])lied  as  therein  provided. 

That  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  July  next, 
if  any  parent  or  guardian  shall  consent  to,  permit, 
or  connive  at  the  employment  of  his  or  her  child  or 
ward,  under  the  age  of  thirteen  years,  in  any  of 
the  said  factories,  or  if  such  parent  or  guardian 
shall  consent  to,  permit,  or  connive  at  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  his  or  her  child  or  ward,  over  the  age  of 
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thirteen  years,  lor  a  longer  period  than  ten  hours 
in  any  secular  day,  the  person  so  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  every 
such  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  for  the 
uses  therein  specified,  (a) 

CCXXX  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  no  male  or  female  operative,  under  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall,  under  any  contract, 
be  employed  in  cotton,  woolen,  silk,  flax,  bagging, 
or  paper  manufactories  in  this  Commonwealth,  for 
a  longer  period  than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  week, 
or  more  than  an  average  of  ten  hours  a  day  during 
the  same  period. 

That  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  employ,  or 
any  parent  or  guardian  consent  to  the  employment 
of  any  male  or  female  operative,  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  as  aforesaid,  contrary  to  the"" pre¬ 
ceding  section,  and  proof  be  made  thereof  before 
any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  ward, 
borough,  or  district  where  such  offense  is  com¬ 
mitted,  he,  she,  or  they  employing  such  operatives, 
or  consenting  thereto,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  every 
such  offense,  forfeit  and  i^ay  the  penalty  of  not  less 
than  ten,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recov¬ 
ered  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  proper  Avard,  borough,  or  district,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  like  penalties  are  noAv  recoA^erable, 
to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
proper  district :  Provided^  That  no  penalty  shall 
be  recoA^ered,  under  this  act,  unless  sued  for  AAuthin 
one  month  after  the  same  shall  haA^o  occurred  ;  nor 
shall  any  person  recoA^er  more  than  one  penalty  for 
the  Avorking  of  any  factory,  for  the  same  period  of 
time. 

That  all  the  AA^ard,  borough,  and  toAvnship  con¬ 
stables  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  and  it 
is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  attend  to  the  strict 
obserA^ance  of  the  tAvo  preceding  sections  of  this 
act,  Avhen  complaint  shall  haA^e  been  properl}^ 
made  to  them  of  a  au elation  of  the  same.  (&)

CCXXXII:  That  the  board  of  trustees  and  the 
board  of  managers,  or  a  majorit^^  of  each  thereof,

That  the  court  of  common  pleas 
shall  appoint  one-third  in  number  of  the  trustees 
and  managers  of  any  such  school  or  institution  ac¬ 
cepting  the  benefits  of  this  act ;  to  require  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  any  such  school  or  institution  to  furnish 
the  county  or  city  commissioners  an  itemized  ac¬ 
count  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  such 
school  or  institution,  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year; 
to  advertise  the  same  in  not  less  than  two  weekly 
newspapers,  published  in  the  county,  supporting 
such  school  or  institution,  one  insertion  weekly, 
for  four  successive  weeks ;  and  to  require  the 
county  auditors,  controllers,  or  city  controller  of 
any  city  or  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  officers  to  audit,  settle,  and  ad¬ 
just  the  accounts  of  the  said  treasurer,  and  to  make 
report  thereof  to  the  said  court.  («) 

CCXXXV.  That  when  any  such  school  or  insti¬ 
tution  has  accepted  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
has  sufficient  building  capacity,  .the  management

thereof  shall  admit  to  the  benefits  of  any  such 
school  or  institution  any  friendless,  destitute  or 
vagrant  child,  recommended  for  admission  by  the 
board  of  school  directors  of  the  school  district  in 
which  such  child  may  reside  or  be  found,  or  by 
the  directors  of  the  poor  of  any  county  in  which 
such  school  or  institution  is  located,  guardians  of 
the  poor,  overseers  of  the  poor,  or  poor  directors, 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  any  city  or  district  included 
in  said  county  ;  in  case  any  child  is  refused  admis¬ 
sion,  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  on  comi3laint 
made  thereto  by  any  i^erson,  after  due  and  legal 
proof  of  such  refusal,  shall  enjoin  the  payment  of 
moneys  out  of  the  county  funds  as  authorized  by 
this  act :  Provided,  however,  That  no  child  shall 
be  admitted  under  the  age  of  four  years,  nor  above 
the  age  of  sixteen. 

CC XXXVI.  Tliat  the  Judges  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  several  counties  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed 
ex-oj/icio  visitors  of  any  sucli  school  or  institution  ; 
and  tlio  grand  jury  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  the  county  in  which  any  sucli  school  or  institu¬ 
tion  is  located,  shall  as  often  as  directed  by  the  said 
court,  visit,  examine  and  inspect  the  needs  and 
management  of  any  such  school  or  institution,  and 
the  condition  of  the  children  tlierein  as  directed 
by  the  said  court,  and  report  the  same  to  the  said 
court.

Provided^  however.  That  wlieii  the  average  daily 
attendance  for  one  month  falls  below  fifteen  daily\ 
said  school  directors  or  school  controllers  may,  at 
their  option,  close  said  evening  school  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  said  term.  («.) 

Sec.  2.  That  upon  such  application  the  board  of 
school  directors  or  school  controllers  shall  proceed, 
without  unnecessary  delay,  to  hire  a  competent 
teacher,  and  open  said  evening  school  in  a  conve¬ 
nient  location:  Provided,  however,  That  two  or 
more  contiguous  school  districts  may  at  any  time 
unite  in  the  establishment  and  support  of  one  or 
more  evening  schools,  and  contribute  rata  to 
the  expense  of  their  maintenance. 

Sec,  3.  That  the  qualifications  of  teachers  for  said 
evening  school  shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  as  already  made  and  provided,  or  as  may 
hereafter  be  made  and  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  expenses  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  said  evening  schools  shall  be  de¬ 
frayed  out  of  the  taxes  raised  for  the  support  of 
the  common  schools :  Provided,  That  said  school 
board  may,  in  making  their  estimates  for  the  school 
year,  allow  and  set  aside  a  certain  sum  for  the  sup- 
jDort  and  maintenance  of  said  evening  schools,  ami 
lew  and  collect  their  tax  rate  accordinglv. 

Sec  5.  Tljat  the  board  of  school  directors  or  sch  ool 
controllers  of  any  school  district  may,  where  nec-

class,  providing  for  the  levy,  collection  and  dis¬ 
bursement  of  taxes, approved  the  twenty-second 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-seven.

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  controllers  of 
the  pubic  schools  shall  determine  upon 
the  number  of  school  houses  which 
shall  be  erected  or  established  in  every 
section,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  shall  limit  the  expense  of  erecting 
and  establishing  every  such  school 
house.

AN  ACT 

Prescribing  the  manner  of  filling  vacan¬ 
cies  in  boards  of  school  directors,  in 
cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  cfc.,  That 
vacancies  in  any  board  of  school  direc¬ 
tors,  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  shall  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members  of 
such  board,  who  shall  choose  a  duly 
qualified  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  for 
tiie  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  person,  whose  death,  resignation, 
removal,  or  neglect  of  duty,  under  ex¬ 
isting  laws,  caused  such  vacancy.  ' 

Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts, 
inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

J.  APPENDIX. 


I.  RULES  OF  ORDER. 

The  following  rules  of  order  are  inserted  to  aid 
boards  of  directors  in  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  consist,  mainly,  of  some  of  the  plainest  pro¬ 
visions  of  parliamentary  law.  Each  board  should 
make  them  binding  by  a  vote  to  that  effect : 

1.  Four  members  being  present,  precisely  at  the 
hour  to  w'hich  the  board  stands  adjourned,  the 
president  shall  take  the  chair,  call  the  members  to 
order  and  proceed  to  business. 

2.  Should  a  quorum  be  assembled  at  the  hour 
appointed,  and  the  president  be  absent,  a  president 
pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  during  that 
meeting,  or  until  the  president  shall  appear. 

3.  Should  a  quorum  not  assemble  at  the  hour  ap¬ 
pointed,  the  director  or  directors  present  shall  be 
competent  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  that  an 
opportunity  may  be  given  for  a  quorum  to  assem¬ 
ble,  without  which  no  business  can  be  legally  trans¬ 
acted. 

4.  In  the  transaction  of  business,  the  following 
order  shall  be  observed  :  1st,  recording  the  names 
of  directors  present ;  2d,  reading  minutes  ;  3d,  un¬ 
finished  business  ;  4th,  reports  of  standing  com¬ 
mittees  ;  5th,  reports  of  special  committees  ;  6th, 
new  business,  and  7th,  adjournment. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  at  all 
times,  to  preserve  *order,  and  to  endeavor  to  con¬ 
duct  all  business  before  the  board  to  a  speedy  and 
proper  result. 
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0.  The  president,  as  such,  has  no  casting  vote, 
his  right  is  to  vote  on  every  question  by  virtue  of 
his  membership. 

7.  The  president  make  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
board  by  any  two  members. 

8.  A  motion  made  must  be  seconded,  and  then 
repeated  distinctly  by  the  i^resident  or  read  aloud 
before  it  is  debated,  and  every  motion  shall  be  re¬ 
duced  to  writing  if  the  president  or  any  member 
requires  it. 

9.  Any  member  who  shall  have  made  a  motion 
shall  have  liberty  to  withdraw  it,  with  the  consent  . 
of  his  second,  before  any  debate  has  taken  place 
thereon,  but  not  after  debate  is  had  without  leave 
being  granted  by  the  board. 

10.  The  consideration  of  any  question  may  be 
postponed  to  a  time  fixed,  or  the  question  may  bo 
suppressed  altogether  by  an  indefinite  postpone¬ 
ment. 

1 1.  A  motion  once  voted  down  cannot  be  renewed 
at  the  same  meeting  of  the  board  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  four  members. 

12.  All  amendment  may  be  moved  on  any  mo¬ 
tion,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  mo¬ 
tion  ;  but  no  more  than  one  amendment  to  an 
amendment  shall  be  entertained. 

13.  If  a  motion  under  debate  is  composed  of  two 
or  more  parts,  which  are  so  far  independent  of  each 
other  as  to  be  susceptible  of  division  into  several 
questions,  any  two  members  may  have  it  divided 
and  a  vote  taken  on  eaeh  part.  * 

14.  When  any  business  is  brought  regularly  be- 
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fore  the  board,  the  consideration  of  the  same  can¬ 
not  be  interrupted  except  by  a  motion — for  ad¬ 
journment;  to  lie  on  the  table;  for  the  previous 
question;  for  postponement:  for  commitment,  or 
for  amendment. 

15.  A  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  except 
tiiat  it  cannot  be  entertained  when  the  board  is 
voting  on  anotlier  question  or  while  a  member  is 
addressing  the  board. 

16.  The  previous  question  cannot  be  moved  by 
less  than  three  members  rising  for  that  purpose, 
and.  when  thus  called,  all  debate  shall  be  pre¬ 
cluded  ;  yet  the  call  for  the  iirevious  question  shall 
not  cut  off  any  pending  amendment,  but  the  vote 
shall  be  taken  without  debate  on  the  amendments 
in  their  order  and  finally  on  the  main  question. 

17.  A  motion  for  postponement  precludes  com¬ 
mitment,  and  a  motion  for  commitment  precludes 
amendment  or  decision  on  the  original  subject. 

18.  A  motion  for  reconsideration  can  only  be  en¬ 
tertained  when  made  and  seconded  by  members 
who  were  in  the  majority  on  the  vote  on  the  origi¬ 
nal  question. 

19.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled  the  question  shall 
be  first  taken  on  the  largest  sum,  the  greatest  num¬ 
ber  and  the  remotest  day. 

20.  On  questions  of  order,  adjournment,  post¬ 
ponement,  commitment  on  the  previous  question, 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once ;  on  all 
other  questions  each  member  may  speak  twice,  but 
not  oftener  without  express  leave  being  granted  by 
the  board. 

21.  If  the  previous  question  be  decided  in  the 
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negative  the  effect  shall  be  to  arrest  the  discussion 
and  to  produce  an  indefinite  postponement. 

22.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speak¬ 
ing,  unless  he  be  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  mistakes  or  misrepresentations. 

23.  No  member  in  the  course  of  debate  shall  be 
allowed  to  indulge  in  personal  reflections. 

24.  If  any  member  act  in  any  respect  in  a  disor¬ 
derly  manner,  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  any  mem¬ 
ber,  and  the  duty  of  the  president,  to  call  him  to 
order. 

25.  I  f  any  member  consider  himself  aggrieved  by 
a  decision  of  the  chair,  it  shall  be  his  privilege  to 
appeal  to  the  board,  and  the  vote  on  such  appeal 
sliall  be  taken  without  debate. 

26.  Members  should  not  decline  voting  on  any 
question  without  weighty  reasons. 

27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  ap¬ 
point  all  committees,  except  when  tlie  board  may 
decide  otherwise. 

28.  The  person  first  named  on  any  committee 
shall  be  considered  the  chairman  tliereof,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  convene  the  committee,  and  in 
case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  second 
named  member  shall  take  his  place  and  perform 
liis  duties. 

29.  When  the  president  has  commenced  taking  a 
vote  no  further  debate  or  remark  shall  be  admit¬ 
ted,  unless  there  has  evidently  been  some  mis¬ 
take,  in  which  case  the  mistake  shall  be  rectified, 
and  the  president  shall  re-commence  taking  the 
voto. 

30.  Any  two  members  may  require  the  recording 
ef  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question.
